Who  May  Vote 

Any  stakeholder  of  the  Historic  Cultural  Neighborhood  Council  (HCNC);  the  Downtown  LA  Neighborhood  Council 
(DLANC);  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  may  vote  in  this  election,  so  long  as  they  meet  the  minimum 
voting  age  of  15  (in  HCNC)  or  16  (in  DLANC),  and  provide  any  documents  required  to  confirm  their  stakeholder  status. 
A  stakeholder  is  defined  as  someone  who  lives;  works;  owns  property;  owns  a  business;  or  who  has  a  substantial, 
ongoing  participation  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  such  as  going  to  school,  or  belonging  to  a  service  or 
religious  organization  there. 

Individuals  who  are  stakeholders  of  both  DLANC  and  HCNC  may  only  vote  once  in  this  particular  election.  To  check 
whether  an  address  falls  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  enter  it  in  the  search  bar  at 
http://neiqhborhoodinfo.lacitv.org. 


How  To  Register  To  Vote 

In  order  to  register  to  vote  online  in  this  election,  you  must  provide  documents  confirming  your  identity  and 
stakeholder  status.  This  is  because  a  Subdivision  Election  must  conform  to  the  bylaws  set  in  place  by  the  Neighborhood 
Councils  being  subdivided.  Currently,  the  bylaws  of  both  HCNC  and  DLANC  allow  voters  to  vote  online,  but  require  that 
they  provide  documents  confirming  their  identity  and  local  stakeholder  status  to  register. 

Because  of  this,  in  order  to  register  to  vote,  you  must  provide  a  photo  ID  with  your  name  on  it.  Accepted  photo  IDs 
include  a  driver's  license,  school  or  work  ID,  or  a  membership  card  with  your  image  on  it,  such  as  a  gym  or  Costco 
card. 

If  the  local  address  qualifying  you  as  a  stakeholder  is  not  already  on  your  photo  ID,  you  must  also  provide  a  second 
document  showing  an  address  where  you  live,  work,  own,  or  have  an  ongoing,  substantial  community  participation, 
that  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  DLANC,  HCNC,  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  That  document  may 
be  anything  from  a  piece  of  current  mail  with  your  name  and  address  on  it,  to  a  utility  bill.  Also  acceptable  is  having 
your  name  appear  on  a  membership  roster  provided  by  a  service,  educational,  religious,  or  other  organization  within 
the  eligible  area.  To  see  more  examples  of  accepted  ID  and  qualifying  document  types,  visit  http://tinv.cc/ 
NCEIectionsDocsList. 

Please  note  that  homeless  stakeholders  without  these  documents  may  self-affirm  their  identity  and 
stakeholder  status,  but  they  are  only  able  do  so  on  Election  Day,  April  6th,  at  the  official  polling  place 

(address  and  hours  listed  below).  Self-affirmed  homeless  stakeholders  without  documentation  are  required  to  register 
and  vote  using  paper  forms,  so  they  may  not  register  and  vote  either  online  or  at  the  Pop-Up  Polls.  The  paper  forms 
serve  as  signed  affidavits  of  these  individuals'  stakeholder  status  and  identity. 

You  may  register  to  vote  online,  or  do  so  in  person  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll  or  at  the  regular  polls  on  Election  Day.  To  register 
online,  visit  this  page  and  click  the  big  blue  button  that  says,  "Register  Here."

(DLANC);  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  may  vote  in  this  election,  so  long  as  they  meet  the  minimum 
voting  age  of  15  (in  HCNC)  or  16  (in  DLANC),  and  provide  any  documents  required  to  confirm  their  stakeholder  status. 
A  stakeholder  is  defined  as  someone  who  lives;  works;  owns  property;  owns  a  business;  or  who  has  a  substantial, 
ongoing  participation  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  such  as  going  to  school,  or  belonging  to  a  service  or 
religious  organization  there. 

Individuals  who  are  stakeholders  of  both  DLANC  and  HCNC  may  only  vote  once  in  this  particular  election.  To  check 
whether  an  address  falls  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  enter  it  in  the  search  bar  at 
http://neiqhborhoodinfo.lacitv.org. 


How  To  Register  To  Vote 

In  order  to  register  to  vote  online  in  this  election,  you  must  provide  documents  confirming  your  identity  and 
stakeholder  status.  This  is  because  a  Subdivision  Election  must  conform  to  the  bylaws  set  in  place  by  the  Neighborhood 
Councils  being  subdivided.  Currently,  the  bylaws  of  both  HCNC  and  DLANC  allow  voters  to  vote  online,  but  require  that 
they  provide  documents  confirming  their  identity  and  local  stakeholder  status  to  register. 

Because  of  this,  in  order  to  register  to  vote,  you  must  provide  a  photo  ID  with  your  name  on  it.  Accepted  photo  IDs 
include  a  driver's  license,  school  or  work  ID,  or  a  membership  card  with  your  image  on  it,  such  as  a  gym  or  Costco 
card. 

If  the  local  address  qualifying  you  as  a  stakeholder  is  not  already  on  your  photo  ID,  you  must  also  provide  a  second 
document  showing  an  address  where  you  live,  work,  own,  or  have  an  ongoing,  substantial  community  participation, 
that  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  DLANC,  HCNC,  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  That  document  may 
be  anything  from  a  piece  of  current  mail  with  your  name  and  address  on  it,  to  a  utility  bill.  Also  acceptable  is  having 
your  name  appear  on  a  membership  roster  provided  by  a  service,  educational,  religious,  or  other  organization  within 
the  eligible  area.  To  see  more  examples  of  accepted  ID  and  qualifying  document  types,  visit 
http://tinv.cc/NCEIectionsDocsList. 

Please  note  that  homeless  stakeholders  without  these  documents  may  self-affirm  their  identity  and 
stakeholder  status,  but  they  are  only  able  do  so  on  Election  Day,  April  6th,  at  the  official  polling  place 

(address  and  hours  listed  below).  Self-affirmed  homeless  stakeholders  without  documentation  are  required  to  register 
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and  vote  using  paper  forms,  so  they  may  not  register  and  vote  either  online  or  at  the  Pop-Up  Polls.  The  paper  forms 
serve  as  signed  affidavits  of  these  individuals'  stakeholder  status  and  identity. 

You  may  register  to  vote  online,  or  do  so  in  person  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll  or  at  the  regular  polls  on  Election  Day.  To  register 
online,  visit  this  page  and  click  the  big  blue  button  that  says,  "Register  Here."  After  you  upload  your  documents  and 
submit  the  form,  you  should  receive  two  emails  -  one  that  confirms  receipt  of  your  registration,  then  later  on,  a  second 
email  containing  a  username  and  PIN  you  will  use  to  log  onto  the  online  voting  system. 

Online  voter  registration  is  open  now  through  Sunday,  April  2nd;  if  you  are  unable  to  register  online  before  that 
deadline,  you  may  always  register  and  vote  in  person  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll,  or  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day. 


3  Ways  To  Vote 

There  are  three  ways  to  vote  in  this  election.  First,  you  may  vote  online  from  a  smartphone,  tablet,  or  personal 
computer  anytime,  until  the  polls  close  at  7:00  pm  on  the  official  Election  Day,  Thursday  April  6th.  To  vote  online,  visit 
this  page  and  click  the  big  blue  button  that  says  "Vote  Here."  To  log  onto  the  voting  portal,  enter  the  username  and  PIN 
that  you  received  via  email  after  you  registered. 

You  may  also  cast  your  ballot  at  one  of  our  Pop-Up  Polls.  These  mobile  voting  stations  will  be  making  appearances 
around  your  neighborhood  March  29th  -  April  5th.  See  a  list  of  Pop-Up  Poll  dates,  times  and  locations  here.

Miry  ended  up  creating/starting  a  nonprofit  (above)  to  assist  recent  immigrants.  What  she  has  found  is  that 
the  people/agency  who  assist  refugees  resettle  can  use  assistance  for  the  greater  community.  Miry's  list  was 
created  to  help  garner  donations  from  the  public  to  assist  refugee  families  with  items/supplies  they  need. 
Think  of  it  like  a  "shopping  list/gift  registry  list"  where  the  public  can  purchase  items  for  specific  families. 

Because  refugee  families  are  resettled  all  over  LA  County,  it  will  be  difficult  for  NCs  to  be  assigned  families 
within  their  NC  boundaries.  Meaning,  it  will  be  difficult  for  NCs  to  financially  support  refugee  families  because 
many  do  not  reside  within  NC  boundaries  and  to  overcome  the  restricting  of  gifting  public  funds  to 
individuals. 

So  to  answer  the  direction  on  the  motion,  the  recommendation  I  have  is  to  help  spread  the  word  about  this 
organization  and  encourage  NCs  to  share  with  their  stakeholder  as  well.

I  did  reach  out  to  Miry  at  Eagle  Rock  NC  a  few  weeks  ago  to  get  more  information  on  what  ERNC  has  been  doing.  Here's  what  I  have 
found.

Miry  ended  up  creating/starting  a  nonprofit  (above)  to  assist  recent  immigrants.  What  she  has  found  is  that  the 
people/agency  who  assist  refugees  resettle  can  use  assistance  for  the  greater  community.  Miry's  list  was 
created  to  help  garner  donations  from  the  public  to  assist  refugee  families  with  items/supplies  they  need.  Think 
of  it  like  a  "shopping  list/gift  registry  list"  where  the  public  can  purchase  items  for  specific  families. 

Because  refugee  families  are  resettled  all  over  LA  County,  it  will  be  difficult  for  NCs  to  be  assigned  families 
within  their  NC  boundaries.  Meaning,  it  will  be  difficult  for  NCs  to  financially  support  refugee  families  because 
many  do  not  reside  within  NC  boundaries  and  to  overcome  the  restricting  of  gifting  public  funds  to  individuals. 

So  to  answer  the  direction  on  the  motion,  the  recommendation  I  have  is  to  help  spread  the  word  about  this 
organization  and  encourage  NCs  to  share  with  their  stakeholder  as  well.

We  want  to  give  you  a  head's  up  about  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  ERNC  meeting 
this  coming  Tuesday,  Oct.  3. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Eagle  Rock  Neighborhood  Council  joined  our  Councilmember 
Jose  Huizar,  The  Eagle  Rock  Association  and  other  neighborhood  groups  in  objecting 
to  an  unnecessary  expansion  plan  for  the  Scholl  Canyon  Landfill,  which  is  located 
just  behind  the  hills  above  the  134  Freeway,  and  is  accessed  via  Figueroa  Street  near 
Eagle  Rock  Recreation  Center.  While  the  Scholl  dump  is  on  the  outskirts  of  Glendale, 
it's  right  in  Eagle  Rock's  backyard  --  and  any  changes  to  it  can  effect  our 
neighborhood's  health,  safety,  and  economy. 

Specifically,  the  ERNC  objected  to  an  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  process  that 
ignored  Eagle  Rock  residents,  and  concerned  itself  mainly  with  impacts  on  Glendale's 
air,  water,  views,  and  traffic.  The  ERNC  wrote  a  detailed  response  to  the  draft  EIR.  and 
submitted  it  to  Los  Angeles  County  and  the  Glendale  City  Council,  where  the  project  is 
still  pending. 

Well,  Glendale  is  at  it  again  --  and  once  again,  we're  only  learning  about  it  at  the  last 
minute.  A  new  plan,  for  a  "Biogas  Renewable  Generation  Project"  --  an  on-site 
processing  plant  for  the  natural  gas  produced  by  the  existing  garbage  in  the  dump  ~ 
has  a  comment  period  that  is  closing  on  Oct.  21.  Comments  were  originally  supposed 
to  close  on  Sept.  30  --  just  2  days  from  now  --  but  Councilmember  Huizar  and  his  staff 
secured  a  21 -day  extension.  They  have  our  thanks.

There  is  an  important  meeting  tonight  at  6pm  at  Glendale  City  Hall,  613  E 

Broadway,  2nd  floor.  Glendale,  CA,  91206 

Eagle  Rock  is  facing  another  Scholl  Canyon  proposal  by  the  City  of 
Glendale.  The  proposal^  known  as  the  Bioaas  Renewable  Generation  Project, 
consists  of  Glendale  building  and  operating  a  12-megawatt  power 
generation  facility.  The  power  plant  would  be  powered  by  the  biogas, 
mainly  methane,  that  they  would  collect  from  the  biodegradation  of  the 
landfill's  contents. 

The  project  is  intended  to  allow  another  proposed  project  to  proceed  -  the 
rebuilding  of  Glendale's  Grayson  power  plant,  which  is  located  just  northeast 
of  the  Interstate  5  and  Highway  134  interchange.  Grayson  is  where  Glendale 
currently  sends  the  methane  from  Scholl  Canyon  through  use  of  a  5-mile 
pipeline.  After  the  Grayson  plant  is  rebuilt,  according  to  Glendale,  it  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  use  methane  to  generate  electricity.  Thus,  the  "need"  for 
the  biogas  power  generator. 
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We  have  many  questions  about  the  biogas  project.  What  are  the  adverse 
impacts  will  it  have  on  air  quality  in  ER?  What  about  traffic  and  noise 
pollution?  What  about  the  safety  of  Eagle  Rock  residents  with  a  Biogas 
Plant  and  aging  pipes?  Some  of  Glendale’s  answers  are  here:  Mitigated 
Negative  Declaration  (MNP  .  The  document  is  long  but  the  Public  Comment 
period  was  short  and  included  NO  Outreach  to  Eagle  Rock.  Glendale 
extended  the  comment  period  deadline  to  October  20th.

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Eagle  Rock  is  facing  another  Scholl  Canyon  proposal  by  the  City  of 
Glendale.  The  proposal,  known  as  the  Bioaas  Renewable  Generation  Project. 

consists  of  Glendale  building  and  operating  a  12-megawatt  power 
generation  facility.  The  power  plant  would  be  powered  by  the  biogas, 
mainly  methane,  that  they  would  collect  from  the  biodegradation  of  the 

landfill's  contents. 


The  project  is  intended  to  allow  another  proposed  project  to  proceed  -  the 
rebuilding  of  Glendale's  Grayson  power  plant,  which  is  located  just  northeast 
of  the  Interstate  5  and  Highway  134  interchange.  Grayson  is  where 
Glendale  currently  sends  the  methane  from  Scholl  Canyon  through  use  of 
a  5-mile  pipeline.

Apparently  voting  vendor  Everyone  Counts  assigned  the  Ballot  ID  names,  so  the  "HCNC"  Ms. 
Mcnenny  is  asking  about  is  actually  part  of  the  vendor's  ballot  naming  convention.  I  imagine  that 
this  is  because  they  wanted  to  model  the  administration  of  the  Skid  Row  election  on  the  2016 
election  for  one  of  the  two  Neighborhood  Councils  involved  in  the  Skid  Row  election,  and  they 
opted  to  use  Historic  Cultural  as  their  model.  Because  of  this,  that  designation  does  not  reflect 
the  actual  NC  membership  of  the  voter,  though  their  voter  type  (residential,  community  interest, 
property  owner,  or  business)  is  indicated  by  the  final  letter  of  the  Ballot  ID.  Thus,  these 
spreadsheets  contain  a  mix  of  HCNC  *and*  DLANC  voters,  and  they  are  sorted  by  registration 
date,  not  by  NC  membership. 

One  easy  way  to  assess  this  is  to  look  up  the  organization  names  in  the  columns  on  the  right,  to 
get  an  exact  street  address.  That  address  can  then  be  entered  into  the  LA  City  Neighborhood 
Info  site,  at  http://neiahborhoodinfo.lacitv.org.  to  determine  which  Neighborhood  Council  it  falls 
into.  I  tried  this  myself,  and  confirmed  that  the  voter  data  spreadsheets  shared  in  response  to 
this  PRA  show  a  mixture  of  HCNC  and  DLANC  addresses. 

It's  important  to  note  that  the  spreadsheets  only  contain  data  for  voters  who  registered.  People 
whose  names  appeared  on  rosters  were  not  automatically  registered  for  the  election.  They  still 
were  required  to  register  online  or  in  person,  and  submit  proof  of  identity,  date  of  birth,  and  a 
signature.  The  rosters  were  simply  maintained  as  a  convenience  for  voters  associated  with  local 
organizations,  so  they  could  reference  the  roster  during  registration  to  prove  their  qualifying 
address.  This  way,  there  was  no  need  for  an  organization  like  UCEPP,  which  has  hundreds  of 
members  on  its  roster,  to  issue  hundreds  of  individual  verification  letters  to  those  members. 

It's  also  important  to  note  that  not  everyone  who  voted  in  this  election  appears  on  these 
spreadsheets,  as  those  sheets  only  contain  pre-registered  voters.  Voters  who  registered  in  person 
at  the  polls  are  reflected  in  the  batch  of  paper  voter  registration  forms  that  accompanied  the 
earlier  response  to  this  Public  Records  Request.  Those  paper  forms  are  marked  H  for  HCNC  or  D 
for  DLANC  at  the  top,  so  those  papers  may  be  sorted  easily  by  NC  membership.

Background 

On  January  11,  2017,  the  Department  notified  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council 
(DLANC)  that  the  subdivision  application  for  the  forming  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  was 
moving  to  the  election  phase  of  the  process.  DLANC  had  the  option  to  take  action  on  whether 
they  supported  the  subdivision  or  not,  but  they  did  not  take  any  action  on  the  matter. 

During  the  following  months,  outreach  was  conducted  for  the  April  6,  2017  election,  which 
included  online  voting  in  addition  to  an  at  polls  location.  On  March  31 ,  2017  at  1 1 :24  am,  an 
email,  which  is  the  subject  of  the  challenges,  from  Unite  DTLA  using  the  DLANC  logo  and 
mailing  address  was  sent  out  to  an  unknown  database.  (Attachment  A)  The  email  stated  “Vote 
NO  on  Skid  Row  Separation”  and  appeared  to  come  from  DLANC  even  though  Unite  DTLA  is 
not  known  to  be  officially  affiliated  with  DLANC.  Neighborhood  Councils  are  not  allowed  to  use 
their  name,  logo  or  resources  to  advocate  for  the  public  to  take  a  position  on  an  election  matter. 

On  March  31,  2017  at  4:11  pm,  DLANC  President,  Patti  Berman,  emailed  Unite  DTLA  asking 
them  to  not  use  the  DLANC  logo.  (Attachment  B)  On  April  1st,  2017  at  10:35am,  Unite  DTLA 
sent  out  another  email  removing  not  only  the  DLANC  logo,  but  also  the  PO  Box  number  from 
the  original  email,  which  was  DLANC’s.  (Attachment  C)  Ms.  Berman  told  the  Department  that 
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she  did  not  know  who  Unite  DTLA  is  and  that  she  only  replied  to  the  email  address  on  the  Unite 
DTLA  email. 

The  preliminary  results  of  the  election  is  766  yes  votes  for  subdivision  and  826  no  votes  for 
subdivision  when  provisional  votes  were  counted. 

Election  Challenges 

In  the  three  challenges  submitted  by  General  Jeff  Page,  the  main  contention  is  that  DLANC 
used  a  “front  organization"  called  Unite  DTLA  and  sent  out  a  “Vote  No”  email  campaign  using 
the  DLANC  MailChimp  account.  According  to  General  Jeff  Page,  the  aforementioned  first  email 
sent  by  Unite  DTLA  on  March  31,  2017  used  DLANC’s  logo,  mailing  address  and  a  web 
address  (URL)  for  contacting  the  sender  on  the  bottom  of  the  email  under  the  phrase  “why  did  I 
get  this?” 

The  challenges  included  witness  statements,  supporting  documents,  and  a  link  to  the  video. 

Because  the  challengers  supporting  materials  are  the  same  and  only  apply  to  the  challenge 
regarding  Campaign  Material  Issues,  the  Department  recommends  dismissal  of  Challenge  #104 
because  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  did  not  officially  endorse  any  actions  and  Challenge 
#105  because  there  was  no  electioneering  by  the  Applicant. 

The  applicable  election  challenge  in  this  matter  is  for  the  explicit  use  of  City  logo(s)  for 
Campaign  materials  by  Candidate(s),  including  LA  City,  EmpowerLA  logo,  Neighborhood 
Council  logo  and  any  other  City  department  logo.  For  this  challenge  to  be  valid,  the  Election 
Challenge  Panel  would  have  to  find  that  DLANC  or  someone  with  access  to  DLANC’s 
MailChimp  sent  the  initial  Unite  DTLA  email  from  DLANC’s  account  using  their  logo  and 
resources  and  that  this  made  a  difference  in  the  election  results. 

Findings 

The  Department’s  findings  are  inconclusive  in  this  matter  despite  researching  the  challenge 
allegations. 

In  order  to  determine  whether  the  Unite  DTLA  email  came  from  DLANC’s  MailChimp  account, 
we  requested  the  following  information  from  Ms.  Berman 

1 .  Copies  of  any  emails  that  she  sent  to  Unite  DTLA.  (Attachment  B)  -  there  was  only 
the  one  aforementioned  email. 

2.  List  of  the  names  of  the  people  ("Users")  who  have  access  to  the  DLANC  MailChimp 
account,  (user  types  "author,"  "manager,"  and  "admin")  (Attachment  D)  -  this  showed 
only  two  people  with  access  to  the  MailChimp:  Ms.  Berman  and  Amara  Ononiwu 


2 
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3.  List  of  the  contacts  in  the  "Voters  List"  data  in  the  DLANC  MailChimp  account. 
(Attachment  E)  -  this  showed  the  types  of  subscriber  lists,  and  there  was  not  one  called 
“Voters  List,”  which  appears  if  you  click  “why  did  I  get  this?”  in  the  original  Unite  DTLA 
email,  but  such  subscriber  lists  can  be  deleted. 

4.  Activity  reports  for  the  DLANC  MailChimp  account  for  March  31,  2017  through  April  6, 
2017.  (Attachment  F)  -  this  showed  no  campaigns  for  a  Unite  DTLA,  but  such  activity 
can  be  deleted. 

In  order  to  determine  whether  the  Unite  DTLA  came  from  DLANC  or  whether  a  third  party 
created  a  Unite  DTLA  to  look  like  DLANC,  the  Department  attempted  to  register  as  a  new  user 
on  MailChimp  to  see  if  we  are  able  to  utilize  the  DLANC  URL  and  database. 

The  Department  tried  creating  an  account  with  the  Username:  “DLANC,”  but  a  message  came 
back  stating:  “Another  user  with  the  username  already  exists.”  Therefore,  Usernames  have  to 
be  unique. 

The  Department  discovered,  however,  that  the  registered  company  names  and  URLs  do  not 
have  to  be  unique.  In  other  words,  a  third  party  could  create  a  MailChimp  campaign  using 
DLANC  as  its  company  name  and  URL.  When  the  URL  was  used  in  the  unsubscription  process 
and  links  for  the  first  Unite  DTLA  email,  it  linked  back  to  the  DLANC  website  and  had  the  same 
URL  for  the  “why  did  I  get  this?”  link  as  another  email  known  to  be  sent  by  DLANC.  This  result 
could  be  as  alleged  by  the  challenge  that  the  email  came  from  DLANC’s  MailChimp  account,  or 
a  third  party  can  create  this  result  by  copying  all  of  DLANC’s  information  from  public  emails 
they’ve  sent  from  MailChimp. 

In  the  second  Unite  DTLA  email,  the  URL  was  changed  as  well  as  the  PO  Box  address  and  did 
not  go  to  the  DLANC  website  anymore.  The  Department  was  also  able  to  recreate  this  result  as 
well  with  our  test  account. 

Because  anyone  can  register  any  URL  on  MailChimp,  the  use  of  such  links  is  inclusive  because 
it  supports  both  options  that  the  original  Unite  DTLA  email  came  from  DLANC  or  that  it  came 
from  a  third  party  instead. 

Another  difference  noted  between  the  original  Unite  DTLA  email  and  a  known  public  DLANC 
email  is  that  there  is  a  hashtag  before  the  PO  Box  number  in  the  Unite  DTLA  email  and  not  one 
in  the  DLANC  email.  If  the  Unite  DTLA  email  was  generated  from  the  DLANC  MailChimp 
account,  the  address  was  typed  in  with  the  addition  of  a  hashtag. 

It  is  unknown  how  many  people  who  received  the  initial  Unite  DTLA  voted  no  for  subdivision  in 
the  election  because  they  received  that  email.  The  majority  of  the  1 590  who  voted,  however, 
did  vote  after  March  31 , 2017,  and  there  is  a  60  vote  difference  between  the  winning  No  side 
and  the  Yes  side.

RE:  Investigation  into  Electioneering  by  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council 
Dear  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment, 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  Ms.  Berman,  President  of  DLANC,  was  not  truthful  to  your  Election  Challenge 
Panel  on  May  3rd.  On  top  of  this,  she  showed  a  willful  disregard  towards  the  efforts  and  well-being  of  the  Skid 
Row  community. 

Please  first  refer  to  the  testimony  of  Ms.  Berman  at  the  46:35  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2ahllJs)  where 
she  states,  “I  would  like  to  talk  about  that  email,  I  received  it,  it  went  out  about  11:45  in  the  morning.  I  was 
gone  that  day,  came  back  at  about  2-2:30,  3  o’clock  I  saw  it.  I  saw  our  logo  on  it- 1  immediately  responded  to  it 
(mumbled)  saying,  you  can’t  do  this,  this  is  a  City  logo  and  I  never  received  another  email  that  had  our  logo  on 
it.”  Ms.  Berman  again  states,  starting  at  the  7:40  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2pMeWn4).  “I  saw  that,  and  I 
thought  well,  we  can’t  do  that,  so  I  immediately  wrote  back  and  said  don’t  do  this”. 

In  fact,  Ms.  Berman  was  not  “gone  that  day”  in  the  sense  that  she  could  not  have  crafted  an  email  to  her 
Board  or  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email  immediately  after  receiving  it.  Records  show  that  at  12:31pm, 
after  receiving  the  Unite  DTLA  email  (which  she  claims  to  have  received  at  11:45am),  she  sent  out  an  email  to 
at  least  one  fellow  DLANC  Board  member  about  an  entirely  unrelated  matter  titled,  “email  issues”  (please 
refer  to  Appendix  A,  an  email  sent  to  DLANC  Board  member  Scott  Bytof-  even  though  this  email  was  sent  to 
Ms.  Berman,  from  Ms.  Berman-  it  was  in  Mr.  Bytof’s  email  trove  for  March  31st). 

At  4:06pm  on  March  31st,  DLANC  Board  member  Andrew  Douglas  emails  Ms.  Berman  to  inquire  about  the 
Unite  DTLA  email  he  received  (please  refer  to  Appendix  B)  and  asks,  “...it's  very  disconcerting  that  an 
anonymous  group  would  use  our  logo.  Do  you  know  who  they  are?”.  At  this  time,  Ms.  Berman 
had  not  yet  sent  out  an  email  to  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email,  her  Board  or  anyone  else-  she  only  sent 
out  one  email  to:  UniteDTLA@gmail.com  asking  them  to,  “...not  use  this  logo...”,  (please  refer  to  pg.  61  of 
Appendix  C)  at  4:11pm  after  Mr.  Douglas  had  emailed  her  about  his  concerns  (this  is  according  to  Ms. 

Berman’s  own  testimony  and  submitted  evidence  at  the  Panel).  A  search  of  all  emails  sent  out  on  March  31st 
to  DLANC  Board  member  Scott  Bytof  shows  no  emails  from  Ms.  Berman  trying  to  correct  information  about 
the  Unite  DTLA  email  which  contained  the  DLANC  logo  (records  show  in  Appendix  D  that  Mr.  Bytof  was  not  the 
recipient  of  a  Unite  DTLA  email  on  March  31st,  at  least  not  on  his  DLANC  email  address).  Indeed  Ms.  Berman 
admits  to  not  alerting  her  Board  to  the  Unite  DTLA  email  with  the  DLANC  logo  at  the  9:40  mark  of  this  video 
(http://bit.lv/2pMeWn4)  where  she  states,  “no,  I  didn’t  have  to”. 

DLANC  Board  member  Ms.  Ononiwu  replied  to  my  request  for  her  emails  for  this  day  that  she  received  only 
two  directly,  and  a  few  automatic  calendar  updates.  It  is  still  unknown  to  me  what  information  is  in  her  two 
direct  emails  (please  refer  to  Appendix  E). 

In  summary,  Ms.  Berman  stated  she  sent  an  email  to  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email  “immediately  after” 
receiving  it,  which  she  said  was  around  3pm.  But  by  4pm-  she  still  had  not  emailed  anyone  about  the  Unite 
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DTLA  email.  It  was  only  after  Mr.  Douglas  emailed  Ms.  Berman,  questioning  her  about  the  Unite  DTLA  email  he 
had  received  and  expressing  alarm,  did  she  do  anything  at  all.  Neither  did  Ms.  Berman  ever  email  her  fellow 
Board  members  to  correct  or  clarify  to  them  about  the  unauthorized  use  of  the  DLANC  logo.  Additionally,  no 
effort  was  made  to  alert  any  on  the  DLANC  database.  It  can  therefore  be  assumed  that  had  Mr.  Douglas  not 
brought  the  Unite  DTLA  email  to  Ms.  Berman’s  attention-  she  very  likely  would  have  done  nothing. 

Further,  showing  a  shocking  lack  concern  for  the  years  long  organizing  efforts  of  Skid  Row  Stakeholders  to  hold 
a  fair  election  in  order  to  win  a  voice  for  our  historically  disenfranchised  and  severely  neglected  community, 
Ms.  Berman  states  at  the  10:18  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2amzipC).  in  reference  to  why  she  didn’t  take 
more  concrete  steps  to  distance  the  DLANC  from  the  Unite  DTLA  emails,  “...like  I  said,  I  thought  it  was 
someone  that  did  something  really  stupid  and  I  told  them  not  to  do  it  anymore  and  I  went  back  to  what  I  was 
doing  in  my  life  at  that  time  which  was  more  important...”. 

That  Ms.  Berman  did  not  act  on  her  own  accord  to  correct  DLANC’s  involvement  with  the  Unite  DTLA  email  is 
significant  because  the  Election  Challenge  Panel  specifically  zeroed  in  on  this  as  being  an  area  of  concern  equal 
to  the  actual  email  being  sent  out.  The  Panel  discusses  this  challenge  and  ultimately  upholds  it  at  the  13:40 
mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2pQ2umg).  where  Panelist  David  Greene  speaks  about  DLANC’s,  “...lack  of 
response,  lack  of  effort  to  dissuade  people  from  believing  this...”. 

I  can  only  conclude  after  listening  to  Ms.  Berman’s  testimony  on  May  3rd  and  then  cross-referencing  it  with 
several  of  her  emails  sent  out  on  March  31st,  that  Ms.  Berman  was  complicit  with  the  Unite  DTLA  emails.  Ms. 
Berman’s  actions,  or  lack  thereof,  constitute  bad  faith.  The  Panel  recommended  that  if  new  evidence  (against 
the  DLANC)  is  uncovered  within  60  days  through  independent  means  then  DONE  should  grant  Skid  Row  its 
neighborhood  council.  I  therefore  strongly  request  that  you  grant  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council- 
Formation  Committee  our  certification  status  immediately  without  any  more  undue  burden  on  our 
community.  Members  of  our  Formation  Committee  have  more  than  proven  that  Ms.  Berman-  here 
representing  the  DLANC  as  a  candidate-  is  guilty  of  electioneering  and  worse,  trying  to  cover  it  up.

Many  thanks  to  the  Neighborhood  Councils  that  have  completed  their  inventory  lists.  We  will  be  following  up  this  month 
with  those  Neighborhood  Council  that  have  not  completed  their  lists  so  we  can  finalize  the  information.  These  lists  are 
important  because  such  inventory  is  purchased  with  public  funds,  and  we  need  to  maintain  updated  information  for 
accountability.  For  the  purposes  of  this  inventory,  all  Neighborhood  Councils  are  being  asked  to  report  back  on  items  that 
are  currently  in  their  possession  and  any  items  that  were  recently  purchased  which  meet  the  following  criteria: 


-Any  item  with  an  acquisition  or  assigned  value  of  at  least  $1 ,000.00  and  an  estimated  useful  life  of  three  (3)  years. 
-Any  computer  hardware,  including  desktop  or  laptop  computer(s),  regardless  of  cost. 
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-Any  digital  cameras,  regardless  of  cost. 

-Any  electric  or  electronic  office  and  communications  equipment,  such  as  printers  and  copy  machines,  regardless  of  cost. 

Funding  Updates: 

Starting  November  1,  2017,  the  NC  Funding  Program  will  no  longer  accept  the  Funding  Request  Form  (FRF)  as  a 
request  for  payment.  All  board  action  and  payment  authorizations  must  be  on  a  Board  Action  Certification  (BAC).  The 
BAC  was  adopted  by  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk  on  July  1,  2017;  it  is  the  official  form  for  NC  Funding  Program  requests 
and  authorizations.  In  the  spirit  of  transparency,  and  as  a  way  to  help  the  Neighborhood  Councils  plan  accordingly,  we  are 
issuing  fiscal  year  end  deadlines  early.  All  event  approval  requests  for  fiscal  year  2017-18  must  be  submitted  by  May  20, 
2018.  Please  note  that  June  1,  2018  is  the  last  day  to  submit  a  check  payment  request  (Operations,  Outreach,  Election, 
NPGs,  CIPs,  and  Board  Member  Reimbursements).  June  20,  2018  is  the  last  day  a  Neighborhood  Council  will  have 
access  to  credit  on  their  purchasing  card.  All  credit  card  purchases  must  be  made  on  or  before  June  20,  2018.  In  order  to 
ensure  use  of  current  fiscal  year  funds  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  Neighborhood  Council  should  plan  on  voting 
on  any  financial  matters  and/or  requests  during  their  April  and  May  2018  meetings.  Please  visit  our  website 
clerk.lacity.org,  as  we  will  be  releasing  the  NC  Funding  Board  Member  Training  Video  shortly.  Successful  completion  of 
the  video  and  a  passing  score  on  the  quiz  will  satisfy  the  training  requirement  for  the  non-financial  board  members.  Our 
website  also  offers  key  dates  related  to  upcoming  training/education  for  financial  officers  on  the  Funding  Program  and 
Funding  System.  We  are  happy  to  assist  you  with  any  funding  matters  and  are  ready  to  answer  any  questions  you  may 
have.

Field  Updates: 

This  month,  we’re  excited  to  share  with  our  Neighborhood  Councils,  how  to  create  a  public  mural  through  the  City’s 
Citywide  Mural  Program.  Visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural 
registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question  section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for 
your  Neighborhood  Council. 

For  Neighborhood  Councils,  there  are  a  couple  of  key  points  to  be  mindful  of  with  murals.  Early  research  and  preparation 
is  key  to  a  successful  mural  project. 

1 .  Please  contact  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment’s,  Semee.Park@lacity.org  for  guidance  if  you  would 
like  to  work  on  a  project  involving  a  mural  or  providing  money  for  a  mural. 

2.  Money  may  only  be  expended  toward  mural  projects  when  the  mural  is  registered  with  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Affairs,  including  murals  located  on  public  or  private  property.  In  addition,  murals  are  currently  only  allowed 

on  residential  property  in  Council  Districts,  1, 9,  14,  and  15. 

3.  If  the  mural  is  located  on  private  property,  please  visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs 

website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural  registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question 
section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for  your  Neighborhood  Council. 

Murals  located  on  City  property  must  go  through  a  different  process,  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Public  Art  Committee 
and  Cultural  Affairs  Commission.  For  more  information,  see  DCA  Public  Art  Approval 

4.  The  property  owner  must  sign  the  application  certifying  permission  (notary  is  required)  and  accepting  maintenance 
responsibility.  A  2-year  covenant  is  filed  with  the  County  Recorder’s  Office  to  ensure  that  the  mural  remain  for  a  minimum 
of  2  years.  There  is  a  registration  fee  of  $60.00  for  mural  registration  implementation. 

5.  There  is  a  required  neighborhood  involvement  meeting  for  each  new  mural  proposal  and  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
expand  your  Neighborhood  Council’s  Outreach.  Reach  out  to  your  Neighborhood  Council  Advocate  to  collaborate!

Policy  Updates: 

On  Tuesday,  October  24,  2017,  City  Council  approved  an  ordinance  change  to  the  Neighborhood  Council  stakeholder 
definition,  which  will  allow  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  to  further  define  the  Community  Interest 
Stakeholder.  Specifically,  they  can  weigh  in  on  the  terms  "substantial"  and  "ongoing"  when  it  comes  to  the  connection  a 
Community  Interest  Stakeholder  has  within  a  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries.  The  Commission  will  likely  be  agenizing 
this  matter  in  the  next  few  months  for  Neighborhood  Council  input  so  please  take  the  time  to  weigh  in  on  this  important 
matter.  The  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  has  created  a  Neighborhood  Council  working  group  to  address  and 
provide  recommendations  to  the  Commission  on  Neighborhood  Council  Funding  Equity.  The  working  group  will  consist  of 
twenty-four  members,  two  members  from  each  of  the  twelve  electoral  regions  to  be  selected  by  the  Commissioners.  Click 
here  to  nominate  or  self-nominate.

Many  thanks  to  the  Neighborhood  Councils  that  have  completed  their  inventory  lists.  We  will  be  following  up  this  month 
with  those  Neighborhood  Council  that  have  not  completed  their  lists  so  we  can  finalize  the  information.  These  lists  are 
important  because  such  inventory  is  purchased  with  public  funds,  and  we  need  to  maintain  updated  information  for 
accountability.  For  the  purposes  of  this  inventory,  all  Neighborhood  Councils  are  being  asked  to  report  back  on  items  that 
are  currently  in  their  possession  and  any  items  that  were  recently  purchased  which  meet  the  following  criteria: 


-Any  item  with  an  acquisition  or  assigned  value  of  at  least  $1 ,000.00  and  an  estimated  useful  life  of  three  (3)  years. 
-Any  computer  hardware,  including  desktop  or  laptop  computer(s),  regardless  of  cost. 
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-Any  digital  cameras,  regardless  of  cost. 

-Any  electric  or  electronic  office  and  communications  equipment,  such  as  printers  and  copy  machines,  regardless  of  cost. 

Funding  Updates: 

Starting  November  1,  2017,  the  NC  Funding  Program  will  no  longer  accept  the  Funding  Request  Form  (FRF)  as  a 
request  for  payment.  All  board  action  and  payment  authorizations  must  be  on  a  Board  Action  Certification  (BAC).  The 
BAC  was  adopted  by  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk  on  July  1,  2017;  it  is  the  official  form  for  NC  Funding  Program  requests 
and  authorizations.  In  the  spirit  of  transparency,  and  as  a  way  to  help  the  Neighborhood  Councils  plan  accordingly,  we  are 
issuing  fiscal  year  end  deadlines  early.  All  event  approval  requests  for  fiscal  year  2017-18  must  be  submitted  by  May  20, 
2018.  Please  note  that  June  1,  2018  is  the  last  day  to  submit  a  check  payment  request  (Operations,  Outreach,  Election, 
NPGs,  CIPs,  and  Board  Member  Reimbursements).  June  20,  2018  is  the  last  day  a  Neighborhood  Council  will  have 
access  to  credit  on  their  purchasing  card.  All  credit  card  purchases  must  be  made  on  or  before  June  20,  2018.  In  order  to 
ensure  use  of  current  fiscal  year  funds  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  a  Neighborhood  Council  should  plan  on  voting 
on  any  financial  matters  and/or  requests  during  their  April  and  May  2018  meetings.  Please  visit  our  website 
clerk.lacity.org,  as  we  will  be  releasing  the  NC  Funding  Board  Member  Training  Video  shortly.  Successful  completion  of 
the  video  and  a  passing  score  on  the  quiz  will  satisfy  the  training  requirement  for  the  non-financial  board  members.  Our 
website  also  offers  key  dates  related  to  upcoming  training/education  for  financial  officers  on  the  Funding  Program  and 
Funding  System.  We  are  happy  to  assist  you  with  any  funding  matters  and  are  ready  to  answer  any  questions  you  may 
have.

Field  Updates: 

This  month,  we’re  excited  to  share  with  our  Neighborhood  Councils,  how  to  create  a  public  mural  through  the  City’s 
Citywide  Mural  Program.  Visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural 
registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question  section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for 
your  Neighborhood  Council. 

For  Neighborhood  Councils,  there  are  a  couple  of  key  points  to  be  mindful  of  with  murals.  Early  research  and  preparation 
is  key  to  a  successful  mural  project. 

1 .  Please  contact  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment’s,  Semee.Park@lacity.org  for  guidance  if  you  would 
like  to  work  on  a  project  involving  a  mural  or  providing  money  for  a  mural. 

2.  Money  may  only  be  expended  toward  mural  projects  when  the  mural  is  registered  with  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Affairs,  including  murals  located  on  public  or  private  property.  In  addition,  murals  are  currently  only  allowed 

on  residential  property  in  Council  Districts,  1, 9,  14,  and  15. 

3.  If  the  mural  is  located  on  private  property,  please  visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs 

website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural  registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question 
section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for  your  Neighborhood  Council. 

Murals  located  on  City  property  must  go  through  a  different  process,  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Public  Art  Committee 
and  Cultural  Affairs  Commission.  For  more  information,  see  DCA  Public  Art  Approval 

4.  The  property  owner  must  sign  the  application  certifying  permission  (notary  is  required)  and  accepting  maintenance 
responsibility.  A  2-year  covenant  is  filed  with  the  County  Recorder’s  Office  to  ensure  that  the  mural  remain  for  a  minimum 
of  2  years.  There  is  a  registration  fee  of  $60.00  for  mural  registration  implementation. 

5.  There  is  a  required  neighborhood  involvement  meeting  for  each  new  mural  proposal  and  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
expand  your  Neighborhood  Council’s  Outreach.  Reach  out  to  your  Neighborhood  Council  Advocate  to  collaborate!

Policy  Updates: 

On  Tuesday,  October  24,  2017,  City  Council  approved  an  ordinance  change  to  the  Neighborhood  Council  stakeholder 
definition,  which  will  allow  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  to  further  define  the  Community  Interest 
Stakeholder.  Specifically,  they  can  weigh  in  on  the  terms  "substantial"  and  "ongoing"  when  it  comes  to  the  connection  a 
Community  Interest  Stakeholder  has  within  a  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries.  The  Commission  will  likely  be  agenizing 
this  matter  in  the  next  few  months  for  Neighborhood  Council  input  so  please  take  the  time  to  weigh  in  on  this  important 
matter.  The  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  has  created  a  Neighborhood  Council  working  group  to  address  and 
provide  recommendations  to  the  Commission  on  Neighborhood  Council  Funding  Equity.  The  working  group  will  consist  of 
twenty-four  members,  two  members  from  each  of  the  twelve  electoral  regions  to  be  selected  by  the  Commissioners.  Click 
here  to  nominate  or  self-nominate.  The  application  process  will  be  through  mid-December.  The  selection  of  the  twenty- 
four-member  working  group  will  be  completed  by  end  of  December.  There  will  be  four  meetings,  dates  and  times  to  be 
determined,  and  will  start  in  January  and  end  in  February.  These  meetings  will  conform  to  the  Brown  Act  meeting 
requirements  and  will  be  staffed  by  the  Department.

As  Chair  of  the  Skid  Row  NC-FC,  I  am  forwarding  to  you  below  one  of  several  discussions  which 
have  taken  place  both  during  community  meetings  in  Skid  Row  and  online.  It  is  in  regards  to 
TWO  separate  groups  who  apparently  have  begun  creating  non-profit  org's  with  "Skid  Row 
Neighborhood  Council"  in  them. 

One  is  called  "Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council,  Inc"  and  the  other  is  "New  Skid  Row 
Neighborhood  Council".  Apparently,  they  both  have  a  primary  focus  of  "fundraising".  It  is 
unclear  as  to  what  their  specific  organizational  structure  is  other  than  what  is  stated  below. 

To  be  clear,  our  Skid  Row  NC-FC  is  NOT  connected  to  either  of  these  efforts  in  any  way,  shape, 
fashion  or  form  (apart  from  the  obvious  link  of  all  being  connected  to  "Skid  Row"). 

The  SRNC-FC  is  contacting  DONE  and  the  City  Attorney's  office  for  the  following  reasons; 

1)  To  make  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  aware  of  what  is  transpiring,  and 

2)  To  request  clarification  from  the  City  Attorney's  office  (and/or  DONE)  as  to  whether  these 
groups  can  have  "Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council"  in  their  organization's  names,  and 

3)  To  officially  inform  DONE  that  Deacon  Alexander  is  no  longer  one  of  our  SRNC-FC  Community 
Liaisons,  and  further,  advise  DONE  that  Mr.  Alexander  is  not  to  be  contacted  regarding  our 
SRNC-FC  efforts  moving  forward  other  than  an  official  response  to  his  convening  of  his 
breakaway  group  called  the  "New  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council",  and 

4)  To  advise  our  SRNC-FC  of  how  best  to  move  forward  with  our  efforts  as  it  relates  to  these 
other  dissident  faction  groups. 

We  anticipate  a  timely  and  prompt  response  in  hopes  of  gaining  clarity  ourselves  and  also  for 
the  sake  of  informing  the  SRNC-FC,  the  Skid  Row  community  at-large  and  our  volunteer 
supporters  who  may  all  be  duped  into  thinking  that  these  new  efforts  are  in  some  way 
connected  to  our  SRNC-FC,  which  they  are  not. 

Also  as  Chair,  I  would  be  more  than  happy  to  meet  to  discuss  these  matters  in  person.

Approved  July  20, 201 5 
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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood 
Council.  It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  "DLANC." 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  DLANC  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest  to 
DLANC,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  DLANC,  the  delivery  of  City 
services  to  DLANC  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

2.  To  initiate  and  participate  in  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  DLANC  area;  and 

3.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  DLANC; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  candidates. 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  DLANC  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  DLANC; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  DLANC 
business. 

7.  The  DLANC  shall  strive  to  unify  and  serve  the  interests  of  the  Downtown  community 
by: 

a.  Creating  an  organization  that  truly  represents  the  diversity  of  people  and 
interests  of  Downtown; 
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b.  Developing  an  organization  that  interacts  with  the  Downtown  community  and 
adjacent  Neighborhood  Councils  by  becoming  a  conduit  for  communication 
and  by  listening  to  and  informing  all  who  have  interests  in  Downtown; 

c.  Representing  community  interests  in  dealings  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
and  other  government  jurisdictions; 

d.  Monitoring  and  communicating  with  City  employees  and  departments  that 
serve  Downtown; 

e.  Utilizing  all  city,  county,  state,  and  federal  mandates  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  Downtown; 

f.  Consulting  with  City  officials  regarding  development  plans  Downtown;  and 

g.  Encouraging  activities  that  highlight  public  safety,  neighborhood 
beautification,  residential  and  economic  development,  and  historic 
preservation  and  renovation. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

DLANC  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  -  101  Freeway  from  Edgeware  Road  east  to  Los  Angeles  Street,  south  to  3rd 
Street,  east  to  San  Pedro  Street,  south  to  4th  Street,  east  to  Alameda  Street,  south 
to  7th  Street,  east  to  the  Los  Angeles  River; 

B.  East  -  Los  Angeles  River  south  from  7th  Street  to  25th  Street; 

C.  South  -  25th  Street  at  the  Los  Angeles  River  west  to  Alameda  Street,  north  to 
Washington  Boulevard,  Washington  Boulevard,  west  to  Grand  Avenue,  south  to 
23rd  Street,  west  to  the  110  Freeway;  and 

D.  West  -  1 10  Freeway  at  23rd  Street,  north  to  8th  Street,  west  to  Bixel  Street,  north  to 
Miramar  Street,  west  to  Emerald  Street,  north  to  2nd  Street,  west  to  Edgeware 
Road,  north  to  1st,  east  to  Beaudry,  north  to  the  101  Freeway 

The  boundaries  of  DLANC  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Downtown  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries 

A.  Residential  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Residential  Director  election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

B.  Business  Area  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Business  Director  Election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
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who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  DLANC  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”).  Directors  (“the  Directors”)  are  the  elected  or  selected  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  No  single  Stakeholder 
group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating  circumstances  exist  and  are 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”).  The  composition 
of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  live  (own  or  rent)  within  the  DLANC  boundaries.  Eleven  (11) 
Directors  shall  represent  Residents.  Residents  are  tenants  or  homeowners  who 
occupy  their  own  dwellings  (36%).  Resident  Directors  shall  include  one  (1)  Director 
elected  by  residents  in  each  of  the  following  geographic  or  community  areas  as 
follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (3  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (3  Directors) 

6.  Area-Wide  Homeless  (1  Director) 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the 
DLANC  boundaries.  Eight  (8)  Directors  shall  represent  Business  Interests  (34%); 
Business  Interests  are  those  interests  whose  members  are  engaged  in  for-profit 
activity,  commercial  activity,  business  associations,  or  business  improvement 
districts  within  the  DLANC  geographic  area.  Business  Directors  shall  include 
Directors  elected  by  business  members  in  each  of  the  identified  geographic  areas, 
as  follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (2  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (2  Directors) 

C.  Social  Service  Providers  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  Two  (2)  Directors  shall  represent  Social  Service  Providers  elected 
area-wide  from  entities  including  but  not  limited  to  mission-type  organizations,  faith- 
based  organizations  that  provide  social  services,  nonprofit  affordable  housing 
development  and  management  organizations,  nonprofit  educational  and 
employment  training  organizations,  social  service  advocacy  groups,  nonprofit 
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hospital  and  other  health  care  providers,  social  service  counseling  organizations, 
and  life  enrichment  organizations  such  as  senior  service  centers  (11%). 

D.  Area  Wide  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at 
sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  live,  work  or  own  property  within  the  DLANC 
boundaries  (9%).  Two  (2)  Area-Wide  Directors  shall  represent  any  person  who 
lives,  works  or  owns  property  within  the  DLANC  boundaries. 

E.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Member  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  One  (1)  At-Large  Director  shall  represent  any  person  who  claims  any 
type  of  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown  (5%).  The  At-Large  Director  shall  be  elected 
by  anyone  who  holds  any  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown. 

Alternate  Board  Directors  --  Each  Director  shall  have  the  ability  to  appoint  their 
alternate  with  approval  by  the  Board.  The  Alternate  will  have  voting  authority  when 
the  Director  is  absent  from  board.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  Director  to  inform 
his  or  her  Alternate  in  advance  if  the  Alternate  needs  to  attend  any  meeting. 
Alternates  are  required  to  meet  eligibility  requirements  for  that  Director’s  seat. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  a  Director,  their  seat  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  their 
Alternate’s  status  shall  be  invalidated. 


Section  2:  Quorum  -  Thirteen  (13)  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Directors  present  and  voting,  not 
including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Directors  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  or  until  the 
next  General  Election.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  DLANC 
and  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 


A.  Speaking  for  the  Board  -No  individual  Director  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  an  unwritten  or  un-voted  upon  Board  position 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  President  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  This 
rule  shall  only  apply  when  the  Director  is  speaking  publicly  and  has  made  it  known 
or  it  is  known  of  his/her  position  on  DLANC. 


I  Official  Action  -  The  President  may,  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority 
to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Board  position  that  has  been 
previously  adopted  or  a  statement  that  DLANC  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such 
authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time. 


Personal  Opinion  Exemption  -  Upon  discussing  opinion  on  a  topic  that 
not  been  voted  upon  or  adopted  by  the  DLANC  Board,  THEN  the  Board 
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Member  has  a  duty  to  make  clear  and  clarify  that  this  is  their  opinion  and  is 
NOT  the  opinion  of  the  DLANC  Board. 


I  This  rule  is  not  designed  or  intended  to  limit  Board  Directors’  Outreach  to  the 
public  and  their  constituents.  The  intention  is  to  clarify  that  when  Directors 
are  speaking  in  a  public  forum  on  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  DLANC 
that  they  state  clearly  that  they  are  speaking  to  their  personal  opinion  or  to 
“factual”  statements  or  statement  within  the  public  record. 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Vacant  Board  seats  shall  be  announced  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Board 
meeting. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  to  the  Secretary  and  the  Vice-President  of  Administration. 

C.  The  Vice-President  of  Administration  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for  a 
seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

G.  Any  time  a  designated  seat  remains  unfilled  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  vacancy  is 
announced  at  a  Board  meeting  it  shall  automatically  become  an  at-large  seat  until 
the  next  General  Election  at  which  point  it  shall  revert  back  to  the  original 
designation  as  defined  in  these  bylaws. 


Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  consecutive  regularly 
scheduled  DLANC  Board  meetings  or  four  (4)  total  Board  meetings  during  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the  Board.  Each  DLANC  Director’s  absence 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  DLANC’s  meeting  minutes  or  other  manner  of  Board  record  keeping, 
and  that,  upon  missing  the  specified  number  of  Board  meetings  for  removal,  the  President 
shall  notify  the  Board  Director,  copy  the  Board,  and  announce  at  the  next  regular  Board 
meeting  that  their  seat  has  been  declared  vacant.  If  a  Director’s  Alternate  attends  in  the 
Director’s  absence,  this  will  NOT  count  towards  an  absence  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
Any  regular  meeting  of  DLANC’s  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Director  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  DLANC  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Director  for  actions 
conducted  in  the  course  of  DLANC  business  by  censuring  the  Director  at  a  DLANC  Board 
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meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  scheduled  DLANC  Board 
meeting  for  discussion  and  action.  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney 
throughout  any  Director  censure  process. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the 
following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Director  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii) 
the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200)  stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
DLANC  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
present  and  voting  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good  cause, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  DLANC  business; 
violations  of  the  Bylaws  or  Code  of  Conduct  following  a  Director’s  submission  to  the 
Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Director  to  be  removed,  ii) 
states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or 
procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of 
at  least  four  (4)  Directors. 

1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Directors  and  the  matter 
placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
attending  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via 
DLANC’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  may  resign  from  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written 
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resignation  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  Director  of 
the  Board  who  ceases  to  be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  DLANC  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  DLANC,  including  its 
Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  DLANC,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek 
leadership  positions  within  DLANC. 

A.  DLANC  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its  activities 
and  recommendations  to  the  Board  at  regular  DLANC  meetings. 

B.  DLANC  shall  maintain  a  web  site  presence  to  disseminate  information  to  DLANC 
Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  DLANC. 

C.  In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to 
solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast 
to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood 
Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local  organizations  as  determined  by 
the  Board. 

D.  Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with 
other  Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 


ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  Board  shall  select  the  officers  of  the  Board  from 
among  its  Directors.  Officers  may  be  selected  from  any  category  of  Stakeholdership.  The 
officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the  following  positions,  which  all  together 
comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice  President  of  Administration,  Vice 
President  of  Outreach  and  Communications,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows: 

A.  The  President  -  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  DLANC  and  shall  preside  at  all 
DLANC  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings,  represent  the  interests 
of  DLANC  before  the  City  Council  and  City  departments,  boards,  and  commissions, 
or  delegate  such  representation  as  warranted;  serve  as  spokesperson  for  DLANC  in 
the  press  and  before  the  public  or  delegate  such  a  function  as  warranted.  The 
President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  DLANC  committees. 

B.  The  Vice  President 

1 .  Vice  President  of  Administration  -  shall  serve  as  President  in  the 
absence  of  the  President;  be  responsible  for  the  operational  and  logistical 
needs  of  the  Board;  and  Chair  the  Rules  and  Selections  Committee.  The 
Vice  President  of  Administration  shall  also  maintain  oversight  of  all 
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DLANC  Committees. 


2.  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and  Communications  -  shall  prepare  and 
release  media  statements  (after  approval  by  the  President);  oversee 
DLANC's  web  site  and  be  responsible  for  maintaining  and  updating  the 
stakeholder  database  and  ensuring  its  confidentiality;  routinely  inform  the 
public  of  DLANC's  activities;  actively  solicit  interest  and  participation  in 
DLANC's  activities;  and  Chair  the  Outreach  Committee. 

C.  The  Secretary  -  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  a  record  of  all  proceedings, 
correspondence,  documents  and  Board  meeting  attendance;  shall  be  responsible 
for  keeping  and  posting  minutes  of  all  Board  and  Executive  Committee  meetings; 
and  shall  maintain  a  current  roster  of  Directors  and  Alternates.  The  Secretary  shall 
also  be  the  Officer  of  Service  for  grievances  and  California  Public  Records  Act 
Requests. 

D.  The  Treasurer  -  shall  Chair  the  Budget  &  Finance  Committee.  The  Treasurer  shall 
oversee  the  finances  of  DLANC  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  and  Los  Angeles  City  requirements  and  in  general 
perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  provide  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  request  a  written  account  of  the  finances 
of  DLANC  for  Board  approval. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board 
meeting  following  a  General  election. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  their 
terms  shall  correspond  with  the  term  of  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  term  limits  for  DLANC 
officers. 


ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  DLANC  are:  The  Executive 
Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  the  Outreach  and  Communications 
Committee,  the  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  the  Rules  and  Selection  Committee,  the 
Livability  Committee,  the  Government  Liaison  Committee  and  the  Urban  Issues  and  Resource 
Committee.  The  DLANC  Board  may  also  create  additional  Standing  committees  by  amending 
these  Bylaws.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  Chaired  by  a  DLANC  Director  and  shall 
consist  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  including  the  Chair.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these 
bylaws,  Committees  must  consist  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each 
Standing  Committee  to: 

1 .  Monitor  the  proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  or  committees,  and  the 
proposed  actions,  programs,  projects,  and  performance  of  the  City 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  for  which  each  Standing 
Committee  has  subject  matter  jurisdiction; 

2.  Invite  City  officials  and  others  to  Committee  meetings  and  hear

presentations  on  topics  germane  to  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Committee; 

3.  Consider  recommending  to  the  Board  on  a  regular  basis  positions  on 
proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  and  proposed  actions,  programs, 
projects,  and  performance  of  City  departments; 

4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board,  undertake  special  projects  and  programs 
to  achieve  desired  City  actions,  civic  improvements,  or  other  matters 
relating  to  its  subject  matter  jurisdiction. 

5.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these  bylaws,  all  Standing  Committees  shall 
meet  at  least  every  other  month  with  no  less  than  eight  (8)  meetings  per 
year. 

A.  Executive  Committee  -  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  President  as 
Chair,  the  Vice  President  for  Administration,  the  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and 
Communications,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
nominate  Standing  Committee  chairs  and  approve  items  for  the  agenda  for  the 
Board  of  Directors  meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  discuss  the  merits 
of  any  potential  agenda  items.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  approve  the  Mission 
Statement  for  all  newly  proposed  Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

B.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  shall  create  the  annual  budget  and  monthly  financial  statements 
for  Board  approval. 

C.  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Administration.  The  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  shall  review  and  recommend 
proposed  amendments  to  these  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  and  oversee  the 
selection  process  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  This  committee  shall 
meet  as  needed. 

D.  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Outreach  and  Communication.  The  Outreach  Committee  is  responsible  for 
organizing  DLANC  Town  Halls  and  promoting  all  DLANC  meetings  and  events.  This 
committee  shall  administer  all  DLANC  social  media. 

Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of 
eleven  (11)  members,  no  more  than  seven  (7)  and  no  less  than  four  (4)  of  which 
shall  be  DLANC  Board  members.  The  committee  members  shall  be  selected  by 
each  new  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  being  seated. 

E.  Livability  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Livability  Committee  hears  issues 
related  to  open  space,  recreation,  transportation,  mobility,  sustainability  and  other 
topics  related  to  giving  downtown  a  rich,  livable  environment  for  DLANC 
stakeholders. 
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Government  Liaison  Committee-  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Government  Liaison 
Committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  issues  and  motions  coming  before  the  City 
Council  and  other  City  Departments  and  bringing  them  before  the  DLANC  Board 
and/or  committees.  It  is  also  responsible  for  submitting  Community  Impact 
Statements  following  Board  approval. 

F.  Urban  Issues  and  Resources  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Urban 
Issues  and  Resources  Committee  works  with  issues  related  to  the  Central  City  East 
area,  also  known  as  “Skid  Row”.  Issues  would  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
housing,  health,  safety,  and  economic  development. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues.  Proposed  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  submit  a  brief  Mission 
Statement  which  needs  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  being  placed  on 
the  Board  agenda.  The  term  shall  be  specified  upon  the  creation  of  the  committee  but  shall 
not  exceed  one  (1 )  year  or  until  the  seating  of  a  newly  elected  Board,  whichever  occurs  first. 
Upon  the  seating  of  a  new  DLANC  Board,  any  existing  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  be  terminated 
and  may  apply  for  renewal.  Chairs  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board 
President  at  any  regular  Board  meeting.  Any  Ad  Hoc  Committee  not  meeting  for  four  (4) 
consecutive  months  shall  be  automatically  terminated. 


Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  All 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  and  may  include  any 
interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the  by  the 
Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide 
regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every 
Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  DLANC  meeting  minutes  and  be  an  addendum  or  amendment  to  the  Standing 
Rules  of  DLANC. 
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F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  the 
Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Policy,  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental 
policy . 

Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  DLANC  boundaries 
at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall  be 
established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  DLANC  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Directors  for  any  lawful  purpose  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board,  by  the  President,  or  by  a  petition  signed  by  one 
hundred  (100)  or  more  Stakeholders.  The  meeting  date  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  but  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  petition  by  the  Board.  No 
business,  other  than  the  general  nature  of  which  was  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting,  may  be  conducted  at  such  a  meeting. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each 
DLANC  meeting  at  its  monthly  meeting  prior  to  the  next  general  DLANC  Board  meeting. 

During  the  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  meeting,  excluding  the  seventy-two  (72) 
hour  period  just  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  Meeting,  the  President  or  his/her  Executive 
Committee  Member  appointee,  may  set  or  amend/change  the  agenda  and  submit  it  to  the 
Secretary  for  posting.  Any  such  agendized  items  or  changes  shall  be  specially  noted  on  the 
published  agenda. 

AND: 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written  request  to 
the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  the  appropriate  Committee  as  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting,  the  Board  shall  either  consider 
the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the  proposal.  DLANC  is  required  to 
consider  the  proposal  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal.  Proposals  made  under  the  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules 
regarding  reconsideration 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in  compliance  with  the 
Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  with  the  Neighborhood  Council  Posting  Policy.  An  updated  listing  of 
DLANC’s  physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  board  and  the  Department. 
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Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the 
following  Motion  for  Reconsideration  process: 

A.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

B.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that 
follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  DLANC 
may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

C.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  Director  of  the  Board  that 
previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the 
Board  (the  "Moving  Director"). 

D.  The  Moving  Director  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  during  the 
same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  or  by 
properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that 
occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

E.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Director  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 

F.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  Director  of  the  Board. 

G.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the 
Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  DLANC’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means  those

officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over  Neighborhood 
Councils. 


C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
DLANC  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  DLANC’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  DLANC’s  accounts  and  attest  to 
their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  DLANC  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department.  No 
dues,  fees,  or  assessments  shall  be  required  for  membership  in  the  DLANC. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  DLANC's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any 
and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16)  and  above 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  DLANC  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status 
by  providing  acceptable  documentation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  DLANC  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  Any  additional  language  shall  be  put  forth  in 
the  Standing  Rules. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel.

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the 
dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Directors  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next 
regular  DLANC  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  DLANC  meetings.  The  Neighborhood 
Council  grievance  review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances, 
policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 

F.  Directors  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Director  or  against  DLANC. 

G.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through  this  process,  then  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the 
Plan. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

DLANC  shall  use  the  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  DLANC  meetings.  Additional 
rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or  DLANC 
meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  the  DLANC  Standing 
Rules. 


ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Director  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the  Secretary 
place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  approval  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Directors 
present  and  voting  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these  Bylaws 
and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  as  well 
as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan,  the  City  Code 
of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section 
49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies  pertaining 
to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders 
shall  conduct  all  DLANC  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner.  Board 
Directors  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board  Member  Code  of 
Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Directors  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  Neighborhood 
Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and  sexual 
harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they 
will  lose  their  DLANC  voting  rights.  All  Board  Directors  must  take  ethics  and  funding  training 
prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  DLANC  shall  conduct  a  self  assessment  pursuant 
to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Fortunately,  no  funds  have  been  paid  to  any  fraudulent  vendors  from  any  of  the  Neighborhood  Councils  to  date,  but  we 
will  need  to  keep  monitoring  for  now.  The  Department  is  continuing  to  collect  opinions  on  our  current  web  page,  what  you 
like,  what  you  don't  like,  and  whether  you  can  find  the  choices  you're  looking  for  while  navigating  the  site.  Please  take  a 
moment  to  complete  our  survey  so  we  can  make  our  website  a  more  effective  and  useful  resource  for  you. 
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Funding  Updates: 


Many  thanks  to  all  the  NC  Treasurers  and  card  holders  that  have  attended  our  NC  Funding  and  System  Trainings.  As  of 
now,  we  have  trained  a  total  of  95  NCs,  needing  only  2  more  NCs  for  100%  compliance!  We  have  issued  a  total  of  86 
Credit  Cards  and  have  conducted  over  15  trainings  on  Funding  and  the  online  System.  We  continue  to  hear  good 
feedback  on  the  system  as  well  as  your  opinions  on  needed  tweaks.  We  have  gotten  some  questions  about  training  on 
NC  Funding  that  is  geared  for  regular  board  members.  It  is  our  goal  to  have  a  new  training  tool  available  on  our  website 
within  the  month  of  October.  We  have  taken  our  current  training  that  we  do  for  Treasurers  and  card  holders,  and 
condensed  it  into  a  30  minute  narrated  powerpoint  presentation,  which  covers  key  points  and  critical  information  for  board 
members  to  know.  The  presentation  will  culminate  with  an  online  quiz  to  ensure  that  you  have  a  good  foundation  on  the 
rules  and  guidelines  for  expenditures  of  public  funds.  We  will  be  holding  3  Funding  and  System  training  sessions  in 
October;  two  located  in  downtown  and  one  out  in  the  field.  We  will  announce  the  date  and  location  for  the  field  training 
shortly.  Special  Note:  Please  remember  that  when  submitting  payment  requests  and  uploading  documents,  we  need  you 
to  redact  any  sensitive,  identifiable  information  such  as  social  security  numbers.  The  system  will  not  request  that 
information  and  if  we  see  it  on  your  documents,  we  will  most  likely  reject  the  request  and  let  you  know  that  sensitive 
information  has  been  identified  and  needs  to  be  redacted.

Please  make  sure  that  you  check  it  out  when  you 
come  for  the  Congress  of  Neighborhoods  on  Saturday,  September  9th.  If  you  haven't  already  registered,  click  here  now  to 
do  so.  This  is  the  biggest  event  Neighborhood  Council  event  of  the  year,  and  along  with  many  City  electeds  and 
department  representatives,  the  Congress  of  Neighborhoods  has  also  confirmed  keynote  speaker,  Supervisor  Mark 
Ridley  Thomas.

Citywide  Campaign: 

The  CAO  has  released  for  the  Neighborhood  Councils'  review  the  2017-18  Appropriation  Limit  Report  for  the  Gann 
Initiative,  which  limits  the  amount  of  revenue  which  can  be  appropriated  in  any  fiscal  year.  The  Council  File  associated 
with  this  report  is  for  the  budget  CF  17-0600  and,  per  Section  7910  of  the  Government  Code,  is  provided  to  the  public  for 
review  at  least  15  days  before  adopting  the  appropriations  limit. 

Administrative  Update: 

The  Health,  Education  and  Neighborhood  Councils  Committee  adopted  a  motion  to  move  the  2018  elections  to  2019 
while  providing  instructions  to  the  City  Clerk  and  EmpowerLA  on  election  outreach  and  online  voting/registration  build  out 
the  next  year.  HENC  Chair  Councilmember  David  Ryu  wanted  to  ensure  that  those  Neighborhood  Council  that  still 
desired  to  hold  an  election  in  2018  would  have  another  option  of  selection  instead,  which  is  a  nonsecret  vote  either 
through  caucus  or  signed/numbered  ballots.  If  your  Neighborhood  Council  wants  to  hold  a  selection  in  2018  in  lieu  of  an 
election,  then  please  complete  the  Selection  Process  Stipulation  Worksheet  and  return  it  to  elections@empowerla.org  by 
November  1,  2017  so  that  we  can  prepare  for  a  selection  for  your  Neighborhood  Council  next  year.  We're  highlighting  the 
Neighborhood  Council  diversity  gathering  information  on  the  gender,  age  range  and  ethnicities  of  board  members  this 
month.  Please  take  a  moment  to  help  us  by  taking  this  short  survey,  which  will  be  open  through  September  30th.  We  will 
only  be  using  the  information  as  a  whole,  i.e.  there  are  43%  women  in  the  Neighborhood  Council  system,  and  individual 
information  will  be  confidential.  Our  staff  will  have  the  survey  available  during  this  month's  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings.  The  survey  is  voluntary.  For  members  who  don't  take  the  survey,  we'll  provide  visual  estimates  of  the 
information  with  a  file  note  that  we  did  so. 
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Funding  Updates: 


The  Office  of  the  City  Clerk,  Neighborhood  Council  Funding  Program  would  like  to  congratulate  the  Neighborhood 
Councils  for  the  many  ways  in  which  they  empower  their  communities.  Thanks  to  the  online  funding  system,  we  know  that 
system-wide,  outreach  and  general  operations  expenditures  are  priority  for  NCs  accounting  for  75.8%  of  spent  and 
committed  funds.  We  also  know  that  you  value  your  partnerships  with  non-profit  organizations  and  public  schools  because 
Neighborhood  Purposes  Grants  (NPGs)  account  for  18.7%  of  your  financial  activity. 

You  can  find  all  this  information  and  more  by  visiting  the  Neighborhood  Council  Funding  System  dashboard,  which  is 
accessible  to  anyone  thereby  making  the  financial  operations  of  any  neighborhood  council  transparent  to  the  public.  There 
is  also  an  ability  to  look  up  information  by  individual  NC  on  account  balances  and  transactions  in  real  time,  which  you  can 
do  on  your  desk  top  or  via  your  mobile  device. 

NCs  seem  to  also  meet  the  challenge  of  completing  their  Monthly  Expenditure  Reports  (MERs)  with  great  ease  in  the  new 
system.  For  those  who  have  not  seen  how  the  system  works  yet,  the  Office  of  the  City  Clerk  will  be  holding  a  session  at 
Congress  on  Saturday  9/9/17  so  please  join  us.

Funding  Updates: 

Thank  you  to  those  Neighborhood  Councils  that  have  submitted  a  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  17-18.  As  you  know,  the 
Office  of  the  City  Clerk  may  not  authorize  funds  to  be  expended  without  a  current  budget.  The  good  news  for  NCs  is  that 
as  soon  as  your  board  takes  action  to  approve  the  budget  and  the  Treasurer  has  registered  through  the  NC  Funding 
System,  he/she  may  enter  the  budget  information  via  the  new  system  and  update  the  budget  online.  The  Treasurer  would 
have  to  upload  proof  that  the  vote  took  place,  and  the  NC  can  begin  spending  their  current  allocation.  Kudos  to  all  the 
Treasurers  and  Card  Flolders  that  have  attended  the  live  training  sessions  on  the  NC  Funding  System!  As  of  today,  we 
have  offered  13  live  training  sessions  with  more  on  the  way.  We  are  also  issuing  the  bank  cards  at  the  live  sessions  and 
are  having  participants  sign  all  relevant  paper  work  there.  A  special  thank  you  to  our  NC  Funding  System  Work  Group  for 
their  time,  continued  assistance,  input  and  commitment  to  ensuring  that  we  have  a  successful  roll  out  of  the  new  online 
system.  We  will  also  make  arrangements  to  conduct  some  more  NC  Funding  System  training  sessions  out  in  the  field  as 
well  as  additional  NC  Funding  program  training  sessions  where  we  discuss  policies,  procedures  and  the  dos  and  don'ts 
about  spending  public  funds.

Congratulations  to  our  97th  Neighborhood  Council  -  Hermon  Neighborhood  Council  in  the  East  area  of  Los  Angeles!  The 
Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  approved  the  Hermon  Neighborhood  Council's  bylaws  last  week,  which  was  the 
last  step  of  the  subdivision  process.  We're  looking  forward  to  working  with  the  new  board.  Hard  to  believe,  but  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  is  upon  us  once  again.  We're  really  grateful  to  Mayor  Eric  Garcetti  and  the  City  Council  for  investing  more 
resources  into  the  Neighborhood  Council  next  fiscal  year.

If  your  Neighborhood  Council  needs  to  spend  down  funds,  please  consider  contributing  to  the 
Congress  of  Neighborhoods  and  Neighborhood  Council  Budget  Advocates'  work  next  year  since  they  both  serve  the 
entire  Neighborhood  Council  system.  Click  here  for  the  Board  Resolution  Form.  Next  fiscal  year,  the  Mayor's  proposed 
budget  provides  $42,000  annual  funds  per  Neighborhood  Council.  Please  have  your  Neighborhood  Council  complete  the 
Fiscal  Year  2017-2018  Strategic  Budget  Package  and  submit  by  July  1 , 201 7. 

Citywide  Campaign: 

The  Mayor's  proposed  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  2017-2018  has  been  released  so  please  have  your  Neighborhood  Council 
weigh  in  on  it  with  a  Community  Impact  Statement  for  Council  File  17-0600  for  the  City  Council  to  review.  Per  the  City 
Charter,  Neighborhood  Councils  are  to  weigh  in  on  the  City  budget  so  your  Neighborhood  Council  can  discuss  any  of  the 
City  department's  asks,  including  EmpowerLA's  budget  request,  or  the  Neighborhood  Council  Budget  Advocates  white 
paper  in  your  CIS. 

Administrative  Update: 

We  anticipate  the  certification  of  the  97th  Neighborhood  Council  by  the  Board  of  Neighborhood  Commissioners  this  month 
-  Hermon  Neighborhood  Council.  There  is  still  a  pending  election  challenge  for  the  forming  Skid  Row  Neighborhood 
Council  before  the  election  results  are  certified. 


Funding  Updates: 

The  NC  Funding  Program  is  gearing  up  to  close  the  budget  fiscal  year  in  June  2017.  Because  of  the  preparation  and 
logistics  involved  with  year-end  closing  and  moving  to  a  new  funding  system,  we  are  asking  the  NCs  to  observe  key  dates 
in  June.  PLEASE  BE  REMINDED:  If  you  have  expenses  to  cover  after  June  1 , 2017,  ex.  4th  of  July  event  expenses,  they 
must  be  approved  at  your  May  2017  board  meeting  AND  the  Funding  Request  Form  must  be  received  by  June  1, 2017. 

All  event  submissions  must  be  received  30-days  in  advance  of  the  event.  Board  approved  emergency  expenses  after  the 
Bank  Card  cut-off  deadline  of  June  1 1 ,  201 7  will  be  dealt  with  on  a  case  by  case  basis  and  may  need  to  be  charged  to 
your  2017/18  budget. 

Staff  will  be  assisting  with  close-out  paperwork  for  NPGs,  Events,  Community  Improvement  Projects,  etc.  We  will  be 
holding  two  NC  Funding  Trainings  in  May,  one  at  City  Hall  and  one  in  South  Los  Angeles.  If  a  Neighborhood  Council  is 
missing  3+  MERs,  this  Office  will  assign  a  contracted  vendor  to  work  with  the  NC  at  the  NC's  expense  to  bring  the  MERs 
up  to  compliance.  Finally,  we  have  completed  our  Citywide  round  table  discussions  regarding  the  new  funding  system. 

We  will  be  coordinating  a  focus  group  of  NC  Treasurers  to  vet  some  of  the  specific  issues  and  concerns  from  the 
discussions.

ARTICLE  1.  BASIC  PROVISIONS 

1.  1  Date  and  Parties.  This  lease  agreement  ("Lease")  is  dated,  for  reference  purposes  only,  December  16, 
2016,  and  is  between  Spring  Arts  Tower,  Inc.  ("Landlord")  and  CITY  OF  LOS  ANGELES  ("City"),  acting  on 
behalf  of  its  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (’’Neighborhood  Council”),  upon  the  provisions  and 
conditions  contained  in  this  Lease.

1 .2  Premises.  Landlord  leases  to  City  and  City  leases  from  Landlord,  the  real  property  located  in  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles,  State  of  California,  containing  329  sq.  feet  of  office  space  within  the  building  ("Building") 
located  at  453  S.  Spring  Street  #1020,  Los  Angeles,  CA  90013  ("Premises").  Premises  are  acceptable  to  the 
tenants  as  found  on  January  14,  2014. 

1.3  Building  Ownership.  Landlord  warrants  that  Landlord  is  legally  authorized  to  rent  an  interior  office  of 
the  premise  as  described  in  Section  1.2.

4.1  Rent.  City  agrees  to  pay  as  rent  for  the  Premises  the  sum  of  $996.00  per  month,  which  equals  to 
$11,950  ("Rent")  for  one-year  payable  from  the  Lease  Commencement  Date  and  in  advance  (CHECK  ONE  OF 
THE  FOLLOWING): 

X  On  the  first  day  of  the  full  Lease  Term  (one  single  payment  for  the  Term);  OR 

X  On  the  first  day  of  the  first  of  each  month  of  the  Lease  Term  (twelve  payments  for  the  Term);  OR 

_  On  the  first  day  of  each  of  the  first  (1st),  fourth  (4th),  seventh  (7th),  and  tenth  (10th)  months  of  the 

Lease  Term  (four  payments  for  the  Term). 

4.2  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate.  Pursuant  to  the  program  of  the  Controller  of  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  City  may  withhold  the  payment  of  Rent  under  Section  4.1  and  any  additional  rent  where  Landlord 
fails  to  have  a  Federal  Tax  Identification  Number  and  a  currently  valid  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate 
("BTRC"  )  or,  where  applicable,  a  valid  Vendor  Registration  Number  ("VRN")  issued  by  the  City  Clerk  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  pursuant  to  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  section  21.00,  et  seq.  Such  withholding  of  Rent 
does  not  relieve  City  from  its  obligation  to  pay  such  Rent,  but  City  may  withhold,  without  penalty  or  interest,  all 
payments  of  Rent  until  Landlord  has  obtained  a  valid  BTRC  or  VRN,  after  which  City  shall  retroactively  pay  all 
Rent  due  and  owing  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  notice  from  Landlord  containing  proof  of  registration  and  an 
itemized  invoice  of  the  Rent  due.

All  signs,  emblems,  seals,  logos,  insignia,  or  other  items 
containing  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  or  otherwise  indicative  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  must  be  returned 
to  City  (or,  where  applicable,  destroyed)  upon  termination  of  this  Lease.  Notwithstanding  the  above,  no  sign  shall 
be  placed  on  the  Building,  in  the  Building  or  on  or  around  the  Building  which  identifies  any  person,  company  or 
entity  which  is  engaged  in  the  promotion,  manufacture  and/or  distribution  of  materials  or  literature  which  is 
generally  considered  to  be  sexually  explicit,  pertains  to  the  use  of  illegal  drugs,  or  is  considered  to  be  anti -law 
enforcement.  Additional  stipulations  are  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  11  of  13  in  Exhibit  B  and  by  this 
reference  incorporated  herein. 


ARTICLE  6.  UTILITIES 

6.1  Utilities  Services  and  Custodial  Services.  Landlord  shall  provide  all  utilities  to  the  Premises  at  no 
additional  cost  to  City.  Tenant  will  provide  the  custodial  services  in  Suite  1020  at  tenant’s  cost. 

6.2  HVAC.  During  the  Term,  Landlord  shall,  at  Landlord’s  cost,  furnish  to  the  Premises  heat,  ventilation, 
and  air  conditioning  (”HVAC”)  reasonably  required  for  the  comfortable  use  and  occupation  of  the  Premises. 

ARTICLE  7.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

7.1  Repairs  and  Maintenance.  Landlord  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  Premises  and  any  common  area  of  the 
Building  in  good  condition  and  repair  during  the  entire  Term  of  this  Lease.  Landlord  shall  perform  all  required 
maintenance  to  the  plumbing,  electrical,  and  HVAC  systems  serving  the  Premises  at  Landlord’s  sole  cost, 
including  replacement  of  parts  as  necessary,  and  will  indemnify  City  for  all  damages  to  the  property  of  City  if  due 
to  the  negligence  of  Landlord,  or  its  employees  or  agents,  in  performing  such  repairs  or  maintenance. 

7.1.1  Landlords  Responsibilities.  It  is  Landlord’s  responsibility  to  provide  a  Building,  which  is 
fully  accessible  to  and  usable  by  individuals  with  disabilities  and  otherwise  in  compliance  with  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”).  Landlord  shall  be  responsible,  at  its  own  cost,  to  make  such  modifications, 
additions,  or  changes  to  the  Premises  as  are  required  for  compliance  with  the  ADA  or  other  laws  applicable  to 
the  disabled  as  defined  within  those  laws. 

7.2  Limitations  on  Article.  Nothing  in  this  Article  7  shall  be  construed  to: 

7.2.1  Require  Landlord  to  forego  or  waive  any  exemption  or  other  relief  afforded  it  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ADA,  so  long  as  granting  of  such  relief  does  not  result  in  the  shifting  of  responsibility  for 
complying  with  the  ADA  to  the  City; 

7.2.2  Require  Landlord  to  take  any  action  that  would  threaten  or  destroy  the  historic  significance  of 
an  historic  property; 

7.2.3  Require  Landlord  to  provide  to  individuals  with  disabilities  personal  devices,  such  as 
wheelchairs;  individually  prescribed  devices,  such  as  prescription  eyeglasses  or  hearing  aids;  readers  for 
personal  use  or  study;  or  services  of  a  personal  nature  including  assistance  in  eating,  toileting,  or  dressing;  or 

7.2.4  Necessarily  require  Landlord  to  make  any  other  portion  of  the  Building  accessible  to  and  usable 
by  individuals  with  disabilities. 

ARTICLE  8.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

8.1  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Landlord  hereby  represents  to  City  that  there  are  no  Hazardous  Materials  in 
the  Building  or  the  real  property  upon  which  Building  is  situated.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this 
Lease,  Landlord  shall  be  responsible  for  the  removal  or  encapsulation  of  any  Hazardous  Materials  as  necessary  to 
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comply  with  all  applicable  laws,  codes,  regulations,  and  ordinances  and  the  requirements  of  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  any  other  regulatory  agency  having  jurisdiction. 


8.1.1  Hazardous  Materials  -  Defined.  The  phrase  ’’Hazardous  Materials”  as  used  in  this  Lease 
shall  mean  any  product,  substance,  chemical,  material,  or  waste  whose  presence,  nature,  quality,  and/or 
intensity  of  existence,  use,  manufacture,  disposal,  transportation,  spill,  release,  or  effect,  either  by  itself  or  in 
combination  with  other  materials  expected  to  be  on  the  Premises,  is  either:  (a)  potentially  injurious  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  or  welfare,  the  environment,  or  the  Premises,  (b)  regulated  or  monitored  by  any 
governmental  authority,  or  (c)  a  basis  for  liability  of  Landlord  to  any  governmental  agency  or  third  party 
under  any  applicable  statute  or  common  law  theory.  Hazardous  Materials  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
hydrocarbons,  petroleum,  gasoline,  crude  oil,  or  any  products,  by-products,  or  fractions  thereof. 

ARTICLE  9.  ASSIGNMENT 

9.1  Assignment.  City  shall  not  assign  the  Lease  or  sublet  any  portion  of  Leased  Premises  without  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Landlord.  Any  such  assignment  or  subletting  without  such  consent  shall  be  void  and,  at  the 
option  of  the  Landlord,  may  terminate  this  Lease.  However,  City,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment,  may  permit  other  City  of  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Councils  to  use  and  occupy 
the  Premises  subject  to  the  permitted  uses  as  described  in  Section  5.1  of  this  Lease.  City  shall  remain  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  rent  and  additional  rent  that  accrues  until  the  date  on  which  the  City  or  its  successor  surrenders 
possession  of  Leased  Premises  to  the  Landlord. 

ARTICLE  10.  INDEMNIFICATION  AND  WAIVER  OF  SUBROGATION 

10.2  Indemnification.  City  shall  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  Landlord  from  and  against  any  and  all 
claims  arising  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  City  or  any  of  its  officers,  agencies,  employees,  contractors,  or 
licensees  in  the  occupancy  or  use  of  the  Premises  for  the  conduct  of  City  business.  Landlord  agrees  to  promptly 
notify  City  of  any  claims  for  which  City  may  be  liable  under  this  Section.  City  may  at  its  option  but  under  no 
obligation  defend  Landlord.  Landlord  shall  indemnify  City  and  hold  harmless  City  from  and  against  any  and  all 
claims  or  liabilities  arising  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  Landlord  or  any  of  its  officers,  employees,  licensees,  or 
contractors.  City  agrees  to  promptly  notify  Landlord  of  any  claim  for  which  Landlord  may  be  liable  under  this 
Section  and  Landlord  may  at  its  option  but  under  no  obligation  defend  City. 

10.3  Waiver  of  Subrogation.  Each  party  hereto  agrees  to  waive  its  rights  of  recovery  against  the  other  for 
any  physical  damage  it  may  sustain  to  the  extent  that  such  damage  is  covered  by  valid  and  collectible  property 
insurance.  Each  party  will  notify  its  respective  insurers  of  such  agreement. 

ARTICLE  11.  DEFAULT 

11.1  Default  by  City.  If  default  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants  herein  agreed  to  be  kept  or 
performed  by  City,  and  such  default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  written  notice  to  City,  this  Lease  may 
be  terminated  by  Landlord;  provided,  however,  that  any  delay  in  payment  of  Rent  due  to  delay  in  accounting, 
financial  or  budgetary  procedures  by  City  shall  not  be  deemed  a  default  unless  such  delay  shall  continue  thirty 
(30)  days  or  more  from  the  date  such  payment  was  due. 

ARTICLE  12.  ORDINANCEMANDATEDPRO VISIONS 

12.1  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  Section  10.10,  Article  1,  Chapter  1, 
Division  10  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code  related  to  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-l  in  Exhibit  A  and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein.  Pursuant  to  this 
Section,  Landlord  (and  any  subcontractor  of  Landlord  providing  services  to  City  under  this  Lease)  shall  (.1)  fully 
comply  with  all  State  and  federal  employment  reporting  requirements  for  Landlord’s  or  Landlord’s  subcontractor’s 
employees  applicable  to  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders;  (.2)  certify  that  the  principal  owner(s)  of  Landlord  and 
applicable  subcontractors  are  in  compliance  with  any  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of 
Assignment  applicable  to  them  personally;  (.3)  fully  comply  with  all  lawfully  served  Wage  and  Earnings 
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Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of  Assignment  in  accordance  with  California  Family  Code  section  5230,  et  seq.; 
and  (.4)  maintain  such  compliance  throughout  the  Term  of  this  Lease.  Pursuant  to  Section  lO.lO.b  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  failure  of  Landlord  or  an  applicable  subcontractor  to  comply  with  all 
applicable  reporting  requirements  or  to  implement  lawfully  served  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and 
Notices  of  Assignment  or  the  failure  of  any  principal  owner(s)  of  Landlord  or  applicable  subcontractors  to  comply 
with  any  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of  Assignment  applicable  to  them  personally  shall 
constitute  a  default  of  this  Lease  subjecting  this  Lease  to  termination  where  such  failure  shall  continue  for  more 
than  ninety  (90)  days  after  notice  of  such  failure  to  Landlord  by  City. 

12.2  Non-Discrimination  in  Employment. 

12.2.1  General  Provision  Landlord  agrees  and  obligates  itself  in  the  performance  of  this  Lease  not 
to  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment  because  of  the  employee's  or  applicant's 
race,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  age,  physical  handicap,  marital  status, 
domestic  partner  status,  or  medical  condition. 

12.2.2  Equal  Employment  Practices.  This  Lease  is  a  contract  with  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles  for  which  the  consideration  is  $1000.00  or  more.  Accordingly,  during  the  performance  of  this 
Lease,  Landlord  further  agrees  to  comply  with  Section  10.8.3  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code 
(“Equal  Employment  Practices”),  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-8  in  Exhibit  A 
and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein.  By  way  of  specification  but  not  limitation,  pursuant  to 
Sections  10.8.3.E  and  10.8.3.F  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  the  failure  of  Landlord  to  comply 
with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease  may  be  deemed  to  be  a  material  breach  of  this 
Lease.  No  such  finding  shall  be  made  or  penalties  assessed  except  upon  a  full  and  fair  hearing  after  notice 
and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  to  Landlord.  Upon  a  finding  duly  made  that  Landlord  has 
failed  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease,  this  Lease  may  be  forthwith 
terminated. 

12.2.3  Equal  Benefits  Provisions.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  Section  10.8.2.1,  Article  1,  Chapter  1, 
Division  10  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code  (“Equal  Benefits  Provisions”)  related  to  equal  benefits 
to  employees,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-3  in  Exhibit  A  and  by  this  reference 
incorporated  herein.  Landlord  agrees  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  10.8.2.1.  By  way  of 
specification  but  not  limitation,  pursuant  to  Section  10.8.2.1.C  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  the 
failure  of  Landlord  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease  may  be  deemed 
to  be  a  material  breach  of  this  Lease.  No  such  finding  shall  be  made  or  penalties  assessed  except  upon  a  full 
and  fair  hearing  after  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  to  Landlord.  Upon  a  finding  duly 
made  that  Landlord  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease,  this 
Lease  may  be  forthwith  terminated. 

12.3  Slavery  Disclosure  Ordinance.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Slavery 
Disclosure  Ordinance.  ("SDO")  (Section  10.41,  et  seq,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code),  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  hereto  starting  on  page  A-9  in  Exhibit  A.  Unless  otherwise  exempt  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
this  Ordinance,  Landlord  certifies  that  it  has  complied  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  Under  the 
provisions  of  Section  10.41.2(b)  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  City  has  the  authority,  under 
appropriate  circumstances,  to  terminate  this  Lease  and  otherwise  pursue  legal  remedies  that  may  be  available  to 
City  if  City  determines  that  the  Landlord  failed  to  fully  and  accurately  complete  the  SDO  affidavit  or  otherwise 
violated  any  provision  of  the  SDO. 

12.4  Ordinance  Language  Governs.  Exhibit  A  is  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference;  in  the  event  of  a  discrepancy  between  Exhibit  A  and  the  applicable  ordinance  language,  as  amended, 
the  language  of  the  ordinance  shall  govern. 

ARTICLE  13.  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

13.1  Access  to  Premises.  City,  its  employees,  agents,  and  invitees,  have  ready  access  to  the  Building  and 
Premises  through  the  main  lobby  of  the  Building  and  elevators.  Landlord  will  provide  tenant  with  four  (4)  keys  to 
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the  Premises  as  soon  as  lease  is  executed.  The  building  and  premises  is  accessible  twenty- four  hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week. 

13.2  Access  by  Landlord.  City  agrees  that  Landlord,  its  agents  or  employees  may  enter  upon  Premises  at 
any  reasonable  time  during  the  Term,  with  prior  notice  to  City,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  taking 
measurements,  and  doing  similar  work  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  plans  for  construction  of  improvements  on 
the  Premises,  with  the  understanding  that  such  work  will  be  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  a  minimum  of 
interference  with  the  use  of  the  property  by  City.  The  Landlord  may  utilize  certain  areas  of  the  building  for 
media,  live  performances,  and  filming  with  proper  notice. 

13.3  Accord  and  Satisfaction.  No  payment  by  City  or  receipt  by  Landlord  of  a  lesser  amount  than  the  Rent 
payment  herein  stipulated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  other  than  on  account  of  the  Rent,  nor  shall  any  endorsement  or 
statement  on  any  check  or  any  letter  accompanying  any  check  or  payment  as  Rent  be  deemed  an  accord  and 
satisfaction  and  Landlord  may  accept  such  check  or  payment  without  prejudice  to  Landlord's  right  to  recover  the 
balance  of  such  Rent  or  pursue  any  other  remedy  provided  in  this  Lease.  City  agrees  that  each  of  the  foregoing 
covenants  and  agreements  shall  be  applicable  to  any  covenant  or  agreement  either  expressly  contained  in  this 
Lease  or  imposed  by  any  statute  or  at  common  law. 

13.4  Capacity  of  City  as  Tenant.  Except  where  clearly  and  expressly  provided  otherwise  in  this  Lease,  the 
capacity  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  in  this  Lease  shall  be  as  a  tenant,  and  any  obligations  or  restrictions  imposed 
by  this  Lease  on  City  shall  be  limited  to  that  capacity  and  shall  not  relate  to  or  otherwise  affect  any  activity  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  in  its  governmental  capacity,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  enactment  of  laws,  inspection 
of  structures,  issuance  of  permits,  or  any  other  enforcement  functions  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  pursuant  to 
Federal,  state,  or  local  law. 

13.5  Captions  and  Table  of  Contents.  The  captions  and  table  of  contents  contained  in  this  Lease  are  for 
convenience  and  reference  only,  are  not  intended  to  define  or  limit  the  scope  of  any  provisions  of  this  Lease,  and 
shall  not  be  used  with  respect  to  the  interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Lease. 

13.6  Governing  Law  and  Venue.  This  Lease  will  be  governed  by  the  law  of  the  State  of  California  and 
will  be  construed  and  interpreted  according  to  that  law.  Venue  on  any  action  arising  out  of  this  Lease  will  be 
proper  only  in  the  County  of  Los  Angeles,  State  of  California. 

13.7  Quiet  Possession.  Upon  City  paying  the  Rent  required  hereunder  and  observing  and  performing  all  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  provisions  on  City's  part  to  be  observed  and  performed  hereunder,  City  shall  have 
quiet  possession  of  the  Premises  for  the  entire  Term  hereof,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Lease. 

13.8  Reasonable  Consent.  Except  as  limited  elsewhere  in  this  Lease,  wherever  in  this  Lease  Landlord  or 
City  is  required  to  give  its  consent  or  approval  to  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  other,  such  consent  or  approval 
shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld.  In  the  event  of  failure  to  give  any  such  consent,  the  other  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  specific  performance  at  law  and  shall  have  such  other  remedies  as  are  reserved  to  it  under  this  Lease, 
but  in  no  event  shall  Landlord  or  City  be  responsible  in  monetary  damages  for  failure  to  give  consent  unless  such 
consent  is  withheld  maliciously  or  in  bad  faith. 

13.9  Removal  of  Property.  All  articles  of  personal  property  and  all  business  and  trade  fixtures,  machinery 
and  equipment,  furniture  and  movable  partitions  owned  by  City  or  installed  by  City  at  its  expense  in  the  Premises 
shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  City  and  may  be  removed  by  City  at  any  time  during  the  Term  when  City  is 
not  in  default  hereunder. 

13.10  Severabilitv/Entire  Agreement.  Any  provision  of  this  Lease,  which  shall  prove  to  be  invalid,  void, 
or  illegal  shall  in  no  way  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  any  other  provision  hereof  any  such  other  provisions  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  This  Lease  and  the  Exhibits  attached  hereto  constitute  the  entire  agreement 
between  the  parties  hereto  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter  hereof,  and  no  prior  agreement  or  understanding 
pertaining  to  any  such  matter  shall  be  effective  for  any  purpose.  No  provision  of  this  Lease  may  be  amended  or 
supplemented  except  by  an  agreement  in  writing  signed  by  the  parties  hereto  or  their  successor  in  interest. 
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13.11.  Termination  of  Lease. 


13.1 1.1.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  the  parties  upon  mutual  agreement  upon  giving  at  least 
sixty  (60)  days  prior  written  notice  to  the  other  party. 

13.11.2.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  by  the  Landlord,  if  tenant,  tenant’s  guests,  business  partners  or 
stakeholders  create  a  hostile  or  disruptive  environment  or  working  conditions  for  landlord,  landlord’s  guests  or 
business  partners,  The  Landlord  must  give  a  thirty  (30)  notice  to  cure  the  violation.  If  the  violation  is  not  cured 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Notice  to  Cure,  the  Landlord  may  terminate  the  Lease  giving  a  written  thirty  (30) 
day  Notice  of  Termination. 

13.1 1.3.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  immediately  upon  giving  at  least  five  (5)  days  prior  written  notice  by 
either  party  depending  on  severity  of  the  hostile/disruptive  environment  created  as  per  Subsection  13.11.2,  or  due 
to  extenuating  circumstances  that  make  the  building  unsafe  and/or  uninhabitable. 

13.1 1.4.  Should  this  Lease  be  terminated  sooner  than  June  30,  2017,  the  Landlord  shall  reimburse  the  City  the 
prorated  rent  amount  of  $996.00  per  month  that  has  been  paid  beyond  the  termination  date. 

13.12.  Taxes.  Landlord  shall  pay  all  taxes  or  assessments  levied  upon  real  property  containing  the  Premises, 
but  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  taxes  or  assessments  levied  against  the  personal  property  or  fixtures  of  City. 
Property  owned  by  City,  as  a  governmental  entity  is  exempt  from  state  taxation  under  California  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Code  section  202(a)(4)  and  Section  3(b)  of  Article  XIII  of  the  California  Constitution.  In  the  event  any 
or  all  of  City’s  tenant  improvements,  equipment,  furniture,  fixtures  and  personal  property  shall  be  assessed  with 
the  Building,  Landlord  shall  immediately  notify  City  and  City  shall  cause  such  property  to  be  separately  assessed 
to  City. 

13.13.  Time.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  the  performance  of  every  provision  of  this  Lease  in  which 
time  or  performance  is  a  factor.  All  references  in  this  Lease  to  "  days”  shall  mean  calendar  days  unless  specifically 
modified  herein  to  be  ’’business”  or  ’’working”  days. 

13.14.  Waiver.  Waiver  by  Landlord  or  City  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  conditions  contained  herein  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  continuing  waiver. 

13.15.  Insurance  Indemnity.  The  Lessee  is  self-insured  and  will  provide  proof  upon  execution  of  this 
Agreement  via  a  City  Self  Insured  Letter  dated  January  8,  2016  and  hereto  attached  and  such  described  coverage 
shall  remain  effective  and  unchanged  throughout  the  term  of  this  Agreement. 

13.16  Entire  Agreement.  This  lease  and  Exhibit  A  constitute  the  entire  agreement  between  the  parties 
concerning  the  subject  matter  hereof  and  supersedes  all  prior  or  contemporaneous  agreements,  representations  and 
understandings.  Any  and  all  modifications  or  amendments  to  the  Lease  must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  both 
parties. 

13.17.  Counterparts/Execution  of  Contract  by  E-signature.  This  contract  is  being  entered  electronically.  It 
is  agreed  that  electronic  signatures  are  the  legal  equivalent  of  your  manual  signature  or  “wet”  signature  on  a 
contract.  This  Contract  will  be  electronically  signed  in  counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  deemed  an  original 
but  all  of  which  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the  same  instrument.  In  addition,  this  contract  may  also  be 
entered  by  manual  or  “wet”  signature.  It  is  agreed  that  an  electronic  signature  may  be  delivered  using  pdf  or 
similar  file  type  transmitted  via  electronic  mail,  cloud  based  server,  e-signature  technology  or  other  similar 
electronic  means. 
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IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  Broadway  Tower,  Inc.,  Landlord  herein,  and  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  a  municipal 
corporation,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment,  Tenant  herein,  and  have  both 
executed  this  lease.  Execution  of  this  lease  by  the  Tenant,  City  of  Los  Angeles,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  occurred  after  the  City  Clerk  has  signed/attested  too  same,  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  has  signed,  dated,  and  delivered  the  lease  to  Landlord.

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As  Chair  of  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council-  Formation  Committee,  I  am  contacting  you 
regarding  the  "penalty  phase"  of  our  Election  Challenge  Review  Panel  held  last  week  at  Deaton 
Auditorium  on  May  3rd. 

With  our,  not  one,  not  two,  but  3  challenges  being  upheld,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the  appropriate 
penalties  for  each  of  these  successful  challenges  far  exceed  a  simple  Letter  of  Reprimand  (of  the 
5  penalty  options  listed  on  your  EmpowerLA  website). 

The  next  two  options  are  Disqualification  of  Candidate  (in  this  case  DLANC)  or  Disqualification  of 
Votes. 

When  analyzing  these  two  penalty  options,  the  following  conclusions  can  be  made; 

1)  A  disqualification  of  DLANC  suggests  that  Skid  Row  would  automatically  be  granted  it's 
neighborhood  council  since  DLANC  is  who  we  are  attempting  to  break  away  from,  so  without  the 
presence  of  DLANC,  there  is  no  significant  subdividing  factor  which  could  prevent  the  creation  of 
the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council, 

2)  A  disqualification  of  votes  cannot  be  based  on  disqualifying  specific  voters  and  therefore  should 
focus  on  the  need  to  factor  an  appropriate  percentage  of  "No"  voters  to  deduct.  Because  there 
are  3  separate  successful  challenges  the  penalties  must  be  multiplied  by  3. 

For  instance,  computations  of  847  registered  voters  from  DLANC's  2016  NC  elections  and  1127 
DLANC's  General  Mailing  List  are  as  follows; 

5%  of  847=  42.3  ...  x3=  126.9  (127  votes)  5%  of  1127=  56.2  ...x3=  168.6  (169  votes) 

10%  of  847=  84.7  ...x3=  254.1  (254  votes)  10%  of  1127=  112.7  ...x3=  338.1  (338  votes) 
...and  so  forth. 

It  is  easy  to  determine  that  even  at  a  5%  penalty  (multiplied  by  3  separate  penalties,  the 
deduction  is  still  significant  enough  to  overturn  the  results  of  our  Subdivision  election,  thus  giving 
Skid  Row  it's  neighborhood  council. 

Also,  it  is  our  interpretation  that  the  appropriate  penalties  regarding  Disqualification  of 
Votes/Voters  will  be  significantly  increased  from  what  we've  offered,  thus  an  even  greater 
deduction  would  be  determined  by  DONE. 

It  must  also  be  noted  that  because  this  was  a  matter  involving  complications  connected  to  online 
voting,  the  complete  removal  of  ALL  online  votes  would  leave  a  total  of  183-19  in  favor  of  the 
Skid  Row  NC. 

Separately,  NC  funding  loss  penalties  do  not  seem  appropriate  at  this  level  of  penalty  because 
neither  of  our  challenges  that  went  before  the  Review  Panel  were  in  regards  to  funding  issues 
(However,  it  should  be  noted  that  because  evidence  was  presented  proving  DLANC  promoted  a 
non-neighborhood  council  and  non-City-approved  entity  called  "Unite  DTLA"  and  it's  use  of 
DLANC's  mailing  address,  DONE  can,  and  should,  investigate  this  matter  further  which  should 
include  the  possibility  of  funding  penalties). 

As  for  referral  to  the  City  Attorney's  office  for  criminal  prosecution,  we  feel  that  this  penalty 
option  should  be  revisited  once  DONE's  60-day  investigation  (as  recommended  by  the  Review 
Panel)  is  completed. 

What  needs  clarification  is  the  fact  that  a  new  election  is  NOT  an  option! 
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In  fact,  not  only  does  it  state  this  on  the  EmpowerLA  website,  but  DONE  GM  Gracye  Liu  publicly 
stated  as  such  during  the  public  deliberation  period  of  the  Election  Challenge  Review  Panel. 
Because  we  had  several  members/supporters  filming  that  night,  we  would  be  more  than  happy  to 
provide  DONE  with  a  copy  of  Ms.  Liu's  statement,  upon  request. 

Further,  in  the  EmpowerLA  Subdivision  Manual  it  states; 

Challenge  Remedies 

If  a  challenge  is  found  to  be  valid,  remedies  will  be  narrowly  interpreted  to  affect  only  the  voters,  candidates,  or  seats 
affected.  Redoing  the  entire  Neighborhood  Council  election  is  not  a  remedy  unless  the  challenge  affected  every  seat  on 
the  ballot.  Remedies  can  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  letters  of  correction/reprimand,  disqualification  of  candidates  or 
voters,  Neighborhood  Council  funding  penalties  and  referral  to  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  for  criminal  prosecution. 


The  seconde  sentence  clearly  states,  "Redoing  the  entire  NC  election  IS  NOT  a  remedy". .."unless 
the  challenge  affected  every  seat  on  the  ballot". 

It  is  our  interpretation  that  our  challenges  only  affected  the  "No"  votes,  thus  a  new  election  IS 
NOT  an  option. 

This,  thereby,  brings  us  back  to  the  only  applicable  penalty  option,  which  is  either  of  the 
"Disqualification"  options. 

And  based  on  the  calculations  we  provided  above,  there  is  NO  question  that  Skid  Row  will  soon  be 
granted  it's  own  neighborhood  council. 

We  eagerly  await  DONE's  final  determination!

DLANC  has  used  this  Council  File  as  a  chance  to  reach  out  to  neighborhood 
small  businesses  for  their  first-hand  perspective  on  support,  retention,  and  preservation.  As  the 
Council  moves  forward  with  this  file,  DLANC  looks  forward  to  working  together  with  the  CLA, 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development  Department  and  the  soon-to-be-formed  Los  Angeles  Small 
Business  Commission  to  realize  the  recommendations  it  has  identified  below.  We  hope  that  our 
collective  insight  and  advice  can  provide  real  value  to  the  resulting  report  and  policy  responses. 

In  response  to  this  Council  file,  DLANC  members  have  invested  considerable  time  and  energy 
talking  with  small  businesses  in  Downtown  LA  and  collecting  their  concerns.  Many  of  the  issues 
and  recommendations  below  are  interconnected,  though  some  obviously  have  more  significance  than 
others.  While  the  priority  of  order  may  change  from  business  owner  to  business  owner,  DLANC 
has  tried  to  organize  the  following  issues  in  terms  of  importance  to  our  stakeholders. 

1.  Centralized  Permitting  Services:  We  regularly  heard  from  our  neighborhood  small 
businesses  that  the  City  must  work  toward  providing  a  clear,  centralized  system  of  access 
to  City  and  area  services,  especially  streamlined  permitting.  Throughout  Downtown  LA, 
prospective  small  business  owners  are  regularly  held  up  for  two  to  three  years  on 
permitting  issues  that  could  be  resolved  through  centralized  administration.  Even  if  the 
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City  does  not  set  up  one,  single  clearinghouse  for  small  business  permits,  it  must  establish 
better  lines  of  communications  between  the  different  permitting  bodies. 

2.  Safety:  Many  storefronts  in  Downtown  LA  report  regular  instances  of  property  theft, 
threats  of  bodily  harm,  and  other  crimes.  Oftentimes,  the  crimes  are  relatively  minor, 
which  limits  the  responsiveness  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department.  And  while  the 
Downtown  Business  Improvements  Districts  offer  crucial  security  support  to  member 
businesses,  their  services  do  not  cover  all  businesses  and  all  types  of  crime.  In  many 
circumstances,  small  business  owners  have  no  one  to  contact  for  reprieve.  The  City  should 
establish  an  alternate  system  for  responding  to  small  business  owners  impacted  by  crime. 

3.  Parking:  A  number  of  small  business  owners  in  Downtown  LA  have  expressed  serious 
concerns  about  the  parking  situation.  Not  only  is  parking  limited  in  Downtown  LA  by  the 
sheer  number  of  people  and  cars,  the  recent  explosion  of  construction  and  development 
has  further  impeded  on  parking  access  for  small  businesses.  While  some  parts  of 
Downtown  LA  are  readily-accessible  by  public  transit,  many  parts  of  our  neighborhood 
are  not.  The  lack  of  parking  can  be  fatal  to  small  businesses.  DLANC  recommends  the 
City  consider  utilizing  City-owned  properties  for  small  business  parking,  as  well  as 
providing  priority  parking  or  setting  off  a  percentage  of  parking  spots  for  small  businesses. 

4.  Community  Building:  To  support  our  small  businesses,  the  City  (potentially  through 
DLANC)  could  invest  in  social  events  and  other  community-building  exercises  to 
facilitate  relationships  and  communication  among  small  business  owners.  Ideally,  these 
events  would  allow  for  exchanges  of  best  practices,  or  even  presentations  by  sister  cities 
on  effective  small  business  support  and  retention  programs.  Oftentimes,  starting  a  small 
business  in  Downtown  LA  can  feel  like  a  lonely  exercise.  It  does  not  have  to  be  that  way. 

5.  Interruption  Funding:  As  Downtown  LA  continues  its  rapid  growth,  the  City  should 
continue  to  be  mindful  of  the  consequences  of  construction  and  development  on  small 
businesses.  DLANC  appreciates  the  creation  of  the  “Interruption  Fund”  for  businesses  in 
Little  Tokyo  affected  by  Metro  construction,  but  those  funds  are  not  available  to  many 
Downtown  LA  small  businesses.  In  particular,  DLANC  is  extremely  concerned  about  the 
effect  the  impending  110-N/6th  Street  closure  will  have  on  small  businesses.  The  City 
should  strongly  consider  expanding  the  reach  of  the  Interruption  Fund  to  support  all  small 
businesses  significantly  affected  by  public  construction. 

6.  Incentives  and  Designations:  DLANC  also  believes  the  City  could  implement  a  more 
effective  system  of  incentives  and  special  designations  to  support  small  businesses.  Some 
Downtown  LA  small  businesses  are  considering  the  viability  of  an  “OGLA”  designation 
for  long-established  and  locally-owned  small  businesses,  akin  to  cultural-historical 
designations.  Further,  DLANC  recommends  the  City  re-evaluate  its  definition  of  “small 
business”  in  its  incentive  programs  to  better  emphasize  “long-established”  and/or  “locally- 
owned”  small  businesses.  DLANC  also  believes  the  City  should  provide  incentives  to 
small  businesses  to  encourage  “social  responsibility,”  especially  related  to  offering  public 
green  space  and  supporting  our  homeless  stakeholders.  This  could  even  include  incentives 
to  property  owners  to  fill  vacant  properties,  as  empty  store  fronts  directly  undermine  the 
small  business  environment  in  Downtown. 
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This  Community  Impact  Statement  is  based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Government  Liaison 
Committee  on  March  22,  2017,  and  action  taken  at  the  Board  of  Directors  meeting  on  April  12, 
2017,  when  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  adopted  the  following  motion  and 
directed  that  a  Community  Impact  Statement  be  filed  reflecting  its  position. 

Motion:  “The  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (“DLANC”)  should  submit  a 
Community  Impact  Statement  in  support  of  Council  File  15-1364-SI.  DLANC  should  submit 
the  letter  posted  with  this  Agenda  in  support  of  the  Community  Impact  Statement.”

I  have  been  in  contact  with  Lance  Oishi,  cc'd  on  this  e-mail,  as  Lance  handles  the  contract 
already  in  place  for  the  City. 

Here  is  an  excerpt  that  I  found  from  an  e-mail  from  Lance  to  another  NC  in  November  2016: 

" Generally  speaking ,  information  about  our  PSA  amenities  can  be  found  on  the  Bureau  of  Street  Services'  web-site; 
since  we're  kind  of  buried  under  various  web  page  headings ,  I'm  attaching  the  same  information  that  we  have  on  our 
web  site  regarding  the  PSA  elements  hereon  for  your  reference. 

From  your  questions ,  it  seems  like  there's  some  sort  of  misunderstanding  about  what  our  Programs  are  able  to  offer 
and  how  the  programs  themselves  work. 

1 .  Are  there  a  certain  quantity  set  aside  for  " outreach "  that  are  at  different  price? 

Reply:  There  is  no  set  quantity  set  aside  for  City  PSA's  outside  of  10%  of  our  bench  inventory  on  a  space  available 
basis.  This  means  that  no  particular  location  or  site  is  guaranteed  and  no  distinct  quantity  of  bench  ad  faces  can/will 
be  made  available  in  any  given  part  of  the  City.  That  being  said ,  we  do  our  best  to  accommodate  highly  localized 
efforts  such  as  those  being  pursued  by  a  Neighborhood  Council  and  are  usually  successful  in  finding  locations  that 
work  out  well  for  everyone  involved. 

2.  What  is  the  review  process? 

Reply:  The  review  process  is  two- fold  ....step  one  is  to  have  the  proposed  PSA  artwork  reviewed  and  vetted  by  BSS 
staff  to  ensure  they  comply  with  Program  and  City  parameters  governing  such  efforts,  i.e.  PSA's  can't/shouldn't 
contain  any  commercial  content ,  or  trademarks/logos/names  that  can  be  interpreted  to  represent  for-profit  enterprises 
so  that's  what  we're  really  looking  out  for.  Once  we  approve  of  the  artwork ,  we  turn  the  NC  over  to  the  Mayor's  office 
who  coordinates  and  prioritizes  such  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  City  family,  i.e.  if  there  are  over-lapping  and/or 
conflicting  PSA  efforts  from  various  City  departments ,  the  Mayor's  office  determines  priorities  and  where  various 
efforts  are  inserted  into  the  PSA  queue.  Most  of  the  time ,  we're  able  to  accommodate  both  localized  and  City-wide 
efforts  concurrently  but  occasionally  there  are  times  when  demand  exceeds  availability  so  this  is  where  the  Mayor's 
office  steps  in  to  figure  out  things.  Once  that  occurs ,  we  turn  folks  over  to  our  contractors  who  work  with  the 
requesting  department  to  ensure  the  PSA's  are  displayed  as  desired. 

3.  Can  any  NC  still  get  the  availability  on  non-Outreach  bench  locations  and  pay  the  Martin  Outdoor  prices? 

Reply:  As  mentioned  above ,  media  panels  on  our  benches  and  transit  shelters  are  made  available  to  the  City  on  a 
space  available  basis.  This  means  there  are  no  benches  singled  out  for  the  sole  purpose  of  displaying  PSA's  versus 
paid  advertising. 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  of  the  information  I'm  referring  to  above  strictly  relates  to  the  PSA  component  of  our 
Programs  that  is  available  to  the  City  via  our  contract  provisions ,  which  provides  the  display  of  City  PSA's  at  no  cost  to 
the  City  (outside  of  the  costs  to  print  up  the  actual  posters).  Neighborhood  Councils  may  also  go  the  paid  route  and 
essentially  rent  out  the  media  space  on  a  bench  or  transit  shelter  similar  to  the  way  any  commercial  advertising  client 
might.  In  such  cases ,  they'll  need  to  contact  one  of  our  two  contractors  directly  and  work  with  their  sales  team  to 
select  locations  and  negotiate  the  costs  to  display  the  desired  printed  materials.  Also ,  ifNC's  are  leasing  out  media 
panels  similar  to  any  other  advertising  client ,  they  are  no  longer  bound  by  the  City's  PSA  requirements  and  may 
show/include  commercial  content ,  logos ,  or  trademarks ;  we  don't  vet/approve  the  artwork  for  commercial 
advertisements. 

Should  you  have  any  further  questions  or  concerns ,  feel  free  to  reach  out  to  either  Sergio  Samayoa  or  myself  at  any 
time."

Please  let  us  know  which  you  one  you  want  to  do.  If  it  is,  through  Lance.. great.  If  directly  with 
the  company  I  will  the  review  their  agreement  and  forward  o  City  Attorney  and  Risk 
Management  as  well.

One  of  the  benefits  provided  by  the  City  of  Los  Angeles’s  Bus  Bench  Program  is  its  ability  to  display 
Public  Service  Announcements  (PSA’s)  at  no  cost  to  the  PSA’s  sponsor  (other  than  the  cost  of 
printing  the  ads),  provided  that  sponsor  is  either  a  City  office  or  department,  recognized  City  of  Los 
Angeles  community  group,  or  other  recognized  community  based  non-profit  organization.  Through 
this  benefit,  up  to  10%  of  the  City’s  bus  bench  inventory  is  available  for  the  display  of  PSA’s  on  a 
space  available  basis. 

The  party  making  the  request  to  utilize  this  Program  benefit  is  required  to  provide  the  artwork  and 
printed  materials  at  their  own  cost.  Technical  specifications  for  printed  materials  are  attached  to  this 
narrative.  Printed  PSA  materials  furnished  to  the  City’s  Bus  Bench  Program  contractor,  Martin 
Outdoor  Media,  LLC  (MOM),  are  displayed  at  no  cost  to  the  requesting  party.  PSA’s  are  displayed 
on  a  first  come  first  served  basis,  so  it  is  recommended  that  printed  PSA’s  are  provided  to  MOM  at 
least  one  (1)  month  before  the  desired  display  period,  even  more  so  for  time  sensitive  materials.

Public  Amenity  Kiosk  -  Public  Service  Announcements  (PSA’s) 

General  Information 

The  City  of  Los  Angeles’s  Coordinated  Street  Furniture  Program  is  able  to  display  Public  Service 
Announcements  primarily  on  our  furniture  elements  known  as  Public  Amenity  Kiosks  or  PAK’s  at 
no  cost  to  the  PSA’s  sponsor  provided  that  sponsor  is  either  a  City  office  or  department,  recognized 
City  of  Los  Angeles  community  group,  or  other  community  based  non-profit  organization.  Our 
PAK’s  typically  consist  of  either  a  double  faced  media  panel  structure  or  a  3  faced  media  panel 
structure;  all  media  panels  are  back-lit  at  night  so  that  they’re  visible  24  hours  a  day.  Regardless  of 
whether  the  PAK  has  2  display  panels,  3  display  panels  or  more,  one  of  the  media  panels  is  solely 
available  to  the  City  for  its  use  to  display  community  posters,  community/area  directional  maps, 
PSA’s,  etcetera.  Attached  to  this  information  sheet  are  specification  sheets  for  posters  that  might  be 
displayed  in  the  City’s  PAK’s  and  other  furniture  elements,  as  well  as  a  list  of  preferred  printing 
vendors  that  the  City’s  contractor,  Out  Front/JC  Decaux,  LLC,  recommends  because  of  their 
familiarity  with  Out  Front/JC  Decaux's  programs  and  needs 

189  PAKs  have  been  installed  to  date  City¬ 
wide;  most  of  these  are  in  commercial  centers 
and/or  on  major  thoroughfares.  Most  posters 
are  displayed  for  4  to  6  week  periods  and 
they're  placed  on  a  first  come-first  served 
basis.  When  there  are  no  specific  requests  to 
display  community  or  City  sponsored  posters 
on  our  PAK’s,  Out  Front/JC  Decaux  will 
display  various  PSA's  from  other  sources  to 
ensure  the  display  space  is  continuously 
occupied.

display  period  to  help  CBS  Decaux  work  the  community  or  City  sponsored  posters  into  their  display 
queue  and  ensure  such  posters  are  shown  during  the  desired  time  frame.  Out  Front/JC  Decaux  only 
displays  the  posters  free  of  charge;  they  will  not/do  not  provide  either  printed  materials  or  graphic  art 
services  free  of  charge.  If  a  PSA  sponsor  has  the  financial  resources  and  desire  to  have  Out  Front/JC 
Decaux  print  and  display  their  posters,  the  PSA  sponsor  must  provide  the  finished  art-work  for  the 
posters  to  Out  Front/JC  Decaux  and  pay  Out  Front/JC  Decaux  for  its  printing/production  fees. 
Posters  are  typically  disposed/recycled  at  the  close  of  their  designated  display  periods. 

Most  of  the  City’s  PSA  and  community  poster  campaigns  are  done  on  a  city- wide  basis  but  it  is  also 
possible  to  request  the  community  posters  to  be  displayed  in  specific  PAKs  or  areas  of  the  City 
where  the  PAKs  exist.  Sometimes,  this  means  that  the  community  posters  are  placed  in  only  2  or  3 
PAKs,  but  if  that  is  what's  desired,  Out  Front/JC  Decaux  is  typically  able  to  accommodate  such 
requests  with  enough  lead  time.  We'll  need  to  know  the  location(s)  desired  by  the  community  group 
and  work  forward  from  there.  If  there  is  a  specific  neighborhood  or  community  area  being  targeted 
and  a  potential  sponsor  needs  to  know  how  many  PAKs  we  might  have  within  that  area,  groups 
should  inquire  with  us  and  we’ll  provide  information  about  PAK  locations  and  quantities.  It  can  also 
work  in  reverse.  I.e.  a  community  group  is  able  to  let  us  know  which  specific  PAK's  they're 
interested  in  and  we  work  forward  from  there. 

Out  Front/JC  Decaux  will  also  put  up  community  posters  and  PS  A’ s  on  our  transit  shelters  and  other 
furniture  elements  at  no  cost  if  (1)  they're  either  in-between  ad-campaigns  or  do  not  have  any  paid 
advertising  designated  for  the  street  furniture  and  (2)  there  is  an  adequate  amount  of  excess  printed 
material  from  the  community  or  PSA  sponsor  available  for  display  purposes.  Out  Front/JC  Decaux 
does  this  to  ensure  their  media  panels  are  fully  occupied  at  all  times.  Lastly,  in  some  areas  like 
Hollywood  and  downtown  LA,  we  have  semi-permanent  community  directional  maps  displayed  in 
our  PAKs.  The  community  maps  can  be  temporarily  displaced  by  a  community  based  poster  but  we 
generally  try  to  keep  the  maps  up  as  much  as  possible  because  of  the  benefit  they  provide  to  transit 
riders  and  others  that  may  not  be  familiar  with  the  area. 

We  ask  that  community  groups  or  City  Departments/offices  coordinate  their  efforts  to  utilize  this 
Program’s  PSA/community  posters/maps  through  the  Bureau  of  Street  Services.  All  artwork  for 
PSA/community  posters/maps  will  be  reviewed  by  City  staff  for  conformance  with  current  City  sign 
ordinances  and  is  subject  to  editing;  distasteful,  obscene,  or  commercial  messages  are  not  allowed.

Another  One-finger  Salute  to  Neighborhood  Councils

At  a  recent  hearing  of  a  Neighborhood  Council  Election  Challenge  Review  Panel,  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
(DONE),  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (DLANC)  and  the  Skid  Row  Formation  Committee  testified  before  the  Panel 
regarding  three  challenges  on  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  subdivision  election.  A  special  shout-out  to  General  Jeff  and  his 
committee  for  their  hard  work  in  organizing  an  under-represented  group  of  stakeholders  in  Skid  Row.  DONE  and  the  DLANC  were 
allowed  10  minutes  each  to  speak  against  the  challenges  and  the  Skid  Row  Formation  Committee,  who  filed  the  challenges,  was  allowed 
10  minutes. 

What  is  wrong  with  this  picture?  Why  is  DONE  allowed  to  even  speak  and  put  a  finger  on  the  scale?  In  spite  of  the  unequal  treatment, 
the  Panel  ruled  for  Skid  Row  on  all  three  challenges,  recommending  the  approval  of  a  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  or  a  new 
election.  Subsequently,  DONE,  in  a  shocking  but  predictable  ruling,  tossed  out  the  Panel’s  recommendations  stating  “there  was  no 
factual  basis  to  determine  that... [they]  would  have  made  a  difference  in  the  final  election  results.”  Say  what?!  So  the  Panel’s  conclusions 
mean  nothing? 

How  is  this  possible  you  ask?  A  flawed  City  ordinance!  Ordinance  No.  183487,  approved  on  March  20,  2015,  established  a  process  for 
resolving  grievances  by  independent  Regional  Grievance  Panels.  Although  this  ordinance  is  not  specific  to  election  challenges,  it  has 
been  used  by  DONE  for  the  2016  Neighborhood  Council  elections  and  this  subdivision’s  challenges.  Unfortunately,  the  Ordinance 
language  affords  DONE  the  right  to  ignore  the  Panel’s  conclusions  and  recommendations.  In  other  words,  a  clear  message  to 
neighborhood  council  volunteers  for  the  Regional  Panels... don’t  waste  your  time! 

If  the  purpose  of  the  ordinance  was  to  give  total  control  to  DONE,  why  bother  with  the  Regional  Grievance  Panels?  Unless  the  ordinance 
is  amended,  this  process  is  insulting  to  Neighborhood  Councils  and  their  ability  to  self-govern.  Where  are  the  checks  and  balances?  And 
please  don’t  say  BONC,  all  Commissioners  are  Mayor  appointees.  And  who  does  the  General  Manager  of  DONE  report  to?  If  you 
guessed  the  Mayor,  you’d  be  right.  So  in  essence,  the  Mayor  wields  as  much,  if  not  more,  control  over  Neighborhood  Councils  as  City 
Council.  It’s  hard  to  believe  that  this  is  what  the  Charter  intended. 

If  you  are  keeping  score:  (DONE  3  -  NCs  0) 

DONE  decides  which  challenges  to  accept.  (DONE  1  -  NCs  0) 

DONE  testifies  at  the  Panel  hearing.  (DONE  1  -  NCs  0) 

DONE  is  the  final  arbiter  and  can  overrule  the  recommendations  of  the  Panel.  (DONE  1  -  NCs  0) 

More  insult  to  injury... Council  File  No.  17-0600-S20,  continues  the  on-line  voting  system  fiasco.  The  2017-18  Budget  includes  funding 
for  Neighborhood  Council  online  voting  and  instructs  the  City  Clerk  to  report  on  the  online  voting  system  and  how  it  compares  to  other 
cities,  including  a  discussion  of  best  practices.  They  will  have  to  look  outside  of  the  State  of  California  as  online  voting  for  government 
elections  is  illegal  in  California.  ATTENTION  NEIGHBORHOOD  COUNCILS:  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  does  not  consider  you  part  of 
the  government.  ARE  YOU  INSULTED  YET??!! 

And  the  beat  goes  on... Council  File  No.  17-0600-S82,  although  it  is  identified  as  an  adopted  Budget  recommendation,  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  Budget.  It  recommends  the  postponement  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  elections  from  2018  to  2019  and  in  odd  numbered 
years  thereafter.  When  stakeholders  went  to  the  polls  in  2016  to  elect  their  Neighborhood  Council  members  it  was,  in  most  cases,  for  a 
two  year  term.  To  change  the  rules  after  the  fact  is  unfair.  Since  the  issue  is  with  the  City  Clerk  starting  in  2020,  Neighborhood  Councils 
could  still  hold  their  elections  in  2018  for  a  one-time  only  three  year  term.  This  achieves  the  desired  result  of  Neighborhood  Council 
elections  in  odd  numbered  years  commencing  in  2021. 

Are  they  kidding?... Council  File  No.17-0600-S83,  requests... ’’recommendations  consistent  with  those  requested  by  Motion  (Krekorian- 
Huizar)  Council  File  No.  15-1022-S2,  including  the  budgetary  impacts  of  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Council  online  voting  platform.” 
This  does  not  come  close  to  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  Motion.  Until  there  is  an  accounting  of  the  costs  associated  with  the  2016 
election,  no  additional  funds  should  be  allocated  for  online  voting.  Online  voting  is  still  suspended  by  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  for 
Neighborhood  Council  elections.  Or  is  the  outcome  preordained  from  on  high? 

Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment... is  about  empowerment,  not  suppression.  It  has  become  the  Department  of  NO 
Empowerment.

1.  CF  Summary: 

a.  File  opened  January  10,  2017,  with  referral  to  Rules,  Elections, 
Intergovernmental  Relations,  and  Neighborhoods  Committee  but  item  not 
set  for  agenda 

b.  The  file  would  instruct  the  Ethics  Commission  to  prepare  an  ordinance 
increasing  the  matching  fund  rates  from  the  current  2: 1  match  in  primary 
elections  and  4:1  match  in  general  elections  to  6:1  in  both  primary  and 
general  elections  for  all  candidates  who  qualify  for  matching  funds.  The 
Ethics  Commission  would  be  further  instructed  to  study  whether 
maximum  per-contribution  matches  should  be  lowered.  The  City 
Administrative  Officer  is  directed  to  report  on  the  impacts  these  changes 
would  have  on  the  General  Fund. 

2.  Arguments  for  CF : 

a.  DLANC  and  GLC  have  heard  about  the  CF  from  Sylvia  Moore  at 
Common  Cause,  who  provided  numerous  materials  demonstrating  the 
propriety  of  increasing  matching  fund  rates  in  local  elections  in  LA. 

b.  The  CF  motion  has  been  under  consideration  for  several  years  (under  a 
different  CF  number),  and  it  is  time  for  the  City  to  at  least  schedule  a  vote 
on  the  CF. 

c.  Studies  of  the  history  of  matching  fund  rates  in  LA,  as  well  as  empirical 
evidence  from  New  York  City,  demonstrate  the  CF  would  likely 
encourage  voter  turnout  by  incentivizing  candidate  engagement  with 
small,  local  donors.  This  could  increase  depth  of  candidate  pool,  which  is 
generally  an  issue  in  local  elections  (contrary  to  Downtown’s  recent 
experience  with  the  CD-34  congressional  election). 

d.  While  the  CF,  on  its  own,  might  not  radically  transform  our  campaign 
system,  it  is  an  important  step  to  take.  The  Citizens  United  decision  has 
severely  hamstrung  any  legal  efforts  to  minimize  discrepancies  in 
campaign  spending.  The  proposals  in  this  CF  could  make  a  meaningful 
difference  and,  at  the  very  least,  demonstrate  the  City’s  commitment  to 
creatively  empowering  voters  and  new  candidates. 
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3.  Arguments  against  CF: 

a.  The  CF  could  have  a  limited  impact  on  the  various  local  elections, 
especially  given  more  significant  issues  like  entrenched  incumbents  and 
private  campaign  donations. 

b.  The  City’s  previous  experience  with  changing  matching  fund  rates  does 
not  guarantee  any  positive  benefits.  If  successful,  the  CF  could  cost  a 
significant  amount  of  money,  while  diluting  the  candidate  pool. 

4.  Motion:  The  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (“DLANC”) 
should  submit  a  Community  Impact  Statement  in  support  of  Council  File  15- 
1088-S1.  The  proposals  to  increase  matching  fund  rates  and  decrease 
maximum  per-contribution  limits  could  have  a  meaningful  effect  on  political 
diversity  and  voter  engagement.

1.  CF  Summary: 

a.  File  opened  January  10,  2017,  with  referral  to  Rules,  Elections, 
Intergovernmental  Relations,  and  Neighborhoods  Committee  but  item  not 
set  for  agenda 

b.  The  file  would  instruct  the  Ethics  Commission  to  prepare  an  ordinance 
increasing  the  matching  fund  rates  from  the  current  2: 1  match  in  primary 
elections  and  4:1  match  in  general  elections  to  6:1  in  both  primary  and 
general  elections  for  all  candidates  who  qualify  for  matching  funds.  The 
Ethics  Commission  would  be  further  instructed  to  study  whether 
maximum  per-contribution  matches  should  be  lowered.  The  City 
Administrative  Officer  is  directed  to  report  on  the  impacts  these  changes 
would  have  on  the  General  Fund. 

2.  Arguments  for  CF : 

a.  DLANC  and  GLC  have  heard  about  the  CF  from  Sylvia  Moore  at 
Common  Cause,  who  provided  numerous  materials  demonstrating  the 
propriety  of  increasing  matching  fund  rates  in  local  elections  in  LA. 

b.  The  CF  motion  has  been  under  consideration  for  several  years  (under  a 
different  CF  number),  and  it  is  time  for  the  City  to  at  least  schedule  a  vote 
on  the  CF. 

c.  Studies  of  the  history  of  matching  fund  rates  in  LA,  as  well  as  empirical 
evidence  from  New  York  City,  demonstrate  the  CF  would  likely 
encourage  voter  turnout  by  incentivizing  candidate  engagement  with 
small,  local  donors.  This  could  increase  depth  of  candidate  pool,  which  is 
generally  an  issue  in  local  elections  (contrary  to  Downtown’s  recent 
experience  with  the  CD-34  congressional  election). 

d.  While  the  CF,  on  its  own,  might  not  radically  transform  our  campaign 
system,  it  is  an  important  step  to  take.  The  Citizens  United  decision  has 
severely  hamstrung  any  legal  efforts  to  minimize  discrepancies  in 
campaign  spending.  The  proposals  in  this  CF  could  make  a  meaningful 
difference  and,  at  the  very  least,  demonstrate  the  City’s  commitment  to 
creatively  empowering  voters  and  new  candidates. 
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3.  Arguments  against  CF: 

a.  The  CF  could  have  a  limited  impact  on  the  various  local  elections, 
especially  given  more  significant  issues  like  entrenched  incumbents  and 
private  campaign  donations. 

b.  The  City’s  previous  experience  with  changing  matching  fund  rates  does 
not  guarantee  any  positive  benefits.  If  successful,  the  CF  could  cost  a 
significant  amount  of  money,  while  diluting  the  candidate  pool. 

4.  Motion:  The  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (“DLANC”) 
should  submit  a  Community  Impact  Statement  in  support  of  Council  File  15-

ARTICLE  1.  BASIC  PROVISIONS 

1.  1  Date  and  Parties.  This  lease  agreement  ("Lease")  is  dated,  for  reference  purposes  only,  December  16, 
2016,  and  is  between  Spring  Arts  Tower,  Inc.  ("Landlord")  and  CITY  OF  LOS  ANGELES  ("City"),  acting  on 
behalf  of  its  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (’’Neighborhood  Council”),  upon  the  provisions  and 
conditions  contained  in  this  Lease.  Landlord  is  a  corporation  with  principal  offices  at  529  South  Broadway,  Suite 
200,  Los  Angeles,  California  90013  and  tenant,  City  of  Los  Angeles,  is  a  municipal  corporation,  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  acting  through  its  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment,  200  North 
Spring  Street,  Room  2005,  Los  Angeles,  California  90012. 

1 .2  Premises.  Landlord  leases  to  City  and  City  leases  from  Landlord,  the  real  property  located  in  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles,  State  of  California,  containing  329  sq.  feet  of  office  space  within  the  building  ("Building") 
located  at  453  S.  Spring  Street  #1020,  Los  Angeles,  CA  90013  ("Premises").  Premises  are  acceptable  to  the 
tenants  as  found  on  January  14,  2014. 

1.3  Building  Ownership.  Landlord  warrants  that  Landlord  is  legally  authorized  to  rent  an  interior  office  of 
the  premise  as  described  in  Section  1.2. 

1.4  Execution  Date.  The  phrase  ’’Execution  Date”  for  Landlord  shall  mean  the  date  it  is  signed,  dated,  and 
delivered  by  Landlord  or  Landlord’s  authorized  representative.  The  phrase  ’’Execution  Date”  for  Tenant,  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  shall  mean  the  date  that  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment 
has  signed,  dated,  and  delivered  the  lease  to  Landlord.  The  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood 
Empowerment  is  only  authorized  to  execute  this  lease  after  the  City  Council  has  approved  the  lease  and  the  City 
Clerk  has  evidenced  same  by  signature/attestation. 

ARTICLE  2.  NOTICES 

2.1  Notices.  All  notices  and  demands  which  may  or  are  to  be  required  or  permitted  to  be  given  by  either 
party  to  the  other  hereunder  shall  be  in  writing.  All  notices  and  demands  shall  be  personally  delivered  (including 
by  means  of  professional  messenger  service),  sent  by  United  States  mail,  postage  prepaid,  return  receipt  requested, 
or  transmitted  by  telecopier  (e.g.,  Fax)  or  electronic  mail  (upon  mutual  agreement  of  participating  parties),  in 
which  case  the  receiving  party  shall  immediately  confirm  receipt  of  such  telecopied  or  e-mailed  notice.  All 
notices  are  effective  upon  receipt.  Any  Right  of  Way  number  shall  be  included  in  all  notices.  For  the  purposes 
of  such  notices,  the  addresses  for  the  parties  are  set  forth  in  Section  2.2  below.  Either  party  may  from  time  to 
time  designate  another  person  or  place  in  a  notice.

ARTICLE  3.  TERM 

3.1  Term.  The  term  of  this  Lease  shall  be  for  one  year  ("Term”)  only,  commencing  on  July  1,  2016 
("Lease  Commencement  Date")  and  terminating  on  June  30,  2017  ("Lease  Termination  Date"),  unless 
terminated  earlier.

ARTICLE  4.  RENTAL 

4.1  Rent.  City  agrees  to  pay  as  rent  for  the  Premises  the  sum  of  $996.00  per  month,  which  equals  to 
$11,950  ("Rent")  for  one-year  payable  from  the  Lease  Commencement  Date  and  in  advance  (CHECK  ONE  OF 
THE  FOLLOWING): 

X  On  the  first  day  of  the  full  Lease  Term  (one  single  payment  for  the  Term);  OR 

X  On  the  first  day  of  the  first  of  each  month  of  the  Lease  Term  (twelve  payments  for  the  Term);  OR 

_  On  the  first  day  of  each  of  the  first  (1st),  fourth  (4th),  seventh  (7th),  and  tenth  (10th)  months  of  the 

Lease  Term  (four  payments  for  the  Term). 

4.2  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate.  Pursuant  to  the  program  of  the  Controller  of  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles,  City  may  withhold  the  payment  of  Rent  under  Section  4.1  and  any  additional  rent  where  Landlord 
fails  to  have  a  Federal  Tax  Identification  Number  and  a  currently  valid  Business  Tax  Registration  Certificate 
("BTRC"  )  or,  where  applicable,  a  valid  Vendor  Registration  Number  ("VRN")  issued  by  the  City  Clerk  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  pursuant  to  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  section  21.00,  et  seq.  Such  withholding  of  Rent 
does  not  relieve  City  from  its  obligation  to  pay  such  Rent,  but  City  may  withhold,  without  penalty  or  interest,  all 
payments  of  Rent  until  Landlord  has  obtained  a  valid  BTRC  or  VRN,  after  which  City  shall  retroactively  pay  all 
Rent  due  and  owing  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  notice  from  Landlord  containing  proof  of  registration  and  an 
itemized  invoice  of  the  Rent  due.  If  Landlord  is  not  legally  required  to  possess  either  a  BTRC  or  a  VRN,  this 
Section  4.2  shall  not  apply;  provided,  however,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  on  Landlord  to  establish  such  non¬ 
applicability. 

4.3  Parking.  No  available  parking  on  premises.  Parking  availability  is  on  street  or  private  garage  at 
additional  cost. 

4.4  Meeting  Space.  No  available  space  for  monthly  board  meetings  on  premises. 

ARTICLE  5.  USE 

5.1  Use.  The  Premises  may  be  used  as  Tenant's  administrative  offices  to  support  the  Neighborhood  Council 
services  to  be  provided  to  the  community,  or  similar  uses. 
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5.2  Signage.  City  may  place  signs  on  the  exterior  windows,  doors,  or  walls  of  the  Premises  identifying  the 
nature  of  the  services  being  provided  within  the  Premises.  Signs  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  Landlord;  which 
approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld  or  delayed.  All  signs,  emblems,  seals,  logos,  insignia,  or  other  items 
containing  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  or  otherwise  indicative  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  must  be  returned 
to  City  (or,  where  applicable,  destroyed)  upon  termination  of  this  Lease.  Notwithstanding  the  above,  no  sign  shall 
be  placed  on  the  Building,  in  the  Building  or  on  or  around  the  Building  which  identifies  any  person,  company  or 
entity  which  is  engaged  in  the  promotion,  manufacture  and/or  distribution  of  materials  or  literature  which  is 
generally  considered  to  be  sexually  explicit,  pertains  to  the  use  of  illegal  drugs,  or  is  considered  to  be  anti -law 
enforcement.  Additional  stipulations  are  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  11  of  13  in  Exhibit  B  and  by  this 
reference  incorporated  herein. 


ARTICLE  6.  UTILITIES 

6.1  Utilities  Services  and  Custodial  Services.  Landlord  shall  provide  all  utilities  to  the  Premises  at  no 
additional  cost  to  City.  Tenant  will  provide  the  custodial  services  in  Suite  1020  at  tenant’s  cost. 

6.2  HVAC.  During  the  Term,  Landlord  shall,  at  Landlord’s  cost,  furnish  to  the  Premises  heat,  ventilation, 
and  air  conditioning  (”HVAC”)  reasonably  required  for  the  comfortable  use  and  occupation  of  the  Premises. 

ARTICLE  7.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

7.1  Repairs  and  Maintenance.  Landlord  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  Premises  and  any  common  area  of  the 
Building  in  good  condition  and  repair  during  the  entire  Term  of  this  Lease.  Landlord  shall  perform  all  required 
maintenance  to  the  plumbing,  electrical,  and  HVAC  systems  serving  the  Premises  at  Landlord’s  sole  cost, 
including  replacement  of  parts  as  necessary,  and  will  indemnify  City  for  all  damages  to  the  property  of  City  if  due 
to  the  negligence  of  Landlord,  or  its  employees  or  agents,  in  performing  such  repairs  or  maintenance. 

7.1.1  Landlords  Responsibilities.  It  is  Landlord’s  responsibility  to  provide  a  Building,  which  is 
fully  accessible  to  and  usable  by  individuals  with  disabilities  and  otherwise  in  compliance  with  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (“ADA”).  Landlord  shall  be  responsible,  at  its  own  cost,  to  make  such  modifications, 
additions,  or  changes  to  the  Premises  as  are  required  for  compliance  with  the  ADA  or  other  laws  applicable  to 
the  disabled  as  defined  within  those  laws. 

7.2  Limitations  on  Article.  Nothing  in  this  Article  7  shall  be  construed  to: 

7.2.1  Require  Landlord  to  forego  or  waive  any  exemption  or  other  relief  afforded  it  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ADA,  so  long  as  granting  of  such  relief  does  not  result  in  the  shifting  of  responsibility  for 
complying  with  the  ADA  to  the  City; 

7.2.2  Require  Landlord  to  take  any  action  that  would  threaten  or  destroy  the  historic  significance  of 
an  historic  property; 

7.2.3  Require  Landlord  to  provide  to  individuals  with  disabilities  personal  devices,  such  as 
wheelchairs;  individually  prescribed  devices,  such  as  prescription  eyeglasses  or  hearing  aids;  readers  for 
personal  use  or  study;  or  services  of  a  personal  nature  including  assistance  in  eating,  toileting,  or  dressing;  or 

7.2.4  Necessarily  require  Landlord  to  make  any  other  portion  of  the  Building  accessible  to  and  usable 
by  individuals  with  disabilities. 

ARTICLE  8.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

8.1  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Landlord  hereby  represents  to  City  that  there  are  no  Hazardous  Materials  in 
the  Building  or  the  real  property  upon  which  Building  is  situated.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this 
Lease,  Landlord  shall  be  responsible  for  the  removal  or  encapsulation  of  any  Hazardous  Materials  as  necessary  to 
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comply  with  all  applicable  laws,  codes,  regulations,  and  ordinances  and  the  requirements  of  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  any  other  regulatory  agency  having  jurisdiction. 


8.1.1  Hazardous  Materials  -  Defined.  The  phrase  ’’Hazardous  Materials”  as  used  in  this  Lease 
shall  mean  any  product,  substance,  chemical,  material,  or  waste  whose  presence,  nature,  quality,  and/or 
intensity  of  existence,  use,  manufacture,  disposal,  transportation,  spill,  release,  or  effect,  either  by  itself  or  in 
combination  with  other  materials  expected  to  be  on  the  Premises,  is  either:  (a)  potentially  injurious  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  or  welfare,  the  environment,  or  the  Premises,  (b)  regulated  or  monitored  by  any 
governmental  authority,  or  (c)  a  basis  for  liability  of  Landlord  to  any  governmental  agency  or  third  party 
under  any  applicable  statute  or  common  law  theory.  Hazardous  Materials  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
hydrocarbons,  petroleum,  gasoline,  crude  oil,  or  any  products,  by-products,  or  fractions  thereof. 

ARTICLE  9.  ASSIGNMENT 

9.1  Assignment.  City  shall  not  assign  the  Lease  or  sublet  any  portion  of  Leased  Premises  without  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Landlord.  Any  such  assignment  or  subletting  without  such  consent  shall  be  void  and,  at  the 
option  of  the  Landlord,  may  terminate  this  Lease.  However,  City,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment,  may  permit  other  City  of  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Councils  to  use  and  occupy 
the  Premises  subject  to  the  permitted  uses  as  described  in  Section  5.1  of  this  Lease.  City  shall  remain  jointly  and 
severally  liable  for  rent  and  additional  rent  that  accrues  until  the  date  on  which  the  City  or  its  successor  surrenders 
possession  of  Leased  Premises  to  the  Landlord. 

ARTICLE  10.  INDEMNIFICATION  AND  WAIVER  OF  SUBROGATION 

10.2  Indemnification.  City  shall  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  Landlord  from  and  against  any  and  all 
claims  arising  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  City  or  any  of  its  officers,  agencies,  employees,  contractors,  or 
licensees  in  the  occupancy  or  use  of  the  Premises  for  the  conduct  of  City  business.  Landlord  agrees  to  promptly 
notify  City  of  any  claims  for  which  City  may  be  liable  under  this  Section.  City  may  at  its  option  but  under  no 
obligation  defend  Landlord.  Landlord  shall  indemnify  City  and  hold  harmless  City  from  and  against  any  and  all 
claims  or  liabilities  arising  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  Landlord  or  any  of  its  officers,  employees,  licensees,  or 
contractors.  City  agrees  to  promptly  notify  Landlord  of  any  claim  for  which  Landlord  may  be  liable  under  this 
Section  and  Landlord  may  at  its  option  but  under  no  obligation  defend  City. 

10.3  Waiver  of  Subrogation.  Each  party  hereto  agrees  to  waive  its  rights  of  recovery  against  the  other  for 
any  physical  damage  it  may  sustain  to  the  extent  that  such  damage  is  covered  by  valid  and  collectible  property 
insurance.  Each  party  will  notify  its  respective  insurers  of  such  agreement. 

ARTICLE  11.  DEFAULT 

11.1  Default  by  City.  If  default  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants  herein  agreed  to  be  kept  or 
performed  by  City,  and  such  default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  written  notice  to  City,  this  Lease  may 
be  terminated  by  Landlord;  provided,  however,  that  any  delay  in  payment  of  Rent  due  to  delay  in  accounting, 
financial  or  budgetary  procedures  by  City  shall  not  be  deemed  a  default  unless  such  delay  shall  continue  thirty 
(30)  days  or  more  from  the  date  such  payment  was  due. 

ARTICLE  12.  ORDINANCEMANDATEDPRO VISIONS 

12.1  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  Section  10.10,  Article  1,  Chapter  1, 
Division  10  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code  related  to  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-l  in  Exhibit  A  and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein.  Pursuant  to  this 
Section,  Landlord  (and  any  subcontractor  of  Landlord  providing  services  to  City  under  this  Lease)  shall  (.1)  fully 
comply  with  all  State  and  federal  employment  reporting  requirements  for  Landlord’s  or  Landlord’s  subcontractor’s 
employees  applicable  to  Child  Support  Assignment  Orders;  (.2)  certify  that  the  principal  owner(s)  of  Landlord  and 
applicable  subcontractors  are  in  compliance  with  any  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of 
Assignment  applicable  to  them  personally;  (.3)  fully  comply  with  all  lawfully  served  Wage  and  Earnings 
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Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of  Assignment  in  accordance  with  California  Family  Code  section  5230,  et  seq.; 
and  (.4)  maintain  such  compliance  throughout  the  Term  of  this  Lease.  Pursuant  to  Section  lO.lO.b  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  failure  of  Landlord  or  an  applicable  subcontractor  to  comply  with  all 
applicable  reporting  requirements  or  to  implement  lawfully  served  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and 
Notices  of  Assignment  or  the  failure  of  any  principal  owner(s)  of  Landlord  or  applicable  subcontractors  to  comply 
with  any  Wage  and  Earnings  Assignment  Orders  and  Notices  of  Assignment  applicable  to  them  personally  shall 
constitute  a  default  of  this  Lease  subjecting  this  Lease  to  termination  where  such  failure  shall  continue  for  more 
than  ninety  (90)  days  after  notice  of  such  failure  to  Landlord  by  City. 

12.2  Non-Discrimination  in  Employment. 

12.2.1  General  Provision  Landlord  agrees  and  obligates  itself  in  the  performance  of  this  Lease  not 
to  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment  because  of  the  employee's  or  applicant's 
race,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  age,  physical  handicap,  marital  status, 
domestic  partner  status,  or  medical  condition. 

12.2.2  Equal  Employment  Practices.  This  Lease  is  a  contract  with  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Los  Angeles  for  which  the  consideration  is  $1000.00  or  more.  Accordingly,  during  the  performance  of  this 
Lease,  Landlord  further  agrees  to  comply  with  Section  10.8.3  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code 
(“Equal  Employment  Practices”),  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-8  in  Exhibit  A 
and  by  this  reference  incorporated  herein.  By  way  of  specification  but  not  limitation,  pursuant  to 
Sections  10.8.3.E  and  10.8.3.F  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  the  failure  of  Landlord  to  comply 
with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease  may  be  deemed  to  be  a  material  breach  of  this 
Lease.  No  such  finding  shall  be  made  or  penalties  assessed  except  upon  a  full  and  fair  hearing  after  notice 
and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  to  Landlord.  Upon  a  finding  duly  made  that  Landlord  has 
failed  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease,  this  Lease  may  be  forthwith 
terminated. 

12.2.3  Equal  Benefits  Provisions.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  Section  10.8.2.1,  Article  1,  Chapter  1, 
Division  10  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code  (“Equal  Benefits  Provisions”)  related  to  equal  benefits 
to  employees,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  beginning  on  page  A-3  in  Exhibit  A  and  by  this  reference 
incorporated  herein.  Landlord  agrees  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  10.8.2.1.  By  way  of 
specification  but  not  limitation,  pursuant  to  Section  10.8.2.1.C  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  the 
failure  of  Landlord  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease  may  be  deemed 
to  be  a  material  breach  of  this  Lease.  No  such  finding  shall  be  made  or  penalties  assessed  except  upon  a  full 
and  fair  hearing  after  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  to  Landlord.  Upon  a  finding  duly 
made  that  Landlord  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  Equal  Employment  Practices  provisions  of  this  Lease,  this 
Lease  may  be  forthwith  terminated. 

12.3  Slavery  Disclosure  Ordinance.  This  Lease  is  subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Slavery 
Disclosure  Ordinance.  ("SDO")  (Section  10.41,  et  seq,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code),  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  hereto  starting  on  page  A-9  in  Exhibit  A.  Unless  otherwise  exempt  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
this  Ordinance,  Landlord  certifies  that  it  has  complied  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  Under  the 
provisions  of  Section  10.41.2(b)  of  the  Los  Angeles  Administrative  Code,  City  has  the  authority,  under 
appropriate  circumstances,  to  terminate  this  Lease  and  otherwise  pursue  legal  remedies  that  may  be  available  to 
City  if  City  determines  that  the  Landlord  failed  to  fully  and  accurately  complete  the  SDO  affidavit  or  otherwise 
violated  any  provision  of  the  SDO. 

12.4  Ordinance  Language  Governs.  Exhibit  A  is  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference;  in  the  event  of  a  discrepancy  between  Exhibit  A  and  the  applicable  ordinance  language,  as  amended, 
the  language  of  the  ordinance  shall  govern. 

ARTICLE  13.  MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

13.1  Access  to  Premises.  City,  its  employees,  agents,  and  invitees,  have  ready  access  to  the  Building  and 
Premises  through  the  main  lobby  of  the  Building  and  elevators.  Landlord  will  provide  tenant  with  four  (4)  keys  to 
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the  Premises  as  soon  as  lease  is  executed.  The  building  and  premises  is  accessible  twenty- four  hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week. 

13.2  Access  by  Landlord.  City  agrees  that  Landlord,  its  agents  or  employees  may  enter  upon  Premises  at 
any  reasonable  time  during  the  Term,  with  prior  notice  to  City,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  taking 
measurements,  and  doing  similar  work  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  plans  for  construction  of  improvements  on 
the  Premises,  with  the  understanding  that  such  work  will  be  performed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  a  minimum  of 
interference  with  the  use  of  the  property  by  City.  The  Landlord  may  utilize  certain  areas  of  the  building  for 
media,  live  performances,  and  filming  with  proper  notice. 

13.3  Accord  and  Satisfaction.  No  payment  by  City  or  receipt  by  Landlord  of  a  lesser  amount  than  the  Rent 
payment  herein  stipulated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  other  than  on  account  of  the  Rent,  nor  shall  any  endorsement  or 
statement  on  any  check  or  any  letter  accompanying  any  check  or  payment  as  Rent  be  deemed  an  accord  and 
satisfaction  and  Landlord  may  accept  such  check  or  payment  without  prejudice  to  Landlord's  right  to  recover  the 
balance  of  such  Rent  or  pursue  any  other  remedy  provided  in  this  Lease.  City  agrees  that  each  of  the  foregoing 
covenants  and  agreements  shall  be  applicable  to  any  covenant  or  agreement  either  expressly  contained  in  this 
Lease  or  imposed  by  any  statute  or  at  common  law. 

13.4  Capacity  of  City  as  Tenant.  Except  where  clearly  and  expressly  provided  otherwise  in  this  Lease,  the 
capacity  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  in  this  Lease  shall  be  as  a  tenant,  and  any  obligations  or  restrictions  imposed 
by  this  Lease  on  City  shall  be  limited  to  that  capacity  and  shall  not  relate  to  or  otherwise  affect  any  activity  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  in  its  governmental  capacity,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  enactment  of  laws,  inspection 
of  structures,  issuance  of  permits,  or  any  other  enforcement  functions  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  pursuant  to 
Federal,  state,  or  local  law. 

13.5  Captions  and  Table  of  Contents.  The  captions  and  table  of  contents  contained  in  this  Lease  are  for 
convenience  and  reference  only,  are  not  intended  to  define  or  limit  the  scope  of  any  provisions  of  this  Lease,  and 
shall  not  be  used  with  respect  to  the  interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Lease. 

13.6  Governing  Law  and  Venue.  This  Lease  will  be  governed  by  the  law  of  the  State  of  California  and 
will  be  construed  and  interpreted  according  to  that  law.  Venue  on  any  action  arising  out  of  this  Lease  will  be 
proper  only  in  the  County  of  Los  Angeles,  State  of  California. 

13.7  Quiet  Possession.  Upon  City  paying  the  Rent  required  hereunder  and  observing  and  performing  all  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  provisions  on  City's  part  to  be  observed  and  performed  hereunder,  City  shall  have 
quiet  possession  of  the  Premises  for  the  entire  Term  hereof,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Lease. 

13.8  Reasonable  Consent.  Except  as  limited  elsewhere  in  this  Lease,  wherever  in  this  Lease  Landlord  or 
City  is  required  to  give  its  consent  or  approval  to  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  other,  such  consent  or  approval 
shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld.  In  the  event  of  failure  to  give  any  such  consent,  the  other  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  specific  performance  at  law  and  shall  have  such  other  remedies  as  are  reserved  to  it  under  this  Lease, 
but  in  no  event  shall  Landlord  or  City  be  responsible  in  monetary  damages  for  failure  to  give  consent  unless  such 
consent  is  withheld  maliciously  or  in  bad  faith. 

13.9  Removal  of  Property.  All  articles  of  personal  property  and  all  business  and  trade  fixtures,  machinery 
and  equipment,  furniture  and  movable  partitions  owned  by  City  or  installed  by  City  at  its  expense  in  the  Premises 
shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of  City  and  may  be  removed  by  City  at  any  time  during  the  Term  when  City  is 
not  in  default  hereunder. 

13.10  Severabilitv/Entire  Agreement.  Any  provision  of  this  Lease,  which  shall  prove  to  be  invalid,  void, 
or  illegal  shall  in  no  way  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  any  other  provision  hereof  any  such  other  provisions  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  This  Lease  and  the  Exhibits  attached  hereto  constitute  the  entire  agreement 
between  the  parties  hereto  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter  hereof,  and  no  prior  agreement  or  understanding 
pertaining  to  any  such  matter  shall  be  effective  for  any  purpose.  No  provision  of  this  Lease  may  be  amended  or 
supplemented  except  by  an  agreement  in  writing  signed  by  the  parties  hereto  or  their  successor  in  interest. 
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13.11.  Termination  of  Lease. 


13.1 1.1.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  the  parties  upon  mutual  agreement  upon  giving  at  least 
sixty  (60)  days  prior  written  notice  to  the  other  party. 

13.11.2.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  by  the  Landlord,  if  tenant,  tenant’s  guests,  business  partners  or 
stakeholders  create  a  hostile  or  disruptive  environment  or  working  conditions  for  landlord,  landlord’s  guests  or 
business  partners,  The  Landlord  must  give  a  thirty  (30)  notice  to  cure  the  violation.  If  the  violation  is  not  cured 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Notice  to  Cure,  the  Landlord  may  terminate  the  Lease  giving  a  written  thirty  (30) 
day  Notice  of  Termination. 

13.1 1.3.  This  Lease  may  be  terminated  immediately  upon  giving  at  least  five  (5)  days  prior  written  notice  by 
either  party  depending  on  severity  of  the  hostile/disruptive  environment  created  as  per  Subsection  13.11.2,  or  due 
to  extenuating  circumstances  that  make  the  building  unsafe  and/or  uninhabitable. 

13.1 1.4.  Should  this  Lease  be  terminated  sooner  than  June  30,  2017,  the  Landlord  shall  reimburse  the  City  the 
prorated  rent  amount  of  $996.00  per  month  that  has  been  paid  beyond  the  termination  date. 

13.12.  Taxes.  Landlord  shall  pay  all  taxes  or  assessments  levied  upon  real  property  containing  the  Premises, 
but  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  taxes  or  assessments  levied  against  the  personal  property  or  fixtures  of  City. 
Property  owned  by  City,  as  a  governmental  entity  is  exempt  from  state  taxation  under  California  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Code  section  202(a)(4)  and  Section  3(b)  of  Article  XIII  of  the  California  Constitution.  In  the  event  any 
or  all  of  City’s  tenant  improvements,  equipment,  furniture,  fixtures  and  personal  property  shall  be  assessed  with 
the  Building,  Landlord  shall  immediately  notify  City  and  City  shall  cause  such  property  to  be  separately  assessed 
to  City. 

13.13.  Time.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  the  performance  of  every  provision  of  this  Lease  in  which 
time  or  performance  is  a  factor.  All  references  in  this  Lease  to  "  days”  shall  mean  calendar  days  unless  specifically 
modified  herein  to  be  ’’business”  or  ’’working”  days. 

13.14.  Waiver.  Waiver  by  Landlord  or  City  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  conditions  contained  herein  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  continuing  waiver. 

13.15.  Insurance  Indemnity.  The  Lessee  is  self-insured  and  will  provide  proof  upon  execution  of  this 
Agreement  via  a  City  Self  Insured  Letter  dated  January  8,  2016  and  hereto  attached  and  such  described  coverage 
shall  remain  effective  and  unchanged  throughout  the  term  of  this  Agreement. 

13.16  Entire  Agreement.  This  lease  and  Exhibit  A  constitute  the  entire  agreement  between  the  parties 
concerning  the  subject  matter  hereof  and  supersedes  all  prior  or  contemporaneous  agreements,  representations  and 
understandings.  Any  and  all  modifications  or  amendments  to  the  Lease  must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  both 
parties. 

13.17.  Counterparts/Execution  of  Contract  by  E-signature.  This  contract  is  being  entered  electronically.  It 
is  agreed  that  electronic  signatures  are  the  legal  equivalent  of  your  manual  signature  or  “wet”  signature  on  a 
contract.  This  Contract  will  be  electronically  signed  in  counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  deemed  an  original 
but  all  of  which  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the  same  instrument.  In  addition,  this  contract  may  also  be 
entered  by  manual  or  “wet”  signature.  It  is  agreed  that  an  electronic  signature  may  be  delivered  using  pdf  or 
similar  file  type  transmitted  via  electronic  mail,  cloud  based  server,  e-signature  technology  or  other  similar 
electronic  means. 
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IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  Broadway  Tower,  Inc.,  Landlord  herein,  and  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  a  municipal 
corporation,  acting  by  and  through  its  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment,  Tenant  herein,  and  have  both 
executed  this  lease.  Execution  of  this  lease  by  the  Tenant,  City  of  Los  Angeles,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  occurred  after  the  City  Clerk  has  signed/attested  too  same,  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  has  signed,  dated,  and  delivered  the  lease  to  Landlord.

1  of  this  Lease  is  blank  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  may 
enter  a  date  in  such  space  for  reference  purposes,  although  the  effective  date  of  the  lease  shall  remain  the  date  it  is 
executed  by  the  Tenant,  City  of  Los  Angeles,  as  set  forth  above.

As  you  may  be  aware,  Grievance  91  and  92  were  filed  against  the  Downtown  Los 
Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  by  two  stakeholders  alleging  harassment  and 
aggressive  behavior  by  a  Neighborhood  Council  Member. 

Due  to  the  nature  of  the  Grievances,  the  Department  of  Neighborhood 
Empowerment  determined  Grievance  91  and  92  were  not  applicable  to  the 
Department’s  Grievance  Policy  which  states,  “the  Grievance  process  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  an  allegation  of  wrongdoing  by  an  individual  member  of  a 
Neighborhood  Council  board  or  committee.” 

Although  the  Grievances  will  not  be  processed  through  the  Department’s  Grievance 
Process  and  forwarded  to  the  Neighborhood  Council  for  disposition,  as  directed  by 
the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney,  you  are  notified  the  behavior  and  language  is 
prohibited.  Additionally,  you  may  not  represent  yourself  as  a  City  Council  Member. 

If  this  behavior  continues,  you  may  be  subject  to  removal  from  the  Downtown  Los 
Angeles  Neighborhood  Council.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood 
Council.  It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  "DLANC." 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  DLANC  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest  to 
DLANC,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  DLANC,  the  delivery  of  City 
services  to  DLANC  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

2.  To  initiate  and  participate  in  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  DLANC  area;  and 

3.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  DLANC; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  candidates. 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  DLANC  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  DLANC; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  DLANC 
business. 

7.  The  DLANC  shall  strive  to  unify  and  serve  the  interests  of  the  Downtown  community 
by: 

a.  Creating  an  organization  that  truly  represents  the  diversity  of  people  and 
interests  of  Downtown; 
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b.  Developing  an  organization  that  interacts  with  the  Downtown  community  and 
adjacent  Neighborhood  Councils  by  becoming  a  conduit  for  communication 
and  by  listening  to  and  informing  all  who  have  interests  in  Downtown; 

c.  Representing  community  interests  in  dealings  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
and  other  government  jurisdictions; 

d.  Monitoring  and  communicating  with  City  employees  and  departments  that 
serve  Downtown; 

e.  Utilizing  all  city,  county,  state,  and  federal  mandates  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  Downtown; 

f.  Consulting  with  City  officials  regarding  development  plans  Downtown;  and 

g.  Encouraging  activities  that  highlight  public  safety,  neighborhood 
beautification,  residential  and  economic  development,  and  historic 
preservation  and  renovation. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

DLANC  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1:  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  -  101  Freeway  from  Edgeware  Road  east  to  Los  Angeles  Street,  south  to  3rd 
Street,  east  to  San  Pedro  Street,  south  to  4th  Street,  east  to  Alameda  Street,  south 
to  7th  Street,  east  to  the  Los  Angeles  River; 

B.  East  -  Los  Angeles  River  south  from  7th  Street  to  25th  Street; 

C.  South  -  25th  Street  at  the  Los  Angeles  River  west  to  Alameda  Street,  north  to 
Washington  Boulevard,  Washington  Boulevard,  west  to  Grand  Avenue,  south  to 
23rd  Street,  west  to  the  110  Freeway;  and 

D.  West  -  1 10  Freeway  at  23rd  Street,  north  to  8th  Street,  west  to  Bixel  Street,  north  to 
Miramar  Street,  west  to  Emerald  Street,  north  to  2nd  Street,  west  to  Edgeware 
Road,  north  to  1st,  east  to  Beaudry,  north  to  the  101  Freeway 

The  boundaries  of  DLANC  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Downtown  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries 

A.  Residential  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Residential  Director  election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

B.  Business  Area  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Business  Director  Election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
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who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  DLANC  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”).  Directors  (“the  Directors”)  are  the  elected  or  selected  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  No  single  Stakeholder 
group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating  circumstances  exist  and  are 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”).  The  composition 
of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  live  (own  or  rent)  within  the  DLANC  boundaries.  Eleven  (11) 
Directors  shall  represent  Residents.  Residents  are  tenants  or  homeowners  who 
occupy  their  own  dwellings  (36%).  Resident  Directors  shall  include  one  (1)  Director 
elected  by  residents  in  each  of  the  following  geographic  or  community  areas  as 
follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (3  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (3  Directors) 

6.  Area-Wide  Homeless  (1  Director) 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the 
DLANC  boundaries.  Eight  (8)  Directors  shall  represent  Business  Interests  (34%); 
Business  Interests  are  those  interests  whose  members  are  engaged  in  for-profit 
activity,  commercial  activity,  business  associations,  or  business  improvement 
districts  within  the  DLANC  geographic  area.  Business  Directors  shall  include 
Directors  elected  by  business  members  in  each  of  the  identified  geographic  areas, 
as  follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (2  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (2  Directors) 

C.  Social  Service  Providers  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  Two  (2)  Directors  shall  represent  Social  Service  Providers  elected 
area-wide  from  entities  including  but  not  limited  to  mission-type  organizations,  faith- 
based  organizations  that  provide  social  services,  nonprofit  affordable  housing 
development  and  management  organizations,  nonprofit  educational  and 
employment  training  organizations,  social  service  advocacy  groups,  nonprofit 
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hospital  and  other  health  care  providers,  social  service  counseling  organizations, 
and  life  enrichment  organizations  such  as  senior  service  centers  (11%). 

D.  Area  Wide  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at 
sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  live,  work  or  own  property  within  the  DLANC 
boundaries  (9%).  Two  (2)  Area-Wide  Directors  shall  represent  any  person  who 
lives,  works  or  owns  property  within  the  DLANC  boundaries. 

E.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Member  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  One  (1)  At-Large  Director  shall  represent  any  person  who  claims  any 
type  of  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown  (5%).  The  At-Large  Director  shall  be  elected 
by  anyone  who  holds  any  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown. 

Alternate  Board  Directors  --  Each  Director  shall  have  the  ability  to  appoint  their 
alternate  with  approval  by  the  Board.  The  Alternate  will  have  voting  authority  when 
the  Director  is  absent  from  board.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  Director  to  inform 
his  or  her  Alternate  in  advance  if  the  Alternate  needs  to  attend  any  meeting. 
Alternates  are  required  to  meet  eligibility  requirements  for  that  Director’s  seat. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  a  Director,  their  seat  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  their 
Alternate’s  status  shall  be  invalidated. 


Section  2:  Quorum  -  Thirteen  (13)  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Directors  present  and  voting,  not 
including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Directors  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  or  until  the 
next  General  Election.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  DLANC 
and  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

A.  Speaking  for  the  Board  -No  individual  Director  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  an  unwritten  or  un-voted  upon  Board  position 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  President  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  This 
rule  shall  only  apply  when  the  Director  is  speaking  publicly  and  has  made  it  known 
or  it  is  known  of  his/her  position  on  DLANC. 

1 .  Official  Action  -  The  President  may  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority 
to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Board  position  that  has  been 
previously  adopted  or  a  statement  that  DLANC  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such 
authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time. 

2.  Personal  Opinion  Exemption  -  Upon  discussing  opinion  on  a  topic  that  has 
not  been  voted  upon  or  adopted  by  the  DLANC  Board,  THEN  the  Board 
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Member  has  a  duty  to  make  clear  and  clarify  that  this  is  their  opinion  and  is 
NOT  the  opinion  of  the  DLANC  Board. 


This  rule  is  not  designed  or  intended  to  limit  Board  Directors’  Outreach  to  the 
public  and  their  constituents.  The  intention  is  to  clarify  that  when  Directors 
are  speaking  in  a  public  forum  on  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  DLANC 
that  they  state  clearly  that  they  are  speaking  to  their  personal  opinion  or  to 
“factual”  statements  or  statement  within  the  public  record. 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Vacant  Board  seats  shall  be  announced  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Board 
meeting. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  to  the  Secretary  and  the  Vice-President  of  Administration. 

C.  The  Vice-President  of  Administration  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for  a 
seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

G.  Any  time  a  designated  seat  remains  unfilled  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  vacancy  is 
announced  at  a  Board  meeting  it  shall  automatically  become  an  at-large  seat  until 
the  next  General  Election  at  which  point  it  shall  revert  back  to  the  original 
designation  as  defined  in  these  bylaws. 


Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  consecutive  regularly 
scheduled  DLANC  Board  meetings  or  four  (4)  total  Board  meetings  during  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the  Board.  Each  DLANC  Director’s  absence 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  DLANC’s  meeting  minutes  or  other  manner  of  Board  record  keeping, 
and  that,  upon  missing  the  specified  number  of  Board  meetings  for  removal,  the  President 
shall  notify  the  Board  Director,  copy  the  Board,  and  announce  at  the  next  regular  Board 
meeting  that  their  seat  has  been  declared  vacant.  If  a  Director’s  Alternate  attends  in  the 
Director’s  absence,  this  will  NOT  count  towards  an  absence  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
Any  regular  meeting  of  DLANC’s  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Director  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  DLANC  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Director  for  actions 
conducted  in  the  course  of  DLANC  business  by  censuring  the  Director  at  a  DLANC  Board 
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meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  scheduled  DLANC  Board 
meeting  for  discussion  and  action.  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney 
throughout  any  Director  censure  process. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the 
following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Director  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii) 
the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200)  stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
DLANC  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
present  and  voting  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good  cause, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  DLANC  business; 
violations  of  the  Bylaws  or  Code  of  Conduct  following  a  Director’s  submission  to  the 
Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Director  to  be  removed,  ii) 
states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or 
procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of 
at  least  four  (4)  Directors. 

1.  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Directors  and  the  matter 
placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
attending  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via 
DLANC’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  may  resign  from  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written 
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resignation  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  Director  of 
the  Board  who  ceases  to  be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  DLANC  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  DLANC,  including  its 
Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  DLANC,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek 
leadership  positions  within  DLANC. 

A.  DLANC  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its  activities 
and  recommendations  to  the  Board  at  regular  DLANC  meetings. 

B.  DLANC  shall  maintain  a  web  site  presence  to  disseminate  information  to  DLANC 
Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  DLANC. 

C.  In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to 
solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast 
to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood 
Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local  organizations  as  determined  by 
the  Board. 

D.  Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with 
other  Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 


ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  Board  shall  select  the  officers  of  the  Board  from 
among  its  Directors.  Officers  may  be  selected  from  any  category  of  Stakeholdership.  The 
officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the  following  positions,  which  all  together 
comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice  President  of  Administration,  Vice 
President  of  Outreach  and  Communications,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows: 

A.  The  President  -  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  DLANC  and  shall  preside  at  all 
DLANC  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings,  represent  the  interests 
of  DLANC  before  the  City  Council  and  City  departments,  boards,  and  commissions, 
or  delegate  such  representation  as  warranted;  serve  as  spokesperson  for  DLANC  in 
the  press  and  before  the  public  or  delegate  such  a  function  as  warranted.  The 
President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  DLANC  committees. 

B.  The  Vice  President 

1 .  Vice  President  of  Administration  -  shall  serve  as  President  in  the 
absence  of  the  President;  be  responsible  for  the  operational  and  logistical 
needs  of  the  Board;  and  Chair  the  Rules  and  Selections  Committee.  The 
Vice  President  of  Administration  shall  also  maintain  oversight  of  all 
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DLANC  Committees. 


2.  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and  Communications  -  shall  prepare  and 
release  media  statements  (after  approval  by  the  President);  oversee 
DLANC's  web  site  and  be  responsible  for  maintaining  and  updating  the 
stakeholder  database  and  ensuring  its  confidentiality;  routinely  inform  the 
public  of  DLANC's  activities;  actively  solicit  interest  and  participation  in 
DLANC's  activities;  and  Chair  the  Outreach  Committee. 

C.  The  Secretary  -  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  a  record  of  all  proceedings, 
correspondence,  documents  and  Board  meeting  attendance;  shall  be  responsible 
for  keeping  and  posting  minutes  of  all  Board  and  Executive  Committee  meetings; 
and  shall  maintain  a  current  roster  of  Directors  and  Alternates.  The  Secretary  shall 
also  be  the  Officer  of  Service  for  grievances  and  California  Public  Records  Act 
Requests. 

D.  The  Treasurer  -  shall  Chair  the  Budget  &  Finance  Committee.  The  Treasurer  shall 
oversee  the  finances  of  DLANC  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  and  Los  Angeles  City  requirements  and  in  general 
perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  provide  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  request  a  written  account  of  the  finances 
of  DLANC  for  Board  approval. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board 
meeting  following  a  General  election. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  their 
terms  shall  correspond  with  the  term  of  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  term  limits  for  DLANC 
officers. 


ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  DLANC  are:  The  Executive 
Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  the  Outreach  and  Communications 
Committee,  the  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  the  Rules  and  Selection  Committee,  the 
Livability  Committee,  the  Government  Liaison  Committee  and  the  Urban  Issues  and  Resource 
Committee.  The  DLANC  Board  may  also  create  additional  Standing  committees  by  amending 
these  Bylaws.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  Chaired  by  a  DLANC  Director  and  shall 
consist  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  including  the  Chair.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these 
bylaws,  Committees  must  consist  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each 
Standing  Committee  to: 

1 .  Monitor  the  proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  or  committees,  and  the 
proposed  actions,  programs,  projects,  and  performance  of  the  City 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  for  which  each  Standing 
Committee  has  subject  matter  jurisdiction; 

2.  Invite  City  officials  and  others  to  Committee  meetings  and  hear

presentations  on  topics  germane  to  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Committee; 

3.  Consider  recommending  to  the  Board  on  a  regular  basis  positions  on 
proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  and  proposed  actions,  programs, 
projects,  and  performance  of  City  departments; 

4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board,  undertake  special  projects  and  programs 
to  achieve  desired  City  actions,  civic  improvements,  or  other  matters 
relating  to  its  subject  matter  jurisdiction. 

5.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these  bylaws,  all  Standing  Committees  shall 
meet  at  least  every  other  month  with  no  less  than  eight  (8)  meetings  per 
year. 

A.  Executive  Committee  -  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  President  as 
Chair,  the  Vice  President  for  Administration,  the  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and 
Communications,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
nominate  Standing  Committee  chairs  and  approve  items  for  the  agenda  for  the 
Board  of  Directors  meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  discuss  the  merits 
of  any  potential  agenda  items.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  approve  the  Mission 
Statement  for  all  newly  proposed  Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

B.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  shall  create  the  annual  budget  and  monthly  financial  statements 
for  Board  approval. 

C.  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Administration.  The  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  shall  review  and  recommend 
proposed  amendments  to  these  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  and  oversee  the 
selection  process  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  This  committee  shall 
meet  as  needed. 

D.  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Outreach  and  Communication.  The  Outreach  Committee  is  responsible  for 
organizing  DLANC  Town  Halls  and  promoting  all  DLANC  meetings  and  events.  This 
committee  shall  administer  all  DLANC  social  media. 

Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of 
eleven  (11)  members,  no  more  than  seven  (7)  and  no  less  than  four  (4)  of  which 
shall  be  DLANC  Board  members.  The  committee  members  shall  be  selected  by 
each  new  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  being  seated. 

E.  Livability  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Livability  Committee  hears  issues 
related  to  open  space,  recreation,  transportation,  mobility,  sustainability  and  other 
topics  related  to  giving  downtown  a  rich,  livable  environment  for  DLANC 
stakeholders. 
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Government  Liaison  Committee-  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Government  Liaison 
Committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  issues  and  motions  coming  before  the  City 
Council  and  other  City  Departments  and  bringing  them  before  the  DLANC  Board 
and/or  committees.  It  is  also  responsible  for  submitting  Community  Impact 
Statements  following  Board  approval. 

F.  Urban  Issues  and  Resources  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Urban 
Issues  and  Resources  Committee  works  with  issues  related  to  the  Central  City  East 
area,  also  known  as  “Skid  Row”.  Issues  would  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
housing,  health,  safety,  and  economic  development. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues.  Proposed  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  submit  a  brief  Mission 
Statement  which  needs  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  being  placed  on 
the  Board  agenda.  The  term  shall  be  specified  upon  the  creation  of  the  committee  but  shall 
not  exceed  one  (1 )  year  or  until  the  seating  of  a  newly  elected  Board,  whichever  occurs  first. 
Upon  the  seating  of  a  new  DLANC  Board,  any  existing  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  be  terminated 
and  may  apply  for  renewal.  Chairs  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board 
President  at  any  regular  Board  meeting.  Any  Ad  Hoc  Committee  not  meeting  for  four  (4) 
consecutive  months  shall  be  automatically  terminated. 


Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  All 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  and  may  include  any 
interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the  by  the 
Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide 
regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every 
Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  DLANC  meeting  minutes  and  be  an  addendum  or  amendment  to  the  Standing 
Rules  of  DLANC. 
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F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  the 
Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Policy,  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental 
policy . 

Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  DLANC  boundaries 
at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall  be 
established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  DLANC  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Directors  for  any  lawful  purpose  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board,  by  the  President,  or  by  a  petition  signed  by  one 
hundred  (100)  or  more  Stakeholders.  The  meeting  date  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  but  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  petition  by  the  Board.  No 
business,  other  than  the  general  nature  of  which  was  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting,  may  be  conducted  at  such  a  meeting. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each 
DLANC  meeting  at  its  monthly  meeting  prior  to  the  next  general  DLANC  Board  meeting. 

During  the  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  meeting,  excluding  the  seventy-two  (72) 
hour  period  just  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  Meeting,  the  President  or  his/her  Executive 
Committee  Member  appointee,  may  set  or  amend/change  the  agenda  and  submit  it  to  the 
Secretary  for  posting.  Any  such  agendized  items  or  changes  shall  be  specially  noted  on  the 
published  agenda. 

AND: 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written  request  to 
the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  the  appropriate  Committee  as  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting,  the  Board  shall  either  consider 
the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the  proposal.  DLANC  is  required  to 
consider  the  proposal  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal.  Proposals  made  under  the  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules 
regarding  reconsideration 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in  compliance  with  the 
Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  with  the  Neighborhood  Council  Posting  Policy.  An  updated  listing  of 
DLANC’s  physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  board  and  the  Department. 
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Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the 
following  Motion  for  Reconsideration  process: 


A.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

B.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that 
follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  DLANC 
may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

C.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  Director  of  the  Board  that 
previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the 
Board  (the  "Moving  Director"). 

D.  The  Moving  Director  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  during  the 
same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  or  by 
properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that 
occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

E.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Director  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 

F.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  Director  of  the  Board. 

G.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the 
Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  DLANC’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means  those 
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officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over  Neighborhood 
Councils. 


C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
DLANC  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  DLANC’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  DLANC’s  accounts  and  attest  to 
their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  DLANC  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department.  No 
dues,  fees,  or  assessments  shall  be  required  for  membership  in  the  DLANC. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  DLANC's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any 
and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16)  and  above 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  DLANC  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder  status 
by  providing  acceptable  documentation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  DLANC  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  Any  additional  language  shall  be  put  forth  in 
the  Standing  Rules. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel. 
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C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the 
dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Directors  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next 
regular  DLANC  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  DLANC  meetings.  The  Neighborhood 
Council  grievance  review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances, 
policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 

F.  Directors  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Director  or  against  DLANC. 

G.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through  this  process,  then  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the 
Plan. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

DLANC  shall  use  the  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  DLANC  meetings.  Additional 
rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or  DLANC 
meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  the  DLANC  Standing 
Rules. 


ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Director  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the  Secretary 
place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  approval  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Directors 
present  and  voting  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these  Bylaws 
and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  as  well 
as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan,  the  City  Code 
of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section 
49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies  pertaining 
to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders 
shall  conduct  all  DLANC  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner.  Board 
Directors  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board  Member  Code  of 
Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Directors  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  Neighborhood 
Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and  sexual 
harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they 
will  lose  their  DLANC  voting  rights.  All  Board  Directors  must  take  ethics  and  funding  training 
prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  DLANC  shall  conduct  a  self  assessment  pursuant 
to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

I  want  to  remind  everyone  that  we  need  to  get  volunteers  for  the  Equity  Funding  Working  Group. 
What  is  equity  funding? 


Some  NCs  find  it  difficult  to  keep  in  touch  with  their  stakeholders  because  of  the  size  of  the  NC. 
Some  spend  a  large  proportion  of  their  budget  on  translation  services  or  meeting  locations 
Others,  with  smaller  stakeholder  numbers  can  spend  more  lavishly  on  community  improvement 
projects.

Citywide  Mural  Program.  Visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural 
registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question  section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for 
your  Neighborhood  Council. 

For  Neighborhood  Councils,  there  are  a  couple  of  key  points  to  be  mindful  of  with  murals.  Early  research  and  preparation 
is  key  to  a  successful  mural  project. 

1 .  Please  contact  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment’s,  Semee.Park@lacity.org  for  guidance  if  you  would 
like  to  work  on  a  project  involving  a  mural  or  providing  money  for  a  mural. 

2.  Money  may  only  be  expended  toward  mural  projects  when  the  mural  is  registered  with  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Affairs,  including  murals  located  on  public  or  private  property.  In  addition,  murals  are  currently  only  allowed 

on  residential  property  in  Council  Districts,  1, 9,  14,  and  15. 

3.  If  the  mural  is  located  on  private  property,  please  visit  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs 

website  http://culturela.org/murals  for  the  mural  registration  application  and  for  a  robust  Frequently  Asked  Question 
section  that  can  answer  many  of  the  questions  for  your  Neighborhood  Council. 

Murals  located  on  City  property  must  go  through  a  different  process,  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Public  Art  Committee 
and  Cultural  Affairs  Commission.  For  more  information,  see  DCA  Public  Art  Approval 

4.  The  property  owner  must  sign  the  application  certifying  permission  (notary  is  required)  and  accepting  maintenance 
responsibility.  A  2-year  covenant  is  filed  with  the  County  Recorder’s  Office  to  ensure  that  the  mural  remain  for  a  minimum 
of  2  years.  There  is  a  registration  fee  of  $60.00  for  mural  registration  implementation. 

5.  There  is  a  required  neighborhood  involvement  meeting  for  each  new  mural  proposal  and  is  a  great  opportunity  to 
expand  your  Neighborhood  Council’s  Outreach.  Reach  out  to  your  Neighborhood  Council  Advocate  to  collaborate!

In  the  DLANC  bylaws  there  is  a  procedure  given  for  removing  board  members  by  submitting  a 
stakeholder  petition.  I  am  concerned  about  getting  this  process  correct,  so  I  would  like  to  get 
some  advice  from  DONE. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the 
following  ways:

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Director  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii) 
the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200)  stakeholders. 

Is  there  a  particular  format  for  making  the  petition  or  rules  for  distributing  them?  It  would  be 
more  clear  cut  if  we  could  get  an  appointment  with  someone  at  DONE  so  we  can  get  the  format 
approved  in  writing  in  case  the  City  Attorney's  office  wants  verification  later.

I'm  sorry  to  bother  you,  with  this  again,  but  my  question  seems  to  have 
slipped  from  your  agenda  somehow. 

There's  a  procedure  in  the  DLANC  bylaws  for  removing  a  board  member.  It 
requires  200  stakeholder  signatures  on  a  petition.  I  and  some  other 
stakeholders  would  like  to  implement  this  procedure.  Recent  experiences 
with  DLANC 's  bylaws  have  shown  us  that  they're  often  out  of  date  and/or

Referring  to  Section  9A:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members,  of  the  DLANC  Bylaws,  approved 
on  July  20,  2015,  it  outlines  the  process  for  removal  by  Stakeholders. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the  following 
ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  submission  of  a 
written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Director  to  be  removed,  ii) 
a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii)  the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200) 
stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be 
placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  present  and 
voting  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to  deliver  to 
Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the  Board  meeting  prior  to  the 
vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum,  nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

The  responses  to  your  initial  questions  are  addressed  in  the  removal  by  Stakeholder  in  Section 
9A.

We 
would  very  much  prefer  not  to  expend  our  effort  gathering  signatures 
only  to  find  out  that  we'd  done  it  incorrectly  somehow. 

Since  we've  previously  had  a  great  deal  of  time  wasted  due  to  invalid  or 
superseded  procedures  that  are  nevertheless  still  present  for  some 
reason  in  the  DLANC  bylaws,  we'd  really  like  to  have  some  kind  of 
affirmative  statement  from  DONE  or  from  DLANC  either  as  to  what  the 
proper  signature-gathering  procedures  are  or  else  that  there  are  no 
standard  or  recommended  signature-gathering  procedures.

A2:  You  stated  in  response  that  all  processes  found  in  the  DLANC  bylaws 
were  valid. 

Bl:  I  asked  if  the  grievance  process  found  in  the  DLANC  bylaws  was 
valid. 

B2:  You  stated  in  response  that  another  procedure,  not  found  in  the 
DLANC  bylaws  and  which  in  fact  contradicts  the  procedure  found  in  the 
bylaws,  is  valid. 
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Clearly  A2  and  B2  cannot  both  be  true  at  the  same  time.  However,  at 
this  point  I'm  more  interested  in  the  process  for  removing  a  board 
member.  You  have  not  explicitly  stated  that  the  process  found  in  the 
DLANC  bylaws  is  valid,  although  you  have  implied  that  it  is.  If  I  don't 
hear  from  you  to  the  contrary  I  will  proceed  with  the  assumption  that  it 
is  valid  even  though,  by  your  own  admission,  some  processes  and 
procedures  in  the  DLANC  bylaws  are  not  valid.

Neighborhood  Council  Bylaws 

Approved  July  20, 201 5 
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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood 
Council.  It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  "DLANC." 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  DLANC  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest  to 
DLANC,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  DLANC,  the  delivery  of  City 
services  to  DLANC  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

2.  To  initiate  and  participate  in  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  DLANC  area;  and 

3.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  DLANC; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  candidates. 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  DLANC  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  DLANC; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  DLANC 
business. 

7.  The  DLANC  shall  strive  to  unify  and  serve  the  interests  of  the  Downtown  community 
by: 

a.  Creating  an  organization  that  truly  represents  the  diversity  of  people  and 
interests  of  Downtown; 
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b.  Developing  an  organization  that  interacts  with  the  Downtown  community  and 
adjacent  Neighborhood  Councils  by  becoming  a  conduit  for  communication 
and  by  listening  to  and  informing  all  who  have  interests  in  Downtown; 

c.  Representing  community  interests  in  dealings  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
and  other  government  jurisdictions; 

d.  Monitoring  and  communicating  with  City  employees  and  departments  that 
serve  Downtown; 

e.  Utilizing  all  city,  county,  state,  and  federal  mandates  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  Downtown; 

f.  Consulting  with  City  officials  regarding  development  plans  Downtown;  and 

g.  Encouraging  activities  that  highlight  public  safety,  neighborhood 
beautification,  residential  and  economic  development,  and  historic 
preservation  and  renovation. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

DLANC  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1 :  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  -  101  Freeway  from  Edgeware  Road  east  to  Los  Angeles  Street,  south  to  3rd 
Street,  east  to  San  Pedro  Street,  south  to  4th  Street,  east  to  Alameda  Street,  south 
to  7th  Street,  east  to  the  Los  Angeles  River; 

B.  East  -  Los  Angeles  River  south  from  7th  Street  to  25th  Street; 

C.  South  -  25th  Street  at  the  Los  Angeles  River  west  to  Alameda  Street,  north  to 
Washington  Boulevard,  Washington  Boulevard,  west  to  Grand  Avenue,  south  to 
23rd  Street,  west  to  the  110  Freeway;  and 

D.  West  -  1 10  Freeway  at  23rd  Street,  north  to  8th  Street,  west  to  Bixel  Street,  north  to 
Miramar  Street,  west  to  Emerald  Street,  north  to  2nd  Street,  west  to  Edgeware 
Road,  north  to  1st,  east  to  Beaudry,  north  to  the  101  Freeway 

The  boundaries  of  DLANC  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Downtown  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries 

A.  Residential  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Residential  Director  election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

B.  Business  Area  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Business  Director  Election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
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who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  DLANC  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”).  Directors  (“the  Directors”)  are  the  elected  or  selected  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  No  single  Stakeholder 
group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating  circumstances  exist  and  are 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”).  The  composition 
of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  live  (own  or  rent)  within  the  DLANC  boundaries.  Eleven  (11) 
Directors  shall  represent  Residents.  Residents  are  tenants  or  homeowners  who 
occupy  their  own  dwellings  (36%).  Resident  Directors  shall  include  one  (1)  Director 
elected  by  residents  in  each  of  the  following  geographic  or  community  areas  as 
follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (3  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (3  Directors) 

6.  Area-Wide  Homeless  (1  Director) 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the 
DLANC  boundaries.  Eight  (8)  Directors  shall  represent  Business  Interests  (34%); 
Business  Interests  are  those  interests  whose  members  are  engaged  in  for-profit 
activity,  commercial  activity,  business  associations,  or  business  improvement 
districts  within  the  DLANC  geographic  area.  Business  Directors  shall  include 
Directors  elected  by  business  members  in  each  of  the  identified  geographic  areas, 
as  follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (2  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (2  Directors) 

C.  Social  Service  Providers  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  Two  (2)  Directors  shall  represent  Social  Service  Providers  elected 
area-wide  from  entities  including  but  not  limited  to  mission-type  organizations,  faith- 
based  organizations  that  provide  social  services,  nonprofit  affordable  housing 
development  and  management  organizations,  nonprofit  educational  and 
employment  training  organizations,  social  service  advocacy  groups,  nonprofit 
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hospital  and  other  health  care  providers,  social  service  counseling  organizations, 
and  life  enrichment  organizations  such  as  senior  service  centers  (11%). 

D.  Area  Wide  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at 
sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  live,  work  or  own  property  within  the  DLANC 
boundaries  (9%).  Two  (2)  Area-Wide  Directors  shall  represent  any  person  who 
lives,  works  or  owns  property  within  the  DLANC  boundaries. 

E.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Member  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  One  (1)  At-Large  Director  shall  represent  any  person  who  claims  any 
type  of  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown  (5%).  The  At-Large  Director  shall  be  elected 
by  anyone  who  holds  any  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown. 

Alternate  Board  Directors  --  Each  Director  shall  have  the  ability  to  appoint  their 
alternate  with  approval  by  the  Board.  The  Alternate  will  have  voting  authority  when 
the  Director  is  absent  from  board.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  Director  to  inform 
his  or  her  Alternate  in  advance  if  the  Alternate  needs  to  attend  any  meeting. 
Alternates  are  required  to  meet  eligibility  requirements  for  that  Director’s  seat. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  a  Director,  their  seat  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  their 
Alternate’s  status  shall  be  invalidated. 


Section  2:  Quorum  -  Thirteen  (13)  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Directors  present  and  voting,  not 
including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Directors  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  or  until  the 
next  General  Election.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  DLANC 
and  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

A.  Speaking  for  the  Board  -No  individual  Director  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  an  unwritten  or  un-voted  upon  Board  position 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  President  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  This 
rule  shall  only  apply  when  the  Director  is  speaking  publicly  and  has  made  it  known 
or  it  is  known  of  his/her  position  on  DLANC. 

1 .  Official  Action  -  The  President  may  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority 
to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Board  position  that  has  been 
previously  adopted  or  a  statement  that  DLANC  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such 
authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time. 

2.  Personal  Opinion  Exemption  -  Upon  discussing  opinion  on  a  topic  that  has 
not  been  voted  upon  or  adopted  by  the  DLANC  Board,  THEN  the  Board 
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Member  has  a  duty  to  make  clear  and  clarify  that  this  is  their  opinion  and  is 
NOT  the  opinion  of  the  DLANC  Board. 


This  rule  is  not  designed  or  intended  to  limit  Board  Directors’  Outreach  to  the 
public  and  their  constituents.  The  intention  is  to  clarify  that  when  Directors 
are  speaking  in  a  public  forum  on  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  DLANC 
that  they  state  clearly  that  they  are  speaking  to  their  personal  opinion  or  to 
“factual”  statements  or  statement  within  the  public  record. 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Vacant  Board  seats  shall  be  announced  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Board 
meeting. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  to  the  Secretary  and  the  Vice-President  of  Administration. 

C.  The  Vice-President  of  Administration  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for  a 
seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

G.  Any  time  a  designated  seat  remains  unfilled  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  vacancy  is 
announced  at  a  Board  meeting  it  shall  automatically  become  an  at-large  seat  until 
the  next  General  Election  at  which  point  it  shall  revert  back  to  the  original 
designation  as  defined  in  these  bylaws. 


Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  consecutive  regularly 
scheduled  DLANC  Board  meetings  or  four  (4)  total  Board  meetings  during  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the  Board.  Each  DLANC  Director’s  absence 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  DLANC’s  meeting  minutes  or  other  manner  of  Board  record  keeping, 
and  that,  upon  missing  the  specified  number  of  Board  meetings  for  removal,  the  President 
shall  notify  the  Board  Director,  copy  the  Board,  and  announce  at  the  next  regular  Board 
meeting  that  their  seat  has  been  declared  vacant.  If  a  Director’s  Alternate  attends  in  the 
Director’s  absence,  this  will  NOT  count  towards  an  absence  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
Any  regular  meeting  of  DLANC’s  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Director  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  DLANC  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Director  for  actions 
conducted  in  the  course  of  DLANC  business  by  censuring  the  Director  at  a  DLANC  Board 
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meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  scheduled  DLANC  Board 
meeting  for  discussion  and  action.  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney 
throughout  any  Director  censure  process. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the 
following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Director  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii) 
the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200)  stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
DLANC  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
present  and  voting  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good  cause, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  DLANC  business; 
violations  of  the  Bylaws  or  Code  of  Conduct  following  a  Director’s  submission  to  the 
Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Director  to  be  removed,  ii) 
states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or 
procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of 
at  least  four  (4)  Directors. 

1 .  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Directors  and  the  matter 
placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
attending  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via 
DLANC’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  may  resign  from  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written 
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resignation  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  Director  of 
the  Board  who  ceases  to  be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  DLANC  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  DLANC,  including  its 
Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  DLANC,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek 
leadership  positions  within  DLANC. 

A.  DLANC  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its  activities 
and  recommendations  to  the  Board  at  regular  DLANC  meetings. 

B.  DLANC  shall  maintain  a  web  site  presence  to  disseminate  information  to  DLANC 
Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  DLANC. 

C.  In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to 
solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast 
to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood 
Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local  organizations  as  determined  by 
the  Board. 

D.  Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with 
other  Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 


ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  Board  shall  select  the  officers  of  the  Board  from 
among  its  Directors.  Officers  may  be  selected  from  any  category  of  Stakeholdership.  The 
officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the  following  positions,  which  all  together 
comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice  President  of  Administration,  Vice 
President  of  Outreach  and  Communications,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows: 

A.  The  President  -  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  DLANC  and  shall  preside  at  all 
DLANC  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings,  represent  the  interests 
of  DLANC  before  the  City  Council  and  City  departments,  boards,  and  commissions, 
or  delegate  such  representation  as  warranted;  serve  as  spokesperson  for  DLANC  in 
the  press  and  before  the  public  or  delegate  such  a  function  as  warranted.  The 
President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  DLANC  committees. 

B.  The  Vice  President 

1 .  Vice  President  of  Administration  -  shall  serve  as  President  in  the 
absence  of  the  President;  be  responsible  for  the  operational  and  logistical 
needs  of  the  Board;  and  Chair  the  Rules  and  Selections  Committee.  The 
Vice  President  of  Administration  shall  also  maintain  oversight  of  all 
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DLANC  Committees. 


2.  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and  Communications  -  shall  prepare  and 
release  media  statements  (after  approval  by  the  President);  oversee 
DLANC's  web  site  and  be  responsible  for  maintaining  and  updating  the 
stakeholder  database  and  ensuring  its  confidentiality;  routinely  inform  the 
public  of  DLANC's  activities;  actively  solicit  interest  and  participation  in 
DLANC's  activities;  and  Chair  the  Outreach  Committee. 

C.  The  Secretary  -  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  a  record  of  all  proceedings, 
correspondence,  documents  and  Board  meeting  attendance;  shall  be  responsible 
for  keeping  and  posting  minutes  of  all  Board  and  Executive  Committee  meetings; 
and  shall  maintain  a  current  roster  of  Directors  and  Alternates.  The  Secretary  shall 
also  be  the  Officer  of  Service  for  grievances  and  California  Public  Records  Act 
Requests. 

D.  The  Treasurer  -  shall  Chair  the  Budget  &  Finance  Committee.  The  Treasurer  shall 
oversee  the  finances  of  DLANC  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  and  Los  Angeles  City  requirements  and  in  general 
perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  provide  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  request  a  written  account  of  the  finances 
of  DLANC  for  Board  approval. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board 
meeting  following  a  General  election. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  their 
terms  shall  correspond  with  the  term  of  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  term  limits  for  DLANC 
officers. 


ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  DLANC  are:  The  Executive 
Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  the  Outreach  and  Communications 
Committee,  the  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  the  Rules  and  Selection  Committee,  the 
Livability  Committee,  the  Government  Liaison  Committee  and  the  Urban  Issues  and  Resource 
Committee.  The  DLANC  Board  may  also  create  additional  Standing  committees  by  amending 
these  Bylaws.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  Chaired  by  a  DLANC  Director  and  shall 
consist  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  including  the  Chair.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these 
bylaws,  Committees  must  consist  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each 
Standing  Committee  to: 

1 .  Monitor  the  proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  or  committees,  and  the 
proposed  actions,  programs,  projects,  and  performance  of  the  City 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  for  which  each  Standing 
Committee  has  subject  matter  jurisdiction; 

2.  Invite  City  officials  and  others  to  Committee  meetings  and  hear 
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presentations  on  topics  germane  to  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Committee; 

3.  Consider  recommending  to  the  Board  on  a  regular  basis  positions  on 
proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  and  proposed  actions,  programs, 
projects,  and  performance  of  City  departments; 

4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board,  undertake  special  projects  and  programs 
to  achieve  desired  City  actions,  civic  improvements,  or  other  matters 
relating  to  its  subject  matter  jurisdiction. 

5.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these  bylaws,  all  Standing  Committees  shall 
meet  at  least  every  other  month  with  no  less  than  eight  (8)  meetings  per 
year. 

A.  Executive  Committee  -  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  President  as 
Chair,  the  Vice  President  for  Administration,  the  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and 
Communications,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
nominate  Standing  Committee  chairs  and  approve  items  for  the  agenda  for  the 
Board  of  Directors  meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  discuss  the  merits 
of  any  potential  agenda  items.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  approve  the  Mission 
Statement  for  all  newly  proposed  Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

B.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  shall  create  the  annual  budget  and  monthly  financial  statements 
for  Board  approval. 

C.  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Administration.  The  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  shall  review  and  recommend 
proposed  amendments  to  these  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  and  oversee  the 
selection  process  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  This  committee  shall 
meet  as  needed. 

D.  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Outreach  and  Communication.  The  Outreach  Committee  is  responsible  for 
organizing  DLANC  Town  Halls  and  promoting  all  DLANC  meetings  and  events.  This 
committee  shall  administer  all  DLANC  social  media. 

Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of 
eleven  (11)  members,  no  more  than  seven  (7)  and  no  less  than  four  (4)  of  which 
shall  be  DLANC  Board  members.  The  committee  members  shall  be  selected  by 
each  new  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  being  seated. 

E.  Livability  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Livability  Committee  hears  issues 
related  to  open  space,  recreation,  transportation,  mobility,  sustainability  and  other 
topics  related  to  giving  downtown  a  rich,  livable  environment  for  DLANC 
stakeholders. 
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Government  Liaison  Committee-  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Government  Liaison 
Committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  issues  and  motions  coming  before  the  City 
Council  and  other  City  Departments  and  bringing  them  before  the  DLANC  Board 
and/or  committees.  It  is  also  responsible  for  submitting  Community  Impact 
Statements  following  Board  approval. 

F.  Urban  Issues  and  Resources  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Urban 
Issues  and  Resources  Committee  works  with  issues  related  to  the  Central  City  East 
area,  also  known  as  “Skid  Row”.  Issues  would  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
housing,  health,  safety,  and  economic  development. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues.  Proposed  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  submit  a  brief  Mission 
Statement  which  needs  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  being  placed  on 
the  Board  agenda.  The  term  shall  be  specified  upon  the  creation  of  the  committee  but  shall 
not  exceed  one  (1 )  year  or  until  the  seating  of  a  newly  elected  Board,  whichever  occurs  first. 
Upon  the  seating  of  a  new  DLANC  Board,  any  existing  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  be  terminated 
and  may  apply  for  renewal.  Chairs  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board 
President  at  any  regular  Board  meeting.  Any  Ad  Hoc  Committee  not  meeting  for  four  (4) 
consecutive  months  shall  be  automatically  terminated. 


Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  All 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  and  may  include  any 
interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the  by  the 
Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide 
regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every 
Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  DLANC  meeting  minutes  and  be  an  addendum  or  amendment  to  the  Standing 
Rules  of  DLANC. 
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F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  the 
Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Policy,  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental 
policy . 

Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  DLANC  boundaries 
at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall  be 
established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  DLANC  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Directors  for  any  lawful  purpose  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board,  by  the  President,  or  by  a  petition  signed  by  one 
hundred  (100)  or  more  Stakeholders.  The  meeting  date  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  but  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  petition  by  the  Board.  No 
business,  other  than  the  general  nature  of  which  was  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting,  may  be  conducted  at  such  a  meeting. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each 
DLANC  meeting  at  its  monthly  meeting  prior  to  the  next  general  DLANC  Board  meeting. 

During  the  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  meeting,  excluding  the  seventy-two  (72) 
hour  period  just  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  Meeting,  the  President  or  his/her  Executive 
Committee  Member  appointee,  may  set  or  amend/change  the  agenda  and  submit  it  to  the 
Secretary  for  posting.  Any  such  agendized  items  or  changes  shall  be  specially  noted  on  the 
published  agenda. 

AND: 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written  request  to 
the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  the  appropriate  Committee  as  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting,  the  Board  shall  either  consider 
the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the  proposal.  DLANC  is  required  to 
consider  the  proposal  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal.  Proposals  made  under  the  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules 
regarding  reconsideration 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in  compliance  with  the 
Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  with  the  Neighborhood  Council  Posting  Policy.  An  updated  listing  of 
DLANC’s  physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  board  and  the  Department. 
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Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the 
following  Motion  for  Reconsideration  process: 


A.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

B.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that 
follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  DLANC 
may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

C.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  Director  of  the  Board  that 
previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the 
Board  (the  "Moving  Director"). 

D.  The  Moving  Director  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  during  the 
same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  or  by 
properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that 
occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

E.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Director  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 

F.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  Director  of  the  Board. 

G.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the 
Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  DLANC’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means  those 
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officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over  Neighborhood 
Councils. 


C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
DLANC  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  DLANC’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  DLANC’s  accounts  and  attest  to 
their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  DLANC  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department.  No 
dues,  fees,  or  assessments  shall  be  required  for  membership  in  the  DLANC. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  DLANC's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any 
and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16)  and  above 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  DLANC  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder 
status  by  providing  acceptable  documentation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  DLANC  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  Any  additional  language  shall  be  put  forth  in 
the  Standing  Rules. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel.

C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the 
dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Directors  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next 
regular  DLANC  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  DLANC  meetings.  The  Neighborhood 
Council  grievance  review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances, 
policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 

F.  Directors  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Director  or  against  DLANC. 

G.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through  this  process,  then  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the 
Plan. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

DLANC  shall  use  the  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  DLANC  meetings.  Additional 
rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or  DLANC 
meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  the  DLANC  Standing 
Rules. 


ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Director  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the  Secretary 
place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  approval  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Directors 
present  and  voting  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these  Bylaws 
and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  as  well 
as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan,  the  City  Code 
of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section 
49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies  pertaining 
to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders 
shall  conduct  all  DLANC  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner.  Board 
Directors  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board  Member  Code  of 
Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Directors  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  Neighborhood 
Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and  sexual 
harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they 
will  lose  their  DLANC  voting  rights.  All  Board  Directors  must  take  ethics  and  funding  training 
prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  DLANC  shall  conduct  a  self  assessment  pursuant 
to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

This  is  a  second  attempt  to  get  documents  under  Government  Code  section  6253(c),  the  Freedom 
of  Information  act.  I  have  requested  a  copy  of  the  current  bylaws  used  by  DLANC.  The  copy  on 
the  website  is  probably  not  current  because  contradicts  DONE's  grievance  policy  and  is  violated 
by  the  website  it  is  posted  on  (see  evidence  in  my  first  request).  My  first  request  also  asks  for 
"any  documents  relating  to  all  changes  made  to  the  bylaws  since  the  previously  used 
version"  This  part  of  the  request  was  not  addressed.  Such  documents  might  include  minutes  of 
bylaws  meetings  (none  of  which  have  been  publish  for  the  public),  emails  or  word  documents 
and  anything  else  relevant. 

Another  example  showing  DLANCS's  published  bylaws  are  suspected  to  be  obselete:

eleven  (11)  members,  no  more  than  seven  (7)  and  no  less  than  four  (4)  of  which 
shall  be  DLANC  Board  members." 

I  am  assuming  in  my  request  that  DLANC  uses  a  current  set  of  bylaws.  If  I  am  wrong  and 
DLANC  is  operating  on  a  cobbled  together  set  of  modifications  to  an  obsolete  set  of  bylaws  (I 
have  been  told  that  this  is  infact  what  has  been  going  on),  please  allow  the  bylaws  committee  to 
meet  and  finalize  some  or  write  me  back  confirming  that  there  are  no  current  and  consistent 
bylaws.  It  concerns  me  that  no  one  was  able  to  coherently  answer  that  question  by  now.

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ARTICLE  I  NAME 

The  name  of  this  Neighborhood  Council  shall  be  the  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood 
Council.  It  may  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  "DLANC." 

ARTICLE  II  PURPOSE 

Principles  of  Governance  -  The  purpose  of  DLANC  is  to  participate  as  a  body  on  issues 
concerning  our  neighborhood  and  regarding  the  governance  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  (“City”) 
in  a  transparent,  inclusive,  collaborative,  accountable  and  viable  manner. 

A.  The  MISSION  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  provide  an  inclusive  and  open  forum  for  public  discussion  of  issues  of  interest  to 
DLANC,  including  City  governance,  the  needs  of  DLANC,  the  delivery  of  City 
services  to  DLANC  area,  and  other  matters  of  a  City  wide  nature; 

2.  To  initiate  and  participate  in  projects  for  the  physical,  social  and  cultural 
improvement  of  DLANC  area;  and 

3.  To  facilitate  communication  between  the  City  and  Community  Stakeholders  on 
issues  of  concern  to  the  community  and/or  the  Stakeholders. 

B.  The  POLICY  of  DLANC  is: 

1 .  To  respect  the  diversity,  dignity,  and  expression  of  views  of  all  individuals,  groups, 
and  organizations  within  the  community  and/or  involved  in  DLANC; 

2.  To  remain  non-partisan  with  respect  to  political  party  affiliation  and  candidates. 

3.  To  utilize  the  Early  Notification  System  (ENS)  to  inform  DLANC  and  Community 
Stakeholders  of  matters  involving  the  City  and  our  community  in  a  way  that  is 
tailored  to  provide  opportunities  for  involvement  in  the  decision-making  process; 

4.  To  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  participate  in  activities  of  DLANC; 

5.  To  prohibit  discrimination  against  any  individual  or  group  in  our  operations  on  the 
basis  of  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  sex,  sexual  orientation, 
age,  disability,  marital  status,  income,  homeowner/renter  status,  or  political 
affiliation;  and 

6.  To  have  fair,  open,  and  transparent  procedures  for  the  conduct  of  all  DLANC 
business. 

7.  The  DLANC  shall  strive  to  unify  and  serve  the  interests  of  the  Downtown  community 
by: 

a.  Creating  an  organization  that  truly  represents  the  diversity  of  people  and 
interests  of  Downtown; 
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b.  Developing  an  organization  that  interacts  with  the  Downtown  community  and 
adjacent  Neighborhood  Councils  by  becoming  a  conduit  for  communication 
and  by  listening  to  and  informing  all  who  have  interests  in  Downtown; 

c.  Representing  community  interests  in  dealings  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
and  other  government  jurisdictions; 

d.  Monitoring  and  communicating  with  City  employees  and  departments  that 
serve  Downtown; 

e.  Utilizing  all  city,  county,  state,  and  federal  mandates  to  enhance  the  quality 
of  life  Downtown; 

f.  Consulting  with  City  officials  regarding  development  plans  Downtown;  and 

g.  Encouraging  activities  that  highlight  public  safety,  neighborhood 
beautification,  residential  and  economic  development,  and  historic 
preservation  and  renovation. 

ARTICLE  III  BOUNDARIES 

DLANC  covers  a  geographic  area  described  below. 

Section  1 :  Boundary  Description  -  The  boundaries  abut  the  boundaries  of  adjacent 
Neighborhood  Councils  and  include  those  areas  of  the  City  within  the  following  lines  of 
demarcation: 

A.  North  -  101  Freeway  from  Edgeware  Road  east  to  Los  Angeles  Street,  south  to  3rd 
Street,  east  to  San  Pedro  Street,  south  to  4th  Street,  east  to  Alameda  Street,  south 
to  7th  Street,  east  to  the  Los  Angeles  River; 

B.  East  -  Los  Angeles  River  south  from  7th  Street  to  25th  Street; 

C.  South  -  25th  Street  at  the  Los  Angeles  River  west  to  Alameda  Street,  north  to 
Washington  Boulevard,  Washington  Boulevard,  west  to  Grand  Avenue,  south  to 
23rd  Street,  west  to  the  110  Freeway;  and 

D.  West  -  1 10  Freeway  at  23rd  Street,  north  to  8th  Street,  west  to  Bixel  Street,  north  to 
Miramar  Street,  west  to  Emerald  Street,  north  to  2nd  Street,  west  to  Edgeware 
Road,  north  to  1st,  east  to  Beaudry,  north  to  the  101  Freeway 

The  boundaries  of  DLANC  are  set  forth  in  Attachment  A  -  Map  of  Downtown  Los  Angeles 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Section  2:  Internal  Boundaries 

A.  Residential  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Residential  Director  election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

B.  Business  Area  Boundaries  -  The  boundaries  for  Business  Director  Election  are  as 
described  in  Attachment  A. 

ARTICLE  IV  STAKEHOLDER 

Neighborhood  Council  membership  is  open  to  all  Stakeholders.  “Stakeholders”  shall  be 
defined  as  those  who  live,  work  or  own  real  property  in  the  neighborhood  and  also  to  those 
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who  declare  a  stake  in  the  neighborhood  as  a  community  interest  stakeholder,  defined  as  a 
person  who  affirms  a  substantial  and  ongoing  participation  within  the  Neighborhood  Council’s 
boundaries  and  who  may  be  in  a  community  organization  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
educational,  non-profit  and/or  religious  organizations. 

ARTICLE  V  GOVERNING  BOARD 

The  Board  of  Directors  (“the  Board”)  shall  be  the  Governing  Body  of  DLANC  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  as  set  forth  in  the  Plan  for  a  Citywide  System  of  Neighborhood  Councils 
(“the  Plan”).  Directors  (“the  Directors”)  are  the  elected  or  selected  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  1:  Composition  -  The  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  Stakeholders  elected, 
selected  or  appointed  by  the  Board  and/or  Community  Stakeholders.  No  single  Stakeholder 
group  shall  hold  a  majority  of  Board  seats  unless  extenuating  circumstances  exist  and  are 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment  (“Department”).  The  composition 
of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Resident  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16)  years 
of  age  or  older  who  live  (own  or  rent)  within  the  DLANC  boundaries.  Eleven  (11) 
Directors  shall  represent  Residents.  Residents  are  tenants  or  homeowners  who 
occupy  their  own  dwellings  (36%).  Resident  Directors  shall  include  one  (1)  Director 
elected  by  residents  in  each  of  the  following  geographic  or  community  areas  as 
follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (3  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (3  Directors) 

6.  Area-Wide  Homeless  (1  Director) 

B.  Business  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age  or  older  who  work  or  own  a  business  or  business  property  within  the 
DLANC  boundaries.  Eight  (8)  Directors  shall  represent  Business  Interests  (34%); 
Business  Interests  are  those  interests  whose  members  are  engaged  in  for-profit 
activity,  commercial  activity,  business  associations,  or  business  improvement 
districts  within  the  DLANC  geographic  area.  Business  Directors  shall  include 
Directors  elected  by  business  members  in  each  of  the  identified  geographic  areas, 
as  follows: 

1.  Civic  Center/Financial  District  (1  Director) 

2.  Central  City  East  (2  Directors) 

3.  Fashion  District  (1  Director) 

4.  Historic  Core  (2  Directors) 

5.  South  Park  (2  Directors) 

C.  Social  Service  Providers  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  Two  (2)  Directors  shall  represent  Social  Service  Providers  elected 
area-wide  from  entities  including  but  not  limited  to  mission-type  organizations,  faith- 
based  organizations  that  provide  social  services,  nonprofit  affordable  housing 
development  and  management  organizations,  nonprofit  educational  and 
employment  training  organizations,  social  service  advocacy  groups,  nonprofit 
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hospital  and  other  health  care  providers,  social  service  counseling  organizations, 
and  life  enrichment  organizations  such  as  senior  service  centers  (11%). 

D.  Area  Wide  Stakeholder  Board  Members  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  who  are  at 
sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  live,  work  or  own  property  within  the  DLANC 
boundaries  (9%).  Two  (2)  Area-Wide  Directors  shall  represent  any  person  who 
lives,  works  or  owns  property  within  the  DLANC  boundaries. 

E.  At-Large  Stakeholder  Board  Member  -  Open  to  Stakeholders  at  least  sixteen  (16) 
years  of  age.  One  (1)  At-Large  Director  shall  represent  any  person  who  claims  any 
type  of  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown  (5%).  The  At-Large  Director  shall  be  elected 
by  anyone  who  holds  any  Stakeholdership  in  Downtown. 

Alternate  Board  Directors  --  Each  Director  shall  have  the  ability  to  appoint  their 
alternate  with  approval  by  the  Board.  The  Alternate  will  have  voting  authority  when 
the  Director  is  absent  from  board.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  Director  to  inform 
his  or  her  Alternate  in  advance  if  the  Alternate  needs  to  attend  any  meeting. 
Alternates  are  required  to  meet  eligibility  requirements  for  that  Director’s  seat. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  a  Director,  their  seat  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  their 
Alternate’s  status  shall  be  invalidated. 


Section  2:  Quorum  -  Thirteen  (13)  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3:  Official  Actions  -  A  simple  majority  vote  by  the  Directors  present  and  voting,  not 
including  abstentions,  at  a  meeting  at  which  there  is  a  quorum  shall  be  required  to  take  official 
action,  unless  specified  otherwise  in  these  Bylaws. 

Section  4:  Terms  and  Term  Limits  -  Directors  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  (2)  years  or  until  the 
next  General  Election.  There  are  no  term  limits. 

Section  5:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  primary  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  govern  DLANC 
and  to  carry  out  its  objectives. 

A.  Speaking  for  the  Board  -No  individual  Director  of  the  Board  shall  speak  for  the 
Board  or  otherwise  publicly  represent  an  unwritten  or  un-voted  upon  Board  position 
unless  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  President  or  by  official  action  of  the  Board.  This 
rule  shall  only  apply  when  the  Director  is  speaking  publicly  and  has  made  it  known 
or  it  is  known  of  his/her  position  on  DLANC. 

1 .  Official  Action  -  The  President  may  delegate  to  any  individual  the  authority 
to  present  before  any  public  body  a  standing  Board  position  that  has  been 
previously  adopted  or  a  statement  that  DLANC  has  had  insufficient  time  to 
develop  a  position  or  recommendation  on  a  matter  before  that  body.  Such 
authority  may  be  revoked  at  any  time. 

2.  Personal  Opinion  Exemption  -  Upon  discussing  opinion  on  a  topic  that  has 
not  been  voted  upon  or  adopted  by  the  DLANC  Board,  THEN  the  Board 
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Member  has  a  duty  to  make  clear  and  clarify  that  this  is  their  opinion  and  is 
NOT  the  opinion  of  the  DLANC  Board. 


This  rule  is  not  designed  or  intended  to  limit  Board  Directors’  Outreach  to  the 
public  and  their  constituents.  The  intention  is  to  clarify  that  when  Directors 
are  speaking  in  a  public  forum  on  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  DLANC 
that  they  state  clearly  that  they  are  speaking  to  their  personal  opinion  or  to 
“factual”  statements  or  statement  within  the  public  record. 


Section  6:  Vacancies  -  Vacancies  on  the  Board  shall  be  filled  using  the  following  procedure: 

A.  Vacant  Board  seats  shall  be  announced  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Board 
meeting. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  interested  in  filling  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  shall  submit  a  written 
application  to  the  Secretary  and  the  Vice-President  of  Administration. 

C.  The  Vice-President  of  Administration  shall  cause  the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

D.  The  Board  shall  vote  on  the  application  at  the  meeting.  If  multiple  applications  for  a 
seat  have  been  submitted,  the  candidate  with  the  most  votes  wins. 

E.  The  candidate  who  wins  shall  fill  the  remaining  term  of  the  Board  seat. 

F.  In  no  event  shall  a  vacant  seat  be  filled  where  a  general  election  is  scheduled  to 
occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  date  that  a  written  application  is  presented  to  the 
Board. 

G.  Any  time  a  designated  seat  remains  unfilled  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  vacancy  is 
announced  at  a  Board  meeting  it  shall  automatically  become  an  at-large  seat  until 
the  next  General  Election  at  which  point  it  shall  revert  back  to  the  original 
designation  as  defined  in  these  bylaws. 


Section  7:  Absences  -  Any  Board  Member  who  misses  three  (3)  consecutive  regularly 
scheduled  DLANC  Board  meetings  or  four  (4)  total  Board  meetings  during  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period  will  be  automatically  removed  from  the  Board.  Each  DLANC  Director’s  absence 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  DLANC’s  meeting  minutes  or  other  manner  of  Board  record  keeping, 
and  that,  upon  missing  the  specified  number  of  Board  meetings  for  removal,  the  President 
shall  notify  the  Board  Director,  copy  the  Board,  and  announce  at  the  next  regular  Board 
meeting  that  their  seat  has  been  declared  vacant.  If  a  Director’s  Alternate  attends  in  the 
Director’s  absence,  this  will  NOT  count  towards  an  absence  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
Any  regular  meeting  of  DLANC’s  Board,  scheduled  and  noticed  as  per  the  Brown  Act,  shall 
constitute  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  determining  Director  attendance. 

Section  8:  Censure  -  DLANC  can  take  action  to  publically  reprimand  a  Director  for  actions 
conducted  in  the  course  of  DLANC  business  by  censuring  the  Director  at  a  DLANC  Board 
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meeting.  Censures  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  scheduled  DLANC  Board 
meeting  for  discussion  and  action.  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney 
throughout  any  Director  censure  process. 

Section  9:  Removal  of  Governing  Board  Members  -  DLANC  shall  consult  with  the  Office  of 
the  City  Attorney  throughout  any  Board  removal  process.  Directors  may  be  removed  in  the 
following  ways: 

A.  Petition  by  Stakeholders  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
submission  of  a  written  petition  to  the  Secretary,  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the 
Director  to  be  removed,  ii)  a  description,  in  detail,  of  the  reason  for  removal,  and  iii) 
the  valid  signatures  two-hundred  (200)  stakeholders. 

1 .  Upon  receipt  of  a  written  petition  for  removal,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the 
matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
DLANC  meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
present  and  voting  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

B.  Petition  by  Board  -  A  Director  may  be  removed  from  the  Board  for  good  cause, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  disruptive  conduct;  interfering  with  DLANC  business; 
violations  of  the  Bylaws  or  Code  of  Conduct  following  a  Director’s  submission  to  the 
Board  of  a  petition  which  includes:  i)  the  identity  of  the  Director  to  be  removed,  ii) 
states  the  reason  for  removal  by  identifying  the  violation  of  the  internal  rules  or 
procedures  and  specifies  the  conduct  of  the  person,  and  iii)  contains  the  signatures  of 
at  least  four  (4)  Directors. 

1 .  The  petition  shall  be  delivered  simultaneously  to  all  Directors  and  the  matter 
placed  on  the  agenda  and  scheduled  for  a  vote  at  the  next  regular  Board 
Meeting. 

2.  Removal  of  the  identified  Director  requires  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the 
attending  Directors. 

3.  The  Director  who  is  the  subject  of  the  removal  action  shall  have  the  right  to 
deliver  to  Directors  a  written  statement  about  the  matter  and/or  to  speak  at  the 
Board  Meeting  prior  to  the  vote,  but  shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  quorum, 
nor  allowed  to  vote  on  the  matter. 

If  the  vote  for  removal  is  affirmative,  the  position  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  filled  via 
DLANC’s  vacancy  clause. 

Section  10:  Resignation  -  A  Director  may  resign  from  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written 
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resignation  to  the  Secretary,  and  the  position  shall  then  be  deemed  vacant.  Any  Director  of 
the  Board  who  ceases  to  be  a  Stakeholder  is  required  to  submit  his  or  her  resignation. 

Section  11:  Community  Outreach  -  DLANC  shall  direct  that  a  system  of  outreach  be 
instituted  to  inform  Stakeholders  as  to  the  existence  and  activities  of  DLANC,  including  its 
Board  elections,  to  find  future  leaders  of  DLANC,  and  to  encourage  all  Stakeholders  to  seek 
leadership  positions  within  DLANC. 

A.  DLANC  shall  have  a  standing  Outreach  Committee,  which  will  report  its  activities 
and  recommendations  to  the  Board  at  regular  DLANC  meetings. 

B.  DLANC  shall  maintain  a  web  site  presence  to  disseminate  information  to  DLANC 
Stakeholders  and  others  interested  in  DLANC. 

C.  In  addition,  the  Board  shall  create,  or  shall  cause  to  be  created,  a  marketing  plan  to 
solicit  participation  from  Stakeholders.  The  plan  may  include,  for  example,  the 
creation  of  flyers,  postcards,  pamphlets  and  other  related  materials.  It  may  also 
include  e-mail  blasts  to  various  organizations  including  a  regularly  scheduled  e-blast 
to  local  government  officials  and  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Neighborhood 
Watch,  Home  Owners’  Association  and  other  local  organizations  as  determined  by 
the  Board. 

D.  Outreach  also  should  be  undertaken  at  public  events  and  shall  be  coordinated  with 
other  Neighborhood  Councils  when  appropriate. 


ARTICLE  VI  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  Officers  of  the  Board  -  The  Board  shall  select  the  officers  of  the  Board  from 
among  its  Directors.  Officers  may  be  selected  from  any  category  of  Stakeholdership.  The 
officers  of  the  Board  (“Officers”)  shall  include  the  following  positions,  which  all  together 
comprise  the  Executive  Committee:  President,  Vice  President  of  Administration,  Vice 
President  of  Outreach  and  Communications,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2:  Duties  and  Powers  -  The  duties  of  the  Officers  are  as  follows: 

A.  The  President  -  shall  act  as  the  chief  executive  of  DLANC  and  shall  preside  at  all 
DLANC  Board  meetings  and  Executive  Committee  meetings,  represent  the  interests 
of  DLANC  before  the  City  Council  and  City  departments,  boards,  and  commissions, 
or  delegate  such  representation  as  warranted;  serve  as  spokesperson  for  DLANC  in 
the  press  and  before  the  public  or  delegate  such  a  function  as  warranted.  The 
President  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  DLANC  committees. 

B.  The  Vice  President 

1 .  Vice  President  of  Administration  -  shall  serve  as  President  in  the 
absence  of  the  President;  be  responsible  for  the  operational  and  logistical 
needs  of  the  Board;  and  Chair  the  Rules  and  Selections  Committee.  The 
Vice  President  of  Administration  shall  also  maintain  oversight  of  all 
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DLANC  Committees. 


2.  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and  Communications  -  shall  prepare  and 
release  media  statements  (after  approval  by  the  President);  oversee 
DLANC's  web  site  and  be  responsible  for  maintaining  and  updating  the 
stakeholder  database  and  ensuring  its  confidentiality;  routinely  inform  the 
public  of  DLANC's  activities;  actively  solicit  interest  and  participation  in 
DLANC's  activities;  and  Chair  the  Outreach  Committee. 

C.  The  Secretary  -  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  a  record  of  all  proceedings, 
correspondence,  documents  and  Board  meeting  attendance;  shall  be  responsible 
for  keeping  and  posting  minutes  of  all  Board  and  Executive  Committee  meetings; 
and  shall  maintain  a  current  roster  of  Directors  and  Alternates.  The  Secretary  shall 
also  be  the  Officer  of  Service  for  grievances  and  California  Public  Records  Act 
Requests. 

D.  The  Treasurer  -  shall  Chair  the  Budget  &  Finance  Committee.  The  Treasurer  shall 
oversee  the  finances  of  DLANC  to  assure  total  compliance  with  all  Department  of 
Neighborhood  Empowerment  and  Los  Angeles  City  requirements  and  in  general 
perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  provide  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  request  a  written  account  of  the  finances 
of  DLANC  for  Board  approval. 

Section  3:  Selection  of  Officers  -  Officer  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the  first  official  Board 
meeting  following  a  General  election. 

Section  4:  Officer  Terms  -  The  Officers  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  and  their 
terms  shall  correspond  with  the  term  of  the  Board.  There  shall  be  no  term  limits  for  DLANC 
officers. 


ARTICLE  VII  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1:  Standing  Committees  -  The  Standing  Committees  of  DLANC  are:  The  Executive 
Committee,  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee,  the  Outreach  and  Communications 
Committee,  the  Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee,  the  Rules  and  Selection  Committee,  the 
Livability  Committee,  the  Government  Liaison  Committee  and  the  Urban  Issues  and  Resource 
Committee.  The  DLANC  Board  may  also  create  additional  Standing  committees  by  amending 
these  Bylaws.  All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  Chaired  by  a  DLANC  Director  and  shall 
consist  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  including  the  Chair.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these 
bylaws,  Committees  must  consist  of  at  least  three  (3)  members  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each 
Standing  Committee  to: 

1 .  Monitor  the  proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  or  committees,  and  the 
proposed  actions,  programs,  projects,  and  performance  of  the  City 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  for  which  each  Standing 
Committee  has  subject  matter  jurisdiction; 

2.  Invite  City  officials  and  others  to  Committee  meetings  and  hear 
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presentations  on  topics  germane  to  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Committee; 

3.  Consider  recommending  to  the  Board  on  a  regular  basis  positions  on 
proposed  actions  of  the  City  Council  and  proposed  actions,  programs, 
projects,  and  performance  of  City  departments; 

4.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board,  undertake  special  projects  and  programs 
to  achieve  desired  City  actions,  civic  improvements,  or  other  matters 
relating  to  its  subject  matter  jurisdiction. 

5.  Unless  otherwise  stated  in  these  bylaws,  all  Standing  Committees  shall 
meet  at  least  every  other  month  with  no  less  than  eight  (8)  meetings  per 
year. 

A.  Executive  Committee  -  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  President  as 
Chair,  the  Vice  President  for  Administration,  the  Vice  President  of  Outreach  and 
Communications,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
nominate  Standing  Committee  chairs  and  approve  items  for  the  agenda  for  the 
Board  of  Directors  meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  not  discuss  the  merits 
of  any  potential  agenda  items.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  approve  the  Mission 
Statement  for  all  newly  proposed  Ad  Hoc  Committees. 

B.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Treasurer,  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  shall  create  the  annual  budget  and  monthly  financial  statements 
for  Board  approval. 

C.  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Administration.  The  Rules  and  Selections  Committee  shall  review  and  recommend 
proposed  amendments  to  these  Bylaws  and  Standing  Rules  and  oversee  the 
selection  process  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  This  committee  shall 
meet  as  needed. 

D.  Outreach  and  Communications  Committee  -  Chaired  by  the  Vice  President  of 
Outreach  and  Communication.  The  Outreach  Committee  is  responsible  for 
organizing  DLANC  Town  Halls  and  promoting  all  DLANC  meetings  and  events.  This 
committee  shall  administer  all  DLANC  social  media. 

Planning  and  Land  Use  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of 
eleven  (11)  members,  no  more  than  seven  (7)  and  no  less  than  four  (4)  of  which 
shall  be  DLANC  Board  members.  The  committee  members  shall  be  selected  by 
each  new  Board  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  being  seated. 

E.  Livability  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Livability  Committee  hears  issues 
related  to  open  space,  recreation,  transportation,  mobility,  sustainability  and  other 
topics  related  to  giving  downtown  a  rich,  livable  environment  for  DLANC 
stakeholders. 
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Government  Liaison  Committee-  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as  nominated  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Government  Liaison 
Committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  issues  and  motions  coming  before  the  City 
Council  and  other  City  Departments  and  bringing  them  before  the  DLANC  Board 
and/or  committees.  It  is  also  responsible  for  submitting  Community  Impact 
Statements  following  Board  approval. 

F.  Urban  Issues  and  Resources  Committee  -  Chaired  by  Board  Director  as 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  selected  by  the  Board.  The  Urban 
Issues  and  Resources  Committee  works  with  issues  related  to  the  Central  City  East 
area,  also  known  as  “Skid  Row”.  Issues  would  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
housing,  health,  safety,  and  economic  development. 


Section  2:  Ad  Hoc  Committees  -  The  Board  may  create  Ad  Hoc  Committees  as  needed  to 
deal  with  temporary  issues.  Proposed  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  submit  a  brief  Mission 
Statement  which  needs  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  being  placed  on 
the  Board  agenda.  The  term  shall  be  specified  upon  the  creation  of  the  committee  but  shall 
not  exceed  one  (1 )  year  or  until  the  seating  of  a  newly  elected  Board,  whichever  occurs  first. 
Upon  the  seating  of  a  new  DLANC  Board,  any  existing  Ad  Hoc  committees  shall  be  terminated 
and  may  apply  for  renewal.  Chairs  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board 
President  at  any  regular  Board  meeting.  Any  Ad  Hoc  Committee  not  meeting  for  four  (4) 
consecutive  months  shall  be  automatically  terminated. 


Section  3:  Committee  Creation  and  Authorization 

A.  Committee  Authority  -  All  committee  recommendations  shall  be  brought  back  to 
the  full  Board  for  discussion  and  action. 

B.  Committee  Structure  -  With  the  exception  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  ratified  by  the  Board.  All 
Committees  shall  be  comprised  of  at  least  two  (2)  Directors  and  may  include  any 
interested  Stakeholders. 

C.  Committee  Appointment  -  All  Committee  Chairs  shall  be  appointed  by  the  by  the 
Board.  The  Chairs  shall  keep  a  written  record  of  Committee  meetings  and  shall  provide 
regular  reports  on  Committee  matters  to  the  Board. 

D.  Committee  Meetings  -  Committee  meetings  are  subject  to  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  dictates  of  the  Brown  Act.  Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every 
Committee  meeting. 

E.  Changes  to  Committees  -  The  Board  may  establish,  disband  or  make  changes  as 
needed  to  any  Standing  or  Ad  Hoc  committee.  Any  such  action  by  the  Board  shall  be 
noted  in  DLANC  meeting  minutes  and  be  an  addendum  or  amendment  to  the  Standing 
Rules  of  DLANC. 
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F.  Removal  of  Committee  Members  -  Committee  members  may  be  removed  in  the 
same  manner  in  which  they  were  appointed. 

ARTICLE  VIII  MEETINGS 

All  meetings,  as  defined  by  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section 
54950.5  et  seq.),  shall  be  noticed  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Act  the 
Neighborhood  Council  Agenda  Posting  Policy,  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  governmental 
policy . 

Section  1:  Meeting  Time  and  Place  -  All  meetings  shall  be  held  within  DLANC  boundaries 
at  a  location,  date  and  time  set  by  the  Board.  A  calendar  of  regular  meetings  shall  be 
established  by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  of  each  calendar  year. 

A.  Regular  Meetings  -  Regular  DLANC  meetings  shall  be  held  at  least  once  per 
quarter  and  may  be  held  more  frequently  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Prior  to  any 
action  by  the  Board,  there  shall  be  a  period  of  public  comment.  The  Board  shall 
determine  the  length  and  format  of  the  period  as  appropriate. 

B.  Special  Meetings  -  A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Directors  for  any  lawful  purpose  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Board,  by  the  President,  or  by  a  petition  signed  by  one 
hundred  (100)  or  more  Stakeholders.  The  meeting  date  shall  be  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  but  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  petition  by  the  Board.  No 
business,  other  than  the  general  nature  of  which  was  set  forth  in  the  notice  of  the 
meeting,  may  be  conducted  at  such  a  meeting. 

Section  2:  Agenda  Setting  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  set  the  agenda  for  each 
DLANC  meeting  at  its  monthly  meeting  prior  to  the  next  general  DLANC  Board  meeting. 

During  the  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  meeting,  excluding  the  seventy-two  (72) 
hour  period  just  prior  to  the  DLANC  Board  Meeting,  the  President  or  his/her  Executive 
Committee  Member  appointee,  may  set  or  amend/change  the  agenda  and  submit  it  to  the 
Secretary  for  posting.  Any  such  agendized  items  or  changes  shall  be  specially  noted  on  the 
published  agenda. 

AND: 

Any  Stakeholder  may  make  a  proposal  for  action  by  DLANC  by  submitting  a  written  request  to 
the  Secretary  or  during  the  public  comment  period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  promptly  refer  the  proposal  to  the  appropriate  Committee  as  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting,  the  Board  shall  either  consider 
the  proposal  or  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  consider  the  proposal.  DLANC  is  required  to 
consider  the  proposal  at  a  Committee  or  Board  meeting,  but  is  not  required  to  take  further 
action  on  the  proposal.  Proposals  made  under  the  this  subsection  are  subject  to  the  rules 
regarding  reconsideration 

Section  3:  Notifications/Postings  -  Meeting  notices  shall  be  posted  in  compliance  with  the 
Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  and  with  the  Neighborhood  Council  Posting  Policy.  An  updated  listing  of 
DLANC’s  physical  posting  location/s  shall  be  kept  on  file  with  the  board  and  the  Department. 
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Section  4:  Reconsideration  -  The  Board  may  reconsider  or  amend  its  actions  through  the 
following  Motion  for  Reconsideration  process: 


A.  Before  the  Board  reconsiders  any  matter,  the  Board  must  approve  a  Motion  for 
Reconsideration.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  approved  by  official 
action  of  the  Board.  After  determining  that  an  action  should  be  reconsidered,  the 
Board  has  the  authority  to  re-hear,  continue,  or  take  action  on  the  item  that  is  the 
subject  of  reconsideration  within  any  limitations  that  are  stated  in  the  Motion  for 
Reconsideration. 

B.  The  Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  be  brought,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration  must  occur,  either  during  the  same  meeting  where  the 
Board  initially  acted  or  during  the  Board's  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  that 
follows  the  meeting  where  the  action  subject  to  reconsideration  occurred.  DLANC 
may  also  convene  a  special  meeting  within  these  specified  time  frames  to  address  a 
Motion  for  Reconsideration. 

C.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  may  be  proposed  only  by  a  Director  of  the  Board  that 
previously  voted  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  original  action  that  was  taken  by  the 
Board  (the  "Moving  Director"). 

D.  The  Moving  Director  may  make  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  orally  during  the 
same  meeting  where  the  action  that  is  the  subject  of  reconsideration  occurred,  or  by 
properly  placing  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  a  meeting  that 
occurs  within  the  allowed  specified  periods  of  time  as  stated  above. 

E.  In  order  to  properly  place  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  on  the  agenda  of  the 
subsequent  meeting,  the  Moving  Director  shall  submit  a  memorandum  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  two  (2)  days  in  advance  of  the  deadline  for  posting  notices  for  the 
meeting.  The  memorandum  must  briefly  state  the  reason(s)  for  requesting  the 
reconsideration,  and  provide  the  Secretary  with  an  adequate  description  of  the 
matter(s)  to  be  re-heard  and  the  proposed  action  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
if  the  Motion  for  Reconsideration  is  approved. 

F.  A  Motion  for  Reconsideration  that  is  properly  brought  before  the  Board  may  be 
seconded  by  any  Director  of  the  Board. 

G.  This  reconsideration  process  shall  be  conducted  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the 
Brown  Act. 


ARTICLE  IX  FINANCES 

A.  The  Board  shall  review  its  fiscal  budget  and  make  adjustments  as  needed  to  comply  with 
City  laws  and  City  administrative  rules,  and  to  keep  in  compliance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  and  the  City’s  mandate  for  the  use  of  standardized  budget  and  minimum 
finding  allocation  requirements. 

B.  The  Board  shall  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  appropriate  City 
officials  regarding  DLANC’s  finances,  where  the  term  “appropriate  City  officials”  means  those 
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officials  and/or  agencies  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  who  have  authority  over  Neighborhood 
Councils. 


C.  All  financial  accounts  and  records  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  and  posted  on 
DLANC  website,  if  available. 

D.  Each  month,  the  Treasurer  shall  provide  to  the  Board  detailed  reports  of  DLANC’s 
accounts. 

E.  At  least  once  each  quarter,  the  President  and  at  least  one  (1)  other  individual  other  than 
the  Treasurer,  who  is  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  examine  DLANC’s  accounts  and  attest  to 
their  accuracy  before  submitting  the  documentation  to  the  Department  for  further  review. 

F.  DLANC  will  not  enter  into  any  contracts  or  agreements  except  through  the  Department.  No 
dues,  fees,  or  assessments  shall  be  required  for  membership  in  the  DLANC. 

ARTICLE  X  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  Administration  of  Election  -  DLANC's  election  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any 
and  all  City  ordinances,  policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  elections. 

Section  2:  Governing  Board  Structure  and  Voting  -  The  number  of  Board  seats,  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  holding  any  specific  Board  seats,  and  which  Stakeholders  may  vote 
for  the  Board  seats  are  noted  in  Attachment  B. 

Section  3:  Minimum  Voting  Age  -  All  Community  Stakeholders  aged  sixteen  (16)  and  above 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  DLANC  Elections. 

Section  4:  Method  of  Verifying  Stakeholder  Status  -  Voters  will  verify  their  Stakeholder 
status  by  providing  acceptable  documentation. 

Section  5:  Restrictions  on  Candidates  Running  for  Multiple  Seats  -  A  candidate  shall 
declare  their  candidacy  for  no  more  than  one  (1)  position  on  DLANC  Board  during  a  single 
election  cycle. 

Section  6:  Other  Election  Related  Language  -  Any  additional  language  shall  be  put  forth  in 
the  Standing  Rules. 


ARTICLE  XI  GRIEVANCE  PROCESS 

A.  Any  grievance  by  a  Stakeholder  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  who  shall  cause 
the  matter  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

B.  At  that  meeting,  the  Board  shall  refer  the  matter  to  an  Ad  Hoc  Grievance  Panel  comprised 
of  three  (3)  Stakeholders  randomly  selected  by  the  Board  from  a  list  of  Stakeholders  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  serving  from  time-to-time  on  such  a  panel. 
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C.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  of  the  panel’s  selection,  the  Board  shall  coordinate  a  time  and  place 
for  the  panel  to  meet  with  the  person(s)  submitting  a  grievance  to  discuss  ways  in  which  the 
dispute  may  be  resolved. 

D.  Within  two  (2)  weeks  following  such  meeting,  a  member  of  the  panel  shall  prepare  a  written 
report  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  outlining  the  panel's  collective 
recommendations  for  resolving  the  grievance.  The  Board  may  receive  a  copy  of  the  panel's 
report  and  recommendations  prior  to  a  Board  meeting,  but,  in  accordance  with  the  Brown  Act, 
the  matter  shall  not  be  discussed  among  the  Directors  until  it  is  heard  publicly  at  the  next 
regular  DLANC  meeting. 

E.  This  grievance  process  is  intended  to  address  matters  involving  procedural  disputes,  such 
as  the  Board's  failure  to  comply  with  Board  Rules  or  these  Bylaws.  It  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
Stakeholders  who  merely  disagree  with  a  position  or  action  taken  by  the  Board  at  one  of  its 
meetings,  which  grievances  may  be  aired  publicly  at  DLANC  meetings.  The  Neighborhood 
Council  grievance  review  process  will  be  conducted  pursuant  to  any  and  all  City  ordinances, 
policies  and  procedures  pertaining  to  Neighborhood  Council  grievances. 

F.  Directors  are  not  permitted  to  file  a  grievance  against  another  Director  or  against  DLANC. 

G.  In  the  event  that  a  grievance  cannot  be  resolved  through  this  process,  then  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Department  for  consideration  or  dispute  resolution  in  accordance  with  the 
Plan. 


ARTICLE  XII  PARLIAMENTARY  AUTHORITY 

DLANC  shall  use  the  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  when  conducting  DLANC  meetings.  Additional 
rules  and/or  policies  and  procedures  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  Board  and/or  DLANC 
meetings  may  be  developed  and  adopted  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  the  DLANC  Standing 
Rules. 


ARTICLE  XIII  AMENDMENTS 

A.  Any  Director  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  by  requesting  that  the  Secretary 
place  the  item  on  the  agenda. 

B.  Any  Stakeholder  may  propose  an  amendment  to  these  Bylaws  during  the  public  comment 
period  of  a  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

C.  Any  proposal  to  amend  the  Bylaws  shall  be  formalized  in  writing  and  noticed  on  the  agenda 
for  public  discussion  and  Board  vote  at  the  next  regular  DLANC  meeting. 

D.  An  amendment  to  these  bylaws  requires  approval  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  Directors 
present  and  voting  at  a  duly  noticed  general  or  special  meeting.  All  changes  shall  then  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  for  review  and  approval. 

E.  Amendments  shall  not  be  valid,  final  or  effective  until  approved  by  the  Department.  Once 
approved,  any  changes  in  the  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  XIV  COMPLIANCE 

DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders  shall  comply  with  these  Bylaws 
and  with  any  additional  Standing  Rules  or  Procedures  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  as  well 
as  all  local,  county,  state  and  federal  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  the  Plan,  the  City  Code 
of  Conduct,  the  City  Governmental  Ethics  Ordinance  ( Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  Section 
49.5.1),  the  Brown  Act  ( California  Government  Code  Section  54950.5  et  seq.),  the  Public 
Records  Act,  the  American  Disabilities  Act,  and  all  laws  and  governmental  policies  pertaining 
to  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

Section  1 :  Code  of  Civility  -  DLANC,  its  representatives,  and  all  Community  Stakeholders 
shall  conduct  all  DLANC  business  in  a  civil,  professional  and  respectful  manner.  Board 
Directors  will  abide  by  the  Commission’s  Neighborhood  Council  Board  Member  Code  of 
Conduct  Policy. 

Section  2:  Training  -  All  Directors  shall  take  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  Neighborhood 
Council,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  ethics,  funding,  workplace  violence  and  sexual 
harassment  trainings  provided  by  the  City  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  being  seated,  or  they 
will  lose  their  DLANC  voting  rights.  All  Board  Directors  must  take  ethics  and  funding  training 
prior  to  making  motions  and  voting  on  funding  related  matters. 

Section  3:  Self  Assessment  -  Every  year,  DLANC  shall  conduct  a  self  assessment  pursuant 
to  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  the  Plan.

Further,  the  timeline  established  with  DONE's  own  language  of  "no  more  than  60  calendar  days" 
as  per  DONE's  Grievance  Determination  Letter  which  was  first  issued  to  me  on  April  17,  2017  has 
obviously  passed  as  well.

In  the  collective  eyes  of  the  SRNC-FC,  this  is  yet  another  clear  violation  by  the  DLANC  towards 
our  Skid  Row  community,  and  on  behalf  of  the  SRNC-FC  and  due  to  the  extensive  tardiness,  we 
officially  DEMAND  that  DONE  intervene,  address  and  admonish  the  DLANC  for  disrespecting  Skid 
Row  by  neglecting  it's  long  overdue  duty  to  abide  by  the  directives  issued  by  DONE  in  it's 
Grievance  Determination  Letter. 

While  we  in  the  SRNC-FC  are  unaware  of  the  penalty(s)  regarding  such  blatant  negligence,  we 
officially  state  that  it  has  already  been  6  months  AFTER  the  60-day  deadline  and  8  months  total 
AFTER  our  initial  grievance  filing  in  April,  2017. ..And  with  this  now  being  the  holiday  season  which 
means  City  Hall  will  be  virtually  closed,  this  issue  may  not  be  addressed  by  DONE  until  sometime 
in  2018. ..possibly  one  year  from  the  time  our  grievance  was  first  filed. ...Wow! 

The  SRNC-FC  officially  requests,  in  writing,  a  copy  of  DONE's  official  guidelines  for  the  above- 
mentioned  negligence  by  our  community's  currently-represented  neighborhood  council, 
specifically.  What  is  DONE's  protocol  in  addressing  this  violation  by  both  the  DLANC  and 
DONE?. ..In  addition,  the  SRNC-FC  requests  advance  notification  of  the  penalty  option(s)  prior  to 
DONE  enacting  them. 

Surely,  the  penalty(s)  will  be  much  more  extensive  than  the  typical  slap-on-the-wrist  nature  of 
simply  having  the  DLANC  put  our  grievance  on  it's  next  Board  agenda.. Our  community  deserves 
more  than  that  and  we  expect  more  than  that!

1.  To  conform  with  State  law,  create  a  stable  and  legitimate  business 
environment,  and  avoid  the  kind  of  exploitable  “grey  areas”  created  by 
Prop.  D,  the  City  must  implement  an  unambiguous  licensing  system  for 
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commercial  cannabis  activities  and  include  those  activities  as  enumerated 
uses  in  the  City’s  municipal  code.

5.  Re-open  the  fee  schedule  (and  conditions  for  extra  services)  as  created 
by  outside  consultants  and  approved  by  the  City  Council  to  include 
stakeholder  input  through  the  Neighborhood  Council  system;  and 

6.  To  avoid  worsening  the  homelessness  crisis  in  the  City,  develop  and 
implement  strategies  to  mitigate  the  impact  of  rate  increases  on  low- 
income  households. 

b.  WRAC  MOTION:  The  Palms  NC  supports  the  City  Council’s  call  to  divest  the 
City’s  approximately  $40  million  in  securities  and  end  its  contract  with  Wells 
Fargo,  due  to  the  bank’s  fraudulent  and  grossly  unethical  conduct  in  opening 
millions  of  fake  accounts  and  improperly  charging  mortgage  fees,  and  the 
subsequent  downgrading  of  their  Community  Reinvestment  Act  rating.  Further, 
the  NC/CC  supports  exploring  the  feasibility  of  creating  a  Los  Angeles  City 
Municipal  Bank,  chartered  to  reinvest  in  our  communities,  affordable  housing, 
and  small  businesses  (including  addressing  the  banking  needs  of  legal 
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commercial  cannabis  activity),  and  aid  in  the  City’s  transition  to  renewable 
energy. 

f.  FUNDING  MOTION:  To  authorize  the  Palms  Neighborhood  Council  to  accept 
$1,500  from  its  award  for  the  2016  Clean  Streets  Challenge  and  authorize  those 
funds  to  be  used  to  organize  neighborhood  cleanups,  conduct  outreach  for  them, 
and  purchase  materials.  Cleanups,  will  be  organized  by  the  Green  Committee 
which  has  been  previously  authorized  to  conduct  them.

Kahllid, 

I  just  spoke  briefly  with  Trevor  about  the  agenda/Brown  Act  issue  to  let  him  know  where  the 
Department  stands,  which  is  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Brown  Act  that  precludes  the  Board 
from  hearing  more  than  one  item.  Some  language  I  have  heard  from  City  about  Special  Meetings 
is  that  they  are  substantively  different  from  regular  meetings  in  these  ways  only:  they  require 
only  24  hours  notice  (instead  of  72)  and  they  must  deviate  in  some  form  from  the  regular 
meeting  details  in  terms  of  date,  time,  or  location  (any  of  those  three,  not  necessarily  all  three). 

I  think  the  main  thing  I  can  do  with  Robin  is  talk  about  the  sources  of  confusion  (meaning  I  get 
where  she's  coming  from  because  I've  heard  people  make  the  same  claim  before)  and  what  the 
actual  rules  are  from  our  perspective. 

With  regards  to  the  other  things  —  Facebook  and  the  laptop  -  that  seems  more  pressing.  As 
Trevor  has  mentioned,  I  think  Dorothee  (new  PMHCC  VP)  —  as  someone  without  the  existing 
relationship  with  Robin  -  may  be  a  good  person  to  help  take  over  the  Facebook  at  least  in  the 
interim.

The  PMHCC  is  currently  working  on  correcting  a  number  of  errors  in  the  bylaws  that  are  either  vague  or  not  in 
compliance  with  the  brown  act  and  as  chair  of  the  bylaws  committee  I  will  add  this  to  the  list  of  items  to  be 
discussed  and  made  more  clear  in  the  bylaws. 
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Extract  from  brown  act  as  follows.  Full  text  as  issued  by  California  dept  justice  attorney  general  attached. 


§  54956.  Special  meetings 

54956.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  legislative  body 
of  a  local  agency,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body,  by  delivering  written 
notice  to  each  member  of  the  legislative  body  and  to  each  local  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
and  radio  or  television  station  requesting  notice  in  writing.  The  notice  shall  be  delivered  personally 
or  by  any  other  means  and  shall  be  received  at  least  24  hours  before  the  time  of  the  meeting  as 
specified  in  the  notice.  The  call  and  notice  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  the  special  meeting 
and  the  business  to  be  transacted  or  discussed.  No  other  business  shall  be  considered  at  these 
meetings  by  the  legislative  body.  The  written  notice  may  be  dispensed  with  as  to  any  member  who 
at  or  prior  to  the  time  the  meeting  convenes  files  with  the  clerk  or  secretary  of  the  legislative  body 
a  written  waiver  of  notice.  The  waiver  may  be  given  by  telegram.  The  written  notice  may  also  be 
dispensed  with  as  to  any  member  who  is  actually  present  at  the  meeting  at  the  time  it  convenes. 
The  call  and  notice  shall  be  posted  at  least  24  hours  prior  to  the  special  meeting  in  a  location  that  is 
freely  accessible  to  members  of  the  public. 


In  the  case  of  this  most  recent  meeting  it  was  required  to  be  held  in  order  to  complete  business  required  for 
PMHCC  to  be  in  compliance  with  funding  requirements  that  could  only  be  completed  once  several  board 
members  had  been  able  to  attend  required  training  scheduled  by  EmpowerLA.  Another  item  on  the  agenda 
was  required  by  a  stakeholder  that  placed  the  board  on  notice  that  the  item  needed  to  be  resolved.  Both 
these  items  were  raised  during  the  last  general  meeting  and  those  in  attendance  were  advised  that  the 
monthly  board  meeting  for  July  may  not  occur  on  the  regularly  scheduled  date  and  location  due  to  these 
conflicts  with  required  training.

Background 

On  January  11,  2017,  the  Department  notified  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council 
(DLANC)  that  the  subdivision  application  for  the  forming  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  was 
moving  to  the  election  phase  of  the  process.  DLANC  had  the  option  to  take  action  on  whether 
they  supported  the  subdivision  or  not,  but  they  did  not  take  any  action  on  the  matter. 

During  the  following  months,  outreach  was  conducted  for  the  April  6,  2017  election,  which 
included  online  voting  in  addition  to  an  at  polls  location.  On  March  31 ,  2017  at  1 1 :24  am,  an 
email,  which  is  the  subject  of  the  challenges,  from  Unite  DTLA  using  the  DLANC  logo  and 
mailing  address  was  sent  out  to  an  unknown  database.  (Attachment  A)  The  email  stated  “Vote 
NO  on  Skid  Row  Separation”  and  appeared  to  come  from  DLANC  even  though  Unite  DTLA  is 
not  known  to  be  officially  affiliated  with  DLANC.  Neighborhood  Councils  are  not  allowed  to  use 
their  name,  logo  or  resources  to  advocate  for  the  public  to  take  a  position  on  an  election  matter. 

On  March  31,  2017  at  4:11  pm,  DLANC  President,  Patti  Berman,  emailed  Unite  DTLA  asking 
them  to  not  use  the  DLANC  logo.  (Attachment  B)  On  April  1st,  2017  at  10:35am,  Unite  DTLA 
sent  out  another  email  removing  not  only  the  DLANC  logo,  but  also  the  PO  Box  number  from 
the  original  email,  which  was  DLANC’s.  (Attachment  C)  Ms.  Berman  told  the  Department  that 
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she  did  not  know  who  Unite  DTLA  is  and  that  she  only  replied  to  the  email  address  on  the  Unite 
DTLA  email. 

The  preliminary  results  of  the  election  is  766  yes  votes  for  subdivision  and  826  no  votes  for 
subdivision  when  provisional  votes  were  counted. 

Election  Challenges 

In  the  three  challenges  submitted  by  General  Jeff  Page,  the  main  contention  is  that  DLANC 
used  a  “front  organization"  called  Unite  DTLA  and  sent  out  a  “Vote  No”  email  campaign  using 
the  DLANC  MailChimp  account.  According  to  General  Jeff  Page,  the  aforementioned  first  email 
sent  by  Unite  DTLA  on  March  31,  2017  used  DLANC’s  logo,  mailing  address  and  a  web 
address  (URL)  for  contacting  the  sender  on  the  bottom  of  the  email  under  the  phrase  “why  did  I 
get  this?” 

The  challenges  included  witness  statements,  supporting  documents,  and  a  link  to  the  video. 

Because  the  challengers  supporting  materials  are  the  same  and  only  apply  to  the  challenge 
regarding  Campaign  Material  Issues,  the  Department  recommends  dismissal  of  Challenge  #104 
because  the  Neighborhood  Council  board  did  not  officially  endorse  any  actions  and  Challenge 
#105  because  there  was  no  electioneering  by  the  Applicant. 

The  applicable  election  challenge  in  this  matter  is  for  the  explicit  use  of  City  logo(s)  for 
Campaign  materials  by  Candidate(s),  including  LA  City,  EmpowerLA  logo,  Neighborhood 
Council  logo  and  any  other  City  department  logo.  For  this  challenge  to  be  valid,  the  Election 
Challenge  Panel  would  have  to  find  that  DLANC  or  someone  with  access  to  DLANC’s 
MailChimp  sent  the  initial  Unite  DTLA  email  from  DLANC’s  account  using  their  logo  and 
resources  and  that  this  made  a  difference  in  the  election  results. 

Findings 

The  Department’s  findings  are  inconclusive  in  this  matter  despite  researching  the  challenge 
allegations. 

In  order  to  determine  whether  the  Unite  DTLA  email  came  from  DLANC’s  MailChimp  account, 
we  requested  the  following  information  from  Ms.  Berman 

1 .  Copies  of  any  emails  that  she  sent  to  Unite  DTLA.  (Attachment  B)  -  there  was  only 
the  one  aforementioned  email. 

2.  List  of  the  names  of  the  people  ("Users")  who  have  access  to  the  DLANC  MailChimp 
account,  (user  types  "author,"  "manager,"  and  "admin")  (Attachment  D)  -  this  showed 
only  two  people  with  access  to  the  MailChimp:  Ms.  Berman  and  Amara  Ononiwu 
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3.  List  of  the  contacts  in  the  "Voters  List"  data  in  the  DLANC  MailChimp  account. 
(Attachment  E)  -  this  showed  the  types  of  subscriber  lists,  and  there  was  not  one  called 
“Voters  List,”  which  appears  if  you  click  “why  did  I  get  this?”  in  the  original  Unite  DTLA 
email,  but  such  subscriber  lists  can  be  deleted. 

4.  Activity  reports  for  the  DLANC  MailChimp  account  for  March  31,  2017  through  April  6, 
2017.  (Attachment  F)  -  this  showed  no  campaigns  for  a  Unite  DTLA,  but  such  activity 
can  be  deleted. 

In  order  to  determine  whether  the  Unite  DTLA  came  from  DLANC  or  whether  a  third  party 
created  a  Unite  DTLA  to  look  like  DLANC,  the  Department  attempted  to  register  as  a  new  user 
on  MailChimp  to  see  if  we  are  able  to  utilize  the  DLANC  URL  and  database. 

The  Department  tried  creating  an  account  with  the  Username:  “DLANC,”  but  a  message  came 
back  stating:  “Another  user  with  the  username  already  exists.”  Therefore,  Usernames  have  to 
be  unique. 

The  Department  discovered,  however,  that  the  registered  company  names  and  URLs  do  not 
have  to  be  unique.  In  other  words,  a  third  party  could  create  a  MailChimp  campaign  using 
DLANC  as  its  company  name  and  URL.  When  the  URL  was  used  in  the  unsubscription  process 
and  links  for  the  first  Unite  DTLA  email,  it  linked  back  to  the  DLANC  website  and  had  the  same 
URL  for  the  “why  did  I  get  this?”  link  as  another  email  known  to  be  sent  by  DLANC.  This  result 
could  be  as  alleged  by  the  challenge  that  the  email  came  from  DLANC’s  MailChimp  account,  or 
a  third  party  can  create  this  result  by  copying  all  of  DLANC’s  information  from  public  emails 
they’ve  sent  from  MailChimp. 

In  the  second  Unite  DTLA  email,  the  URL  was  changed  as  well  as  the  PO  Box  address  and  did 
not  go  to  the  DLANC  website  anymore.  The  Department  was  also  able  to  recreate  this  result  as 
well  with  our  test  account. 

Because  anyone  can  register  any  URL  on  MailChimp,  the  use  of  such  links  is  inclusive  because 
it  supports  both  options  that  the  original  Unite  DTLA  email  came  from  DLANC  or  that  it  came 
from  a  third  party  instead. 

Another  difference  noted  between  the  original  Unite  DTLA  email  and  a  known  public  DLANC 
email  is  that  there  is  a  hashtag  before  the  PO  Box  number  in  the  Unite  DTLA  email  and  not  one 
in  the  DLANC  email.  If  the  Unite  DTLA  email  was  generated  from  the  DLANC  MailChimp 
account,  the  address  was  typed  in  with  the  addition  of  a  hashtag. 

It  is  unknown  how  many  people  who  received  the  initial  Unite  DTLA  voted  no  for  subdivision  in 
the  election  because  they  received  that  email.  The  majority  of  the  1 590  who  voted,  however, 
did  vote  after  March  31 , 2017,  and  there  is  a  60  vote  difference  between  the  winning  No  side 
and  the  Yes  side.

Dear  Department  of  Neighborhood  Empowerment, 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  Ms.  Berman,  President  of  DLANC,  was  not  truthful  to  your  Election  Challenge 
Panel  on  May  3rd.  On  top  of  this,  she  showed  a  willful  disregard  towards  the  efforts  and  well-being  of  the  Skid 
Row  community. 

Please  first  refer  to  the  testimony  of  Ms.  Berman  at  the  46:35  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2ahllJs)  where 
she  states,  “I  would  like  to  talk  about  that  email,  I  received  it,  it  went  out  about  11:45  in  the  morning.  I  was 
gone  that  day,  came  back  at  about  2-2:30,  3  o’clock  I  saw  it.  I  saw  our  logo  on  it- 1  immediately  responded  to  it 
(mumbled)  saying,  you  can’t  do  this,  this  is  a  City  logo  and  I  never  received  another  email  that  had  our  logo  on 
it.”  Ms.  Berman  again  states,  starting  at  the  7:40  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2pMeWn4).  “I  saw  that,  and  I 
thought  well,  we  can’t  do  that,  so  I  immediately  wrote  back  and  said  don’t  do  this”. 

In  fact,  Ms.  Berman  was  not  “gone  that  day”  in  the  sense  that  she  could  not  have  crafted  an  email  to  her 
Board  or  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email  immediately  after  receiving  it.  Records  show  that  at  12:31pm, 
after  receiving  the  Unite  DTLA  email  (which  she  claims  to  have  received  at  11:45am),  she  sent  out  an  email  to 
at  least  one  fellow  DLANC  Board  member  about  an  entirely  unrelated  matter  titled,  “email  issues”  (please 
refer  to  Appendix  A,  an  email  sent  to  DLANC  Board  member  Scott  Bytof-  even  though  this  email  was  sent  to 
Ms.  Berman,  from  Ms.  Berman-  it  was  in  Mr.  Bytof’s  email  trove  for  March  31st). 

At  4:06pm  on  March  31st,  DLANC  Board  member  Andrew  Douglas  emails  Ms.  Berman  to  inquire  about  the 
Unite  DTLA  email  he  received  (please  refer  to  Appendix  B)  and  asks,  “...it's  very  disconcerting  that  an 
anonymous  group  would  use  our  logo.  Do  you  know  who  they  are?”.  At  this  time,  Ms.  Berman 
had  not  yet  sent  out  an  email  to  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email,  her  Board  or  anyone  else-  she  only  sent 
out  one  email  to:  UniteDTLA@gmail.com  asking  them  to,  “...not  use  this  logo...”,  (please  refer  to  pg.  61  of 
Appendix  C)  at  4:11pm  after  Mr.  Douglas  had  emailed  her  about  his  concerns  (this  is  according  to  Ms. 

Berman’s  own  testimony  and  submitted  evidence  at  the  Panel).  A  search  of  all  emails  sent  out  on  March  31st 
to  DLANC  Board  member  Scott  Bytof  shows  no  emails  from  Ms.  Berman  trying  to  correct  information  about 
the  Unite  DTLA  email  which  contained  the  DLANC  logo  (records  show  in  Appendix  D  that  Mr.  Bytof  was  not  the 
recipient  of  a  Unite  DTLA  email  on  March  31st,  at  least  not  on  his  DLANC  email  address).  Indeed  Ms.  Berman 
admits  to  not  alerting  her  Board  to  the  Unite  DTLA  email  with  the  DLANC  logo  at  the  9:40  mark  of  this  video 
(http://bit.lv/2pMeWn4)  where  she  states,  “no,  I  didn’t  have  to”. 

DLANC  Board  member  Ms.  Ononiwu  replied  to  my  request  for  her  emails  for  this  day  that  she  received  only 
two  directly,  and  a  few  automatic  calendar  updates.  It  is  still  unknown  to  me  what  information  is  in  her  two 
direct  emails  (please  refer  to  Appendix  E). 

In  summary,  Ms.  Berman  stated  she  sent  an  email  to  the  sender  of  the  Unite  DTLA  email  “immediately  after” 
receiving  it,  which  she  said  was  around  3pm.  But  by  4pm-  she  still  had  not  emailed  anyone  about  the  Unite 
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DTLA  email.  It  was  only  after  Mr.  Douglas  emailed  Ms.  Berman,  questioning  her  about  the  Unite  DTLA  email  he 
had  received  and  expressing  alarm,  did  she  do  anything  at  all.  Neither  did  Ms.  Berman  ever  email  her  fellow 
Board  members  to  correct  or  clarify  to  them  about  the  unauthorized  use  of  the  DLANC  logo.  Additionally,  no 
effort  was  made  to  alert  any  on  the  DLANC  database.  It  can  therefore  be  assumed  that  had  Mr.  Douglas  not 
brought  the  Unite  DTLA  email  to  Ms.  Berman’s  attention-  she  very  likely  would  have  done  nothing. 

Further,  showing  a  shocking  lack  concern  for  the  years  long  organizing  efforts  of  Skid  Row  Stakeholders  to  hold 
a  fair  election  in  order  to  win  a  voice  for  our  historically  disenfranchised  and  severely  neglected  community, 
Ms.  Berman  states  at  the  10:18  mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2amzipC).  in  reference  to  why  she  didn’t  take 
more  concrete  steps  to  distance  the  DLANC  from  the  Unite  DTLA  emails,  “...like  I  said,  I  thought  it  was 
someone  that  did  something  really  stupid  and  I  told  them  not  to  do  it  anymore  and  I  went  back  to  what  I  was 
doing  in  my  life  at  that  time  which  was  more  important...”. 

That  Ms.  Berman  did  not  act  on  her  own  accord  to  correct  DLANC’s  involvement  with  the  Unite  DTLA  email  is 
significant  because  the  Election  Challenge  Panel  specifically  zeroed  in  on  this  as  being  an  area  of  concern  equal 
to  the  actual  email  being  sent  out.  The  Panel  discusses  this  challenge  and  ultimately  upholds  it  at  the  13:40 
mark  of  this  video  (http://bit.lv/2pQ2umg).  where  Panelist  David  Greene  speaks  about  DLANC’s,  “...lack  of 
response,  lack  of  effort  to  dissuade  people  from  believing  this...”. 

I  can  only  conclude  after  listening  to  Ms.  Berman’s  testimony  on  May  3rd  and  then  cross-referencing  it  with 
several  of  her  emails  sent  out  on  March  31st,  that  Ms.  Berman  was  complicit  with  the  Unite  DTLA  emails.  Ms. 
Berman’s  actions,  or  lack  thereof,  constitute  bad  faith.  The  Panel  recommended  that  if  new  evidence  (against 
the  DLANC)  is  uncovered  within  60  days  through  independent  means  then  DONE  should  grant  Skid  Row  its 
neighborhood  council.  I  therefore  strongly  request  that  you  grant  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council- 
Formation  Committee  our  certification  status  immediately  without  any  more  undue  burden  on  our 
community.  Members  of  our  Formation  Committee  have  more  than  proven  that  Ms.  Berman-  here 
representing  the  DLANC  as  a  candidate-  is  guilty  of  electioneering  and  worse,  trying  to  cover  it  up.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

For  the  next  two  weeks  there  will  be  a  lot  of  activity  in  the  office  related  to  the  Skid  Row  and  Hermon  Subdivision  Elections. 
Here  is  a  quick  overview  of  Neighborhood  Council  Subdivisions: 

There  are  currently  96  Neighborhood  Councils  which  almost  completely  cover  the  City  of  Los  Angles,  the  exceptions  being 
Brentwood  and  Pacific  Palisades  which  have  non-certified  councils,  and  a  few  small  "orphaned"  areas  that  are  not  part  of  a 
council. 

Here  is  a  map. 

Last  year,  the  City  Council  approved  the  Subdivision  Ordinance  which  allows  a  stakeholder  to  organize  a  committee  which 
can  apply  to  subdivide  a  council  or  councils,  resulting  in  a  new  Neighborhood  Council. 

Here  is  the  ordinance. 
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There  were  three  applications  and  two  of  them  were  approved  by  the  Department,  Skid  Row  and  Hermon. 

Here  is  info  on  the  two  applicants. 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  conducting  elections  for  the  proposed  Neighborhood  Councils  within  90  days  of  the 
approval  of  the  applications.  They  were  approved  on  January  11, 2017.  The  Skid  Row  election  will  be  on  April  6  and  the 
Hermon  election  will  be  on  April  8th. 

The  Elections  will  be  conducted  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Neighborhood  Councils  that  are  proposed  for  subdivision. 

For  Skid  Row  this  means  that  the  election  will  be: 

Documentation  -  Stakeholders  will  verify  their  identity  and  stakeholder  status  with  documents 

Online  Election  -  Voters  can  vote  three  ways,  by  registering  and  voting  online,  by  registering  and  voting  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll,  or 
by  visiting  the  polling  location  on  Election  Day  where  they  can  register  in  person  and  vote. 

Minimum  age  to  vote  is  16  for  DLANC  voters  and  15  for  HCNC  voters 

For  Hermon  this  means  that  the  election  will  be: 

Self-Affirmation  -  Stakeholders  will  fill  out  a  registration  form  and  self-affirm  their  identity  and  stakeholder  status  -  no 
documents  needed  to  vote 

Polling  Location  Election  -  Voters  can  register  and  vote  at  the  polling  location  on  April  8th,  from  11  am  to  3  pm 
Minimum  age  to  vote  is  16  for  Arroyo  Seco  voters

Greetings, 

Voting  is  open  for  the  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  Subdivision  Election,  happening  online  now  through  Thursday, 
April  6th.  An  overview  of  this  election  and  details  on  how  to  register  and  cast  a  ballot  are  below.  We  hope  you  will  vote 
in  this  special  election,  and  share  this  information  with  your  stakeholders.  Please  consider  cutting  and  pasting  the 
election  details  below  to  your  websites  and  social  media,  and  adding  it  to  your  newsletters. 


What  Is  The  Skid  Row  Subdivision  Election  About? 

Stakeholders  of  both  the  Downtown  LA  and  Historic  Cultural  Neighborhood  Councils  are  voting  on  whether  these  two 
councils  should  be  subdivided  to  form  a  new  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  Because  this  election  is  being  held  online, 
even  though  the  official  Election  Day  is  not  until  Thursday,  April  6th,  voters  will  be  able  to  register  to  vote  and  cast  their 
ballots  either  online  or  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll  mobile  voting  station,  and  they  may  vote  anytime  between  now  and  the  time 
the  polls  close  on  Election  Day  at  7  pm. 

Under  the  new  Subdivision  Ordinance  set  forth  by  the  LA  City  Council  in  2016,  stakeholders  of  a  Neighborhood  Council 
may  petition  to  subdivide  an  existing  Neighborhood  Council  to  create  a  new  one.  A  special  election  is  then  held  for 
stakeholders  within  the  boundary  of  the  affected  area.  The  subdivision  proposal  must  get  a  "yes"  vote  from  a  majority 
of  voters,  in  order  to  pass.  If  the  proposal  of  the  Skid  Row  Formation  Committee  is  passed  by  the  voters,  a  separate 
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election  will  then  be  held  to  elect  the  board  members  of  the  new  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council. 


Who  May  Vote 

Any  stakeholder  of  the  Historic  Cultural  Neighborhood  Council  (HCNC);  the  Downtown  LA  Neighborhood  Council 
(DLANC);  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council  may  vote  in  this  election,  so  long  as  they  meet  the  minimum 
voting  age  of  15  (in  HCNC)  or  16  (in  DLANC),  and  provide  any  documents  required  to  confirm  their  stakeholder  status. 
A  stakeholder  is  defined  as  someone  who  lives;  works;  owns  property;  owns  a  business;  or  who  has  a  substantial, 
ongoing  participation  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  such  as  going  to  school,  or  belonging  to  a  service  or 
religious  organization  there. 

Individuals  who  are  stakeholders  of  both  DLANC  and  HCNC  may  only  vote  once  in  this  particular  election.  To  check 
whether  an  address  falls  within  a  Neighborhood  Council's  boundaries,  enter  it  in  the  search  bar  at 
http://neiqhborhoodinfo.lacitv.org. 


How  To  Register  To  Vote 

In  order  to  register  to  vote  online  in  this  election,  you  must  provide  documents  confirming  your  identity  and 
stakeholder  status.  This  is  because  a  Subdivision  Election  must  conform  to  the  bylaws  set  in  place  by  the  Neighborhood 
Councils  being  subdivided.  Currently,  the  bylaws  of  both  HCNC  and  DLANC  allow  voters  to  vote  online,  but  require  that 
they  provide  documents  confirming  their  identity  and  local  stakeholder  status  to  register. 

Because  of  this,  in  order  to  register  to  vote,  you  must  provide  a  photo  ID  with  your  name  on  it.  Accepted  photo  IDs 
include  a  driver's  license,  school  or  work  ID,  or  a  membership  card  with  your  image  on  it,  such  as  a  gym  or  Costco 
card. 

If  the  local  address  qualifying  you  as  a  stakeholder  is  not  already  on  your  photo  ID,  you  must  also  provide  a  second 
document  showing  an  address  where  you  live,  work,  own,  or  have  an  ongoing,  substantial  community  participation, 
that  lies  within  the  boundaries  of  DLANC,  HCNC,  or  the  proposed  Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  That  document  may 
be  anything  from  a  piece  of  current  mail  with  your  name  and  address  on  it,  to  a  utility  bill.  Also  acceptable  is  having 
your  name  appear  on  a  membership  roster  provided  by  a  service,  educational,  religious,  or  other  organization  within 
the  eligible  area.  To  see  more  examples  of  accepted  ID  and  qualifying  document  types,  visit  http://tinv.cc/ 
NCEIectionsDocsList. 

Please  note  that  homeless  stakeholders  without  these  documents  may  self-affirm  their  identity  and 
stakeholder  status,  but  they  are  only  able  do  so  on  Election  Day,  April  6th,  at  the  official  polling  place 

(address  and  hours  listed  below).  Self-affirmed  homeless  stakeholders  without  documentation  are  required  to  register 
and  vote  using  paper  forms,  so  they  may  not  register  and  vote  either  online  or  at  the  Pop-Up  Polls.  The  paper  forms 
serve  as  signed  affidavits  of  these  individuals'  stakeholder  status  and  identity. 

You  may  register  to  vote  online,  or  do  so  in  person  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll  or  at  the  regular  polls  on  Election  Day.  To  register 
online,  visit  this  page  and  click  the  big  blue  button  that  says,  "Register  Here."  After  you  upload  your  documents  and 
submit  the  form,  you  should  receive  two  emails  -  one  that  confirms  receipt  of  your  registration,  then  later  on,  a  second 
email  containing  a  username  and  PIN  you  will  use  to  log  onto  the  online  voting  system. 

Online  voter  registration  is  open  now  through  Sunday,  April  2nd;  if  you  are  unable  to  register  online  before  that 
deadline,  you  may  always  register  and  vote  in  person  at  a  Pop-Up  Poll,  or  at  the  polls  on  Election  Day. 


3  Ways  To  Vote 

There  are  three  ways  to  vote  in  this  election.  First,  you  may  vote  online  from  a  smartphone,  tablet,  or  personal 
computer  anytime,  until  the  polls  close  at  7:00  pm  on  the  official  Election  Day,  Thursday  April  6th.  To  vote  online,  visit 
this  page  and  click  the  big  blue  button  that  says  "Vote  Here."  To  log  onto  the  voting  portal,  enter  the  username  and  PIN 
that  you  received  via  email  after  you  registered. 

You  may  also  cast  your  ballot  at  one  of  our  Pop-Up  Polls.  These  mobile  voting  stations  will  be  making  appearances 
around  your  neighborhood  March  29th  -  April  5th.  See  a  list  of  Pop-Up  Poll  dates,  times  and  locations  here.
